Developments in Boston, Cambridge, and Somerville 


Promising projects 


NDREW NATSIOS ANNOUNCED this 
week that he would leave his post as Mas- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority chairman 

next spring. During his short tenure, Natsios 
guided the Central Artery/Tunnel Project 
through its most difficult period — the aftermath 
of a federal audit showing that Big Dig officials 
had concealed $1.4 billion in budget overruns. 
Natsios has hired new management, worked out 
a new budget, and secured federal financing for 
the overruns. But we still don’t know what’s to 
come of the ambitious plans to develop the 
roughly 1.5-mile-long stretch of land that now 
snakes through the middle of Boston. 

The Big Dig budget sets aside approxi- 
mately $30 million for development of this 
land. It’s a pittance when you realize that the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society’s plans 
for a greenhouse on the site would alone cost 
$70 million. Although the MHS intends to fi- 
nance the greenhouse privately, in part by 
charging admission — as the group told the 
Boston City Council — the estimates show 
just how much money will be needed to create 
a vibrant, mixed-used development over the 
rest of the land. The state is committed to 
funding that development. When Natsios was 
named Turnpike chairman, he said: “If we’re 
going to do something that’s going to last a 
long time, we ought to do it right.” 

His words were right then. A year later, with 
the economy slowing, they make even more 
sense. State officials may be tempted to skimp 
on the last piece of the Big Dig, but they 
shouldn't: it’s the piece that’s most psychically 
important to the city. And we shouldn’t permit 
them — if they are so tempted — to allow in- 
appropriately dense development on this po- 
tential urban jewel.

Cambridge is spending $1.5 million to up- 

grade Magazine Beach, located on a gentle 
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bend of the Charles River near Memorial Drive 
upriver from the BU Bridge. Or, more accu- 
rately, it is trying to restore the park to its for- 
mer glory — by building new playing fields, 
pedestrian walkways by the water, and docks. 
As it happens, about 80 geese make their home 
near Magazine Beach for half the year. The 
renovation, which is scheduled to begin in 
May, could disrupt the flock. 

About 20 nearby residents have formed a 
group called Friends of 
the White Geese, and 
they've embarked on an 
aggressive public-relations 
plan to save the birds. Al- 
though their efforts are 
admirable in a fuzzy kind 
of way, the Friends are 
misguided. The geese are 
not indigenous to the area. They are not wild. 
They aren’t even white geese; they’re Emdens. 

Eighteen years ago, an official of the 
Metropolitan District Commission let loose a 
handful of Emden geese near the Cottage Farm 
waste facility to keep intruders away. The hand- 
ful eventually grew to a domesticated flock of 80 
that has become a symbol of wildlife for local 
families who bring their kids to feed the geese. 

But Emden geese are classified as farm poul- 
try by the USDA — though they’re sometimes 
used as guard animals because of their aggres- 
sive nature. These animals are in no way fragile. 
Sales literature for commercial breeders suggests 
that Emden geese are nearly impervious to ad- 
verse conditions — they can be raised indoors or 
out. Unless someone takes active steps to kill 
them all, these geese aren’t going anywhere. 

Not that they should. If the past 18 years are 
any indication, the geese of Magazine Beach will 
survive any nearby development by simply mov- 
ing upstream. The new playgrounds, docks, and 
walkways — and the people they bring to the 


area — can survive side by side with the geese.

Somerville mayor Dorothy Kelly Gay recently 
signed off on a historic deal with Taurus New 
England Investment Corporation to redevelop 
the Assembly Square Mall. Why is it historic? 
Because it signals a new era in Somerville poli- 
tics. As the Boston Globe’s David Warsh recently 
pointed out, “middle-class politics has arisen in 
[a Somerville] that for more than half a century 
was governed by a political machine.” 

Although Kelly Gay alienated a vocal core of 
Somerville activists — namely, the Mystic View 
Task Force, which bitterly opposed the mayor’s 
decision — she did the right thing. The deal will 
bring a new waterfront park to the area, as well 
as an expanded Home Depot, 150,000 square 
feet of office space, restaurants, a hotel, and a 
parking garage. Although she originally ap- 
proved a new Ikea store, Kelly Gay pulled her 
support from that portion of the project when 
she had second thoughts about its density. 

The development is not what the activists 
want — an urban village on the 145-acre site 
(which is about three times the size of the South 
Boston waterfront properties owned by the 
Pritzker family and Frank McCourt combined). 
It would be wonderful to build such a village, but 
reality intrudes. The city does not own the land, 
and Assembly Square — unlike Boston’s Fan 
Pier — doesn’t qualify for review or intervention 
by the state’s environmental secretary. 

Even so, Kelly Gay won major concessions 
from Taurus: Assembly Square is not going to 
become a sea of big-box retail with acres of 
parking spaces, as the developer originally pro- 
posed. She negotiated a compromise. It’s rare to 
see city officials work so vigorously with devel- 
opers — who can bring in much-needed tax rev- 
enue. For this, the mayor deserves praise. we

Prepare ye for the millennial Godspell 


New word

EARLY 30 YEARS ago, when the mu- 
sical Godspell was experiencing its first 


success as an Off Broadway hit, a 
rookie music critic from Boston was sent to 


New York to interview John-Michael Tebelak, 


who conceived and directed the show. God- 
spell was about to open its first offshoot pro- 


duction in Boston. What could be more natu- 


ral, the newspaper’s editors thought, than to 
send the youngest staff member, fresh out of 
graduate school, to interview the theatrical 
wunderkind, also fresh out of grad school? 
This was, after all, 1971, and you still 
couldn’t trust anybody over 30. A young writ- 
er was exactly the person to explicate this 
sweet little gospel narrative turned musical. 
You see, the Flower Children had discovered 
Jesus. Whether or not they accepted his divin- 
ity, they embraced his message of love, peace, 
tolerance, simplicity, and community. And 
Tebelak was the embodiment of Flower 
Power. A gentle bear of a man, he had the 
requisite long hair and beard and wore denim 
overalls with yellow duckies embroidered on 
the bib. He also read such hippie-approved 
texts as Feast of Fools, by Harvey Cox of the 
Harvard Divinity School. It was Feast of Fools 
that gave Tebelak the inspiration for his mas- 
ter’s thesis, the show that became Godspell. 
Much has changed over the three decades 
since Godspell first encouraged its audiences 
to “Prepare Ye the Way of the Lord.” Based 
on the Gospel of St. Matthew, the unlikely 
show became a Broadway hit, then a success- 
ful movie, and ultimately a staple of amateur 
theater. Several of the songs became pop 
standards. Songwriter and lyricist Steven

Schwartz went on to collaborate with Leonard 
Bernstein on an overblown Mass and to write 
several other musicals as well as Disney films. 
Tebelak died of a heart attack at age 36, but 
not before enjoying the fruits of his success, 
including diamonds that he sewed on his 
overalls. The Flower Children grew up and (in 
many cases) became Republicans. And God- 
spell, which always riled fundamentalist Chris- 
tians, is now the subject of a venomous Web 
page sponsored by Dial-the-Truth Ministries 
that excoriates the show because there are “no 
nails, no spear in the side, no Resurrection, 
and no ‘Precious Blood of Christ.’” 

Like the culture, the show Godspell has 
changed. The millennial version now at the 
Shubert is under the direction of Scott 
Schwartz, son of the lyricist and songwriter. 
Together, father and son have presided over 
a major updating of the lyrics, book, musical 
arrangements, and production values. In the 
process, the show has lost its endearing sim- 
plicity by exploiting the wired technology 
and gadgetry it professes to criticize for its 
atomizing effect on human society. Not only

is the show replete with high-tech gimmick- 
ry (green screens, video cameras capturing 
and replaying the stage action on hundreds 


of TV monitors), but its pacing has similarly 


been affected. Everything goes by ina 


nanosecond with hardly enough time for the 


words — much less the wisdom — of the 
gospel parables to penetrate. 

In Scott Pask’s scenic design, we have left 
the ’70s Theater of Poverty behind and en- 
tered the glittering world of the present. The 
abandoned-urban-playground set has given 
way to a backdrop of discatded television 
monitors that flash colors, collages of text, 
and video footage as required. The TVs even 
serve as a scaffold from which the crucified 
Jesus is wired with electrical cable. The open- 

ing Tower of Babble scene, in which 
competing philosophies are ex- 
pounded and deconstructed, takes 
place as Web pages are projected on 
screens at warp speed. The parables 
of the Woman Taken in Adultery 
and the Unjust Master are played 
out as episodes on The Jerry Springer 
Show. The Good Samaritan’s tale 
becomes an episode of Cops. 

Throughout, the dialogue has 
been spiced up with contemporary 
references that are sometimes 
funny, sometimes labored. So we 
get lines like “I'd like to use my life- 
line, please,” or “I did not have rela- 
tions with that woman,” or “I vote 
you off but Jesus has immunity,” or 
“I want a recount.” 

What saves the production is the 
likable cast and the songs that, how- 
ever tarted up in electronically en- 
hanced arrangements, remain ap- 
pealing. Joseph J. Carney, as Jesus, 


will probably annoy fundamentalists © 


because he doesn’t resemble the passive, 
physically fragile Christ figures of pietist por- 
traits. By contrast, he looks like a model off 
an Abercrombie & Fitch shopping bag, with 
his blond mushroom haircut, blue eyes, and 
jacked physique. To this viewer, he seemed a 
little bland, but youthful members of the au- 
dience probably thought he was “fine.” The 
rest of the cast is a rainbow coalition of eth- 
nic, national, and physical types. Michael 
Yuen is an Asian John the Baptist/Judas with 
blue hair and an appropriately rebellious atti- 
tude.

Dave Egan, 1961 - 2000 


Dave Egan, who died on December 6 at the age of 38 
after a 10-month battle with soft-tissue sarcoma, was not 
what you'd call a high-profile figure on the Boston music 
scene. A guitarist from Syracuse, New York; he worked in 
the music-distribution business on Long Island and in 
London before he moved to Boston in 1991. He got a job at 
Planet Records in Kenmore Square (where he met his wife, 
Julia Blocker) and played in bands including the mid-’90s 
Boston India-rock band Sumac, the experimental keyboard 
group Frost Giant, and the cocktail-rock band Penguin. If 
you didn’t know Dave from the bands and clubs, maybe you 
knew him from Planet — tall, blond, bespectacled, with a 
soft voice and an easy sense of humor. He was a manager in 
the Kenmore Square store until it burned down in 1998, 
and then worked at the newer store in Harvard Square. 
Dave was a music junkie and a regular at Tower Records on 
Monday nights, where he waited for the latest releases to go 


on sale at midnight.

“He had an unending thirst for music. He was incredibly 


well versed, read everything including the European 
magazines,” Planet owner John Damroth recently recalled, 
“and he was a major talent in that he could retain all that — 


stuff that I’ve long since forgotten.” 


In Syracuse, Dave had played with a Joy Division cover 
band called Ian’s Kitchen, among other groups. Tom 
Valicenti, who knew Dave in Syracuse, then worked with 
him at Planet and played with him in Sumac, describes him 
as a talented musician. “Dave was the most naturally gifted 
guitar player that I’ve ever played with, but very self- 
effacing about his abilities,” he says. “He also had a 
beautiful singing voice, but that’s something he was also 


very humble about.” 


When he lived in New York, Dave worked at another 
record store, the Desert Shore. It was “the best record store 
on campus,” says Valenti. “All the musicians knew him. He 
got me into a lot of interesting stuff. He convinced me to 
buy a Wire album in 1987 — I'd never really heard them 
before and it was really mind-blowing. He literally loved

Veterans of the battle over former House Spéaker Newt 
Gingrich’s $4.5 million 1994 book advance are crying 
hypocrisy over the $8 million deal just signed by Senator- 
elect Hillary Rodham Clinton.

Shields and other Clinton critics 
have a point: if it was sleazy for 
Gingrich to take millions from a 
politically connected publisher with 
legislative and regulatory business before Congress 
(Rupert Murdoch), then it’s sleazy for Clinton to do the 
same. (Her publisher, Simon & Schuster, is owned by the 
Viacom media conglomerate, headed by Sumner 
Redstone.) Gingrich had to give it back; so should Clinton. 

The real missing link, though, is not Hillary Clinton’s 
hypocrisy but that of Gingrich’s defenders. The main 
reason Democrats were so outraged by Gingrich’s good

Ho ho ho 


This Friday, the Coastal Rainforest Coalition 
(CRC) — an environmental group known for taking 
on US companies with nasty habits — will give its 
version of holiday cheer to Staples, Inc. 

On December 22, Santa and his merry elves 
(okay, disguised environmentalists) will pull their 
sleigh into the parking lot of the originat Staples at 
1660 Soldiers Field Road. There, they will give the 
employees something they probably never received 
before: a case of “tree-free” office paper, all tied up 
in a bow. 

The event is the latest in a new CRC crusade 
against Staples geared toward curbing the paper 
industry’s contribution to deforestation. Members are 
pushing the Framingham-based corporation — the 
largest office superstore in the world — to stop 
selling paper products made from old-growth forests. 
Instead, they want Staples to sell paper produced 
from recycled or alternative materials, such as 
cotton. 

“Forest destruction isn't necessary,’ says Matt 
Borus, a CRC organizer heading the Boston effort. “It

may be established business practice, but it’s also 
very short-sighted.” 

Though the Staples campaign debuted November 
15, it had been brewing for months. Inspiration came 
last year, when the hardware giant Home Depot 
bowed to pressure from four years of CRC lobbying 
and agreed to stop selling old-growth wood. The 
company now buys lumber logged from sustainable 
forests. Activists find the ripple effect encouraging: 
smaller hardware stores are phasing out old-growth 
wood as well. 

The CRC hasn't repeated its success — yet. But 
after staging demonstrations at 70 Staples locations, 


‘ including corporate headquarters, activists elicited a 


company response. Staples let activists know that it 
plans to draft a formal paper-purchasing policy that 
will give preference to suppliers who don't use old- 

growth wood. 

That response hasn't mollified CRC. Says Borus, 
“It’s a first step, but we're calling for a policy that 
would eliminate [such] suppliers altogether.”

IN MEMORIAM 


Arthur Lambert, 
1963 - 2000 


An old political adage states that if you want to assess politicians, 
you should take the measure of their staffs. Well, two influential Bay 
State politicians — Secretary of Environmental Affairs Robert 
Durand and Senate President Thomas Birmingham — benefited 
from the contributions of the same man: long-time Beacon Hill aide 
Arthur Lambert, who died last week at the age of 37. 

This week’s dailies reported Lambert’s death in a car accident 
during his return from Birmingham’s holiday party at the State 
House on the night of Friday, December 15. The story the dailies 
didn’t tell was of the grueling, sometimes monotonous — but 
important — work the legislative staffer did. 

Lambert, a graduate of Assumption College, was hired in 1988 by 
Robert Durand, an up-and-coming state representative from 
Marlborough. By 1990, Lambert had become Durand’s chief aide 
and chief of his office staff. He grew in knowledge and expertise as 
Durand —who replaced Paul Cellucci as the senator for the 
Middlesex and Worcester district — advanced. As Durand 
developed a higher profile in the Senate and took the lead on key 
environmental issues, Lambert nailed down the details, kept abreast 
of constituent services, and défended Durand from electoral 
challenges. 

When Durand got called up by Governor Cellucci to head the 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, Lambert was forced to 
make a decision: move with Durand or strike out on his own. He 
opted to take-the risk and jump from staffer to candidate. He had, 
after all, maintained his hometown ties — serving on the 
Marlborough Democratic City Committee and coaching basketball. 
The special election in 1999 was a tough race, and his toughest 
opponent was Representative Pamela Resor of Acton. 

Resor remembers a hard-fought but clean race in which Lambert 
was the opponent she feared the most. As a former staffer to a state 
senator, he had ties in all 12 communities in the district. But Resor, 
the race’s only woman, narrowly edged him out in the primary. “He 
called up and conceded and the next day we had a unity gathering of 
all the candidates,” she recalls. 

After the election, Lambert struggled with what to do next. 
Eventually he decided to go back to what he knew best — legislative 
work. Birmingham’s energetic and ambitious office snapped him up. 
There his work was varied, including such diverse areas of 
responsibility as constituent services and historic preservation. 

But one thing is clear: Lambert’s ties to and deep knowledge of 
central Massachusetts — and his familiarity with the 17 community 
newspapers in Durand’s former district — made him invaluable. 
While nobody’s broadcasting it, it’s obvious that Lambert would 
have played an important role in Birmingham’s campaign for 
governor in 2002. 

Now that won’t happen. But his life serves as a reminder to the 
wife and baby daughter he left behind — and to the rest of us — 
that it is possible to serve with honor in the world of politics.

Big dig follies 


The Boston City Council held a hearing on Monday, 
grilling city and state officials on plans for the 27 acres 
of land that will be opened up downtown when the Big 
Dig is finished in 2004. But though the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society gave an extended presentation 
about its proposed six-story “Garden Under Glass,” the 
councilors’ minds seemed to be on neither plants nor 
flowers, but rather on Bush, as in the president-elect. 

Massachusetts Turnpike Authority chairman Andrew 
Natsios, who manages the Big Dig, announced just a 
few hours after the hearing that he plans to step down 
from the post early next year, and the weight of the 
impending announcement was in the air. Councilor 
Maureen Feeney of Dorchester, chair of the Committee 
on City and Neighborhood Services (which co- 
sponsored the hearing with the Committee on State 
and Federal Relations), complimented Natsios on 
keeping the city council informed about Big Dig 
developments, saying the process “has been done 
right.” But councilors were concerned about what could 
happen if Natsios — a friend of new White House chief 
of staff Andrew Card, and a likely Bush appointee — 
leaves his post. Councilor Michael Flaherty pointedly 
asked James Rooney, the chief of staff for Mayor Tom 
Menino, “If Chairman Natsios were to move on, are 
there mechanisms in place to ensure the continuity of 
that relationship? Something may break down, so is 
the city in‘a position to overcome that?” 

Indeed, the politics of developing the depressed 
Central Artery will get progressively trickier as the plan

W. has company 


George W. Bush enters office under an ominous cloud: 
nationally, he lost the popular vote by more than 300,000 
ballots, and he won Florida — and thus the presidency — 
only through a combination of legal maneuvers and the 
disenfranchisement of hundreds, if not thousands, of 
black voters. But he’s hardly the first modern president to 
get off to a rocky start. 

* Richard Nixon. By the time of the Trickster's 
smashing 1972 election triumph, the Watergate mess 
was already beginning to spread. In less than two years, 
the scandal had grown from what Nixon had called a 
“third-rate burglary” into the only presidential resignation 
in history. 

¢ Gerald Ford. Dick Cheney’s first White House boss 
got off to a heartening start by proclaiming, “Our long 
national nightmare is over.” But soon thereafter he 
pardoned Nixon, enraging millions of Americans who 
wanted the former president called to account. Ford’s 
long personal nightmare ended in defeat. 

¢ Jimmy Carter. The exception, and proof that a good 
start isn’t everything. The peanut farmer from Georgia 
won the public over by walking at his inauguration and 
hosting freewheeling.town meetings. Yet Carter was an 
intelligent but ineffective leader who was laid low by 
economic and foreign-policy disasters, culminating in the 
lranian hostage crisis of 1979-’80.

Fade out 


| was a Johnny-come-lately to the fabulous faux- 
celluloid world of the Coolidge Corner Videosmith. Sad to 
say, | discovered it only four months ago, when | set out 
with grim determination to find an alternative to my local 
video store, a Blockbuster. Earlier that day, | had visited 
the aptly named conglomerate with an overpowering urge 
to rent a Mae West video — any one would do — and 
also to pick up Warren Beatty’s acclaimed 1975 satire, 
Shampoo. No dice: Blockbuster had just weeded out its 
already thin inventory to make space for an onslaught of 
DVDs, duplicating titles of recently released videos 
already in stock. But | was in luck. A sympathetic clerk 
directed me to Videosmith, two miles away — a 
cornucopia overflowing with classics, cult obscurities, and 
foreign films, in addition to the usual recent fare. It even 
had an entire section devoted to ALFRED HITCHCOCK, 
posted with the same type of category sign as ACTION and 
comeby. Phew! All was not lost! Little did any of us know 
then that its days were numbered. 

The Coolidge Corner Videosmith is closing its doors on 
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MAKE WAY for the DVDs. 
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becomes a reality. Natsios said he thought the state 
legislature would probably draft a bill “in the next few 
months” to lay out a plan for overseeing and 
maintaining the land (including open space, privately 
developed parcels, and civic projects like the 
Horticultural Society's building) and that it would 
probably pass by 2002. Maureen Feeney instructed 
Rooney, “My concern is the details. ... | would caution 
you as you move forward with this legislation to 
establish every minute detail.” 

In addition to raising the subject of Natsios’s 
departure, councilors expressed other fears. “I worry 
about the economy going down,” Councilor Mickey 
Roache said at the hearing. “If that were to happen, I'd 
worry about the open space. Developers might say, 
‘Should we turn the 75 percent open space into 25 
percent?’” (Rooney responded by noting that it would 
be extremely difficult to enact such a change, given 
that the ratio of open space to developed space has 
been written into law.) But in spite of the uncertainty 
over the economy and Natsios’s departure, councilors 
seemed to recognize that their loss might also be a 
gain for the city. In a Beltway climate where irate 
Republicans including former presidential contender 
Senator John McCain (R-Arizona) have gone 
apoplectic about Big Dig overruns, a friendly face 
would be reassuring. “I’m very glad,” said Roache to 
Natsios, “the chief of staff in Washington is working 
closely with you.”

And it stood out in one more respect: it paid the 
highest rent of all, although the rent hadn't 
increased in two years, according to the building 
owner.

Let’s hope 
that whoever moves into its old space will anchor 
the neighborhood with as much passion and 
business savvy as its independent owners once 
did.

DEMOCRATS, continued from cover 
calamities during the next four years, the 
Republicans are going to have a tough time 
holding the White House in 2004. 

Think of the Bush administration as a safe- 
ty valve, which will release much of the anger 
toward Bill Clinton that’s been building for 
the past eight years. Americans don’t like ei- 
ther party to govern for too long, so Bush’s 
legal victory will at least reassure the public 
that the Democrats haven’t become en- 
trenched in power. In the last century, when 
one party captured the White House, it usual- 
ly won a second term, but it became weaker 
with each succeeding election (for example, 
Bush’s father lost six percentage points from 
Reagan’s 1984 landslide). So I doubt that a 
President Gore would have been re-elected in 
2004, especially without winning a majority 
of the vote in the first place. As for Bush, he 
faces a couple of disadvantages in running for 
a second term. There’s the fact that he lost 
the popular vote, of course, and he may well 
have lost the state that gave him an Electoral 
College victory. Just as important, his associa- 
tion with Dick Cheney, James Baker, Colin 
Powell, and other Republican retreads makes 
it appear that he’s really attempting to restore 
the GOP regime of 1980-’92, which included 
his father’s administration (see “The Little 
Referee, page 13). The younger Bush may be 
inexperienced, but the idea that he’s a fresh 
face who needs a full eight years to find his 
way around Washington is laughable. 


HAD three major fears about a Bush pres- 

idency, and two of them were eased by the 
fallout from the election. First, | worried that 
he would sign htge tax cuts that would bring 
us back to the federal deficits of the Reagan- 
Bush era, thus giving Republicans a cover 
story for cutting government programs that 
are too popular to touch otherwise. But with 
the Senate deadlocked at 50-50, and the bal- 
ance of power resting with Republican sena- 
tors from Northern states carried by Gore, I 
think that caution will prevail and any pro- 
posed tax cuts will be scrutinized for their 
long-term effects on the budget. 

Second, | worried about Bush’s possible 
appointments to the Supreme Court. On 
that score, the court’s five-to-four decision 
essentially handing Bush the presidency is a 
lucky break. It means that the Senate will 
not give him the benefit of the doubt if he 
tries to appoint another ideologue such as 
Scalia or Clarence Thomas. In the past, sen- 
ators were reluctant to 
vote against a Supreme 
Court nominee unless 
they could point to some 
kind of scandal or per- 
sonal failing (such as a 
lack of “judicial temper- 
ament”). Now 
Democrats, and perhaps 
some moderate Republi- 
cans, can point to Bush 
v. Gore as a reason to 
block any appointee who 
would tilt the Court 
even further to the right. 

My third concern was 
the environment, given 
that Bush’s record on this issue in Texas is 
poor, and that both he and Cheney are fi- 
nancially obligated to the oil industry. 
Here, again, I’m hoping that moderate Re- 
publicans in Congress will minimize the 
damage, but in this case Southern 
Democrats could side with Bush. 

With respect to the religious right, I don’t 
think that Bush has the votes in Congress, or 
the personal inclination, to deliver much 
more than a ban on partial-birth abortions. 
When it comes to civil-liberties issues, includ- 
ing some of the more draconian aspects of 
the drug war, Bush is no profile in courage, 
but the Clinton administration wasn’t so hot 
either, and there was no reason to believe that 
Gore would be an improvement. 

In his belated victory speech, Bush listed 


five specific policy goals, and they hardly rep- 
resent a major shift to the right. His call for 
“broad, fair, and fiscally responsible tax re- 
lief,” as noted above, will not necessarily 
translate into sweeping tax cuts for the 
wealthy, thanks to the Democratic gains in 
Congress. “A military equal to every chal- 
lenge, and superior to every adversary”? Go 
to it, George. We can cut back any boondog- 
gle projects later, if need be. As for working 
“to make all our public schools excellent,” | 
have no objection. This is the one issue on 
which Bush has always sounded sin- 
cere, and it’s not such a bad thing if = 
it’s tackled by a president who 
doesn’t depend on support from 
teachers’ unions. “Save Social 
Security” and “strengthen Medi- 
care”? Great. These two entitle- 
ment programs disproportionately 
benefit the middle class rather than 
the poor, so no Republican 
president is going to destroy 
them. If anything, Bush 
has more credibility than 
Gore did when it comes 
to reform, since it’s al- 
ways tough for the 
Democrats to resist 
demagoguery in pursuit 
of the senior vote. 
(“Medi-scare,” as Bush 
called it.) And Gore’s at- 
tempts to outbid Bush in 
expanding Medicare cov- 
erage for prescription 
drugs weren't the finest 
moments of his cam- 
paign. 

There’s no good polit- 
ical reason to fight Bush 
on these goals. If there’s 
no progréss on any of 
these issues, voters are 
going to blame Congress 
as much as they blame the R 
president, and neither side i 
will win. If Bush is successful % 
on any of them, the results will 
be fairly subtle. They’re more about averting 
problems than about changing people’s daily 
lives — unlike, say, the federal highway pro- 
gram, or even Clinton’s welfare reform — so 
they’re not going to give Bush a free ride to 
re-election. If the government stops mailing 
Social Security checks for a few months, and 
then Bush helps to fix the program, people

may express their thanks on Election Day. 
Otherwise, any breakthrough on Social Secu- 
rity is going to be forgotten as quickly as the 
Gulf War was during the first Bush adminis- 
tration. 


VEN IF voters aren’t inclined to give 

Bush another term in 2004, the 
Democrats will need their own set of issues 
to win the next election. At the top of the list, 
and conspicuously absent from Bush’s intro- 
ductory speech, is health care for all (and not 
just seniors). The Republicans evidently feel 
that the failure of Hillary Clinton’s health- 
care plan has settled this issue once and for 
all, a view encouraged by their allies in the 
insurance and pharmaceutical industries. But 
it’s still a disgrace that the United States is

the only major industrial nation without uni- 
versal health care, and the Democrats are 
morally obliged to work toward a solution. 

Almost as important, a range of environ- 
mental issues are beginning to seep into the 
public consciousness, including global 
warming, urban sprawl, and efficiency in 
transportation. These were tailor-made for 
Gore, but the public wasn’t yet familiar with 
them, and they were never really introduced 
into the campaign. Wait for a big enough 
hole in the ozone layer, and for more peo-

\ dential election. 

There are also several social

How do we re-

on the right to self-defense? What is the best 
way to ensure racial diversity in employment 
and higher education without resorting to di- 
visive quota systems? How do we protect the 
rights of gay men and lesbians without falling 
back on hate-speech codes and other forms 
of political correctness? Is it possible to curb 
the excesses of the drug war without risking 
a return of the late-’80s crack epidemic? 
Progressives overwhelmingly voted for Gore 
because they felt his heart was in the right 
_place on most of these issues, but they didn’t 
really know what he would do about them. 
Now that Democrats are out of power, 
they'll have the opportunity to sort some of 
these questions out and come back with a 
clearer message in 2004. 

Then there is the biggest issue of all, which 
wasn’t on anybody’s radar screen before 
November 7: uniform voting procedures. 
Unlike campaign-finance reform, which has 
always seemed arcane, this is something that 
everyone can understand. Most people agree 
that it’s common sense for everyone to vote 
for president in the same way, and for all the 
ballots to be counted in the same way. The 
federal government can’t force all states and 
counties to use the same presidential ballot, 
but Congress can appropriate funds so that 
every county has access to the latest and 
most accurate voting equipment. The prime 
beneficiary would be poorer, more urban 
communities, and that would help the 
Democrats. If Bush or the Republicans in 
Congress block such a proposal, they’ll sim- 
ply be handing the opposition a killer issue to 
use against them in the next election. 

The Electoral College is another no-win 
issue for Bush. He’ll probably defend the sys- 
tem because it put him in office, but the pub- 


lic is likely to prefer electing presidents by 
popular vote. In the past, neither party has 
shown much interest in scrapping the Col- 
lege, and as late as two months ago, the con- 
ventional wisdom was that the status quo fa- 
vored Democratic candidates, who quietly 
followed a strategy of winning large industri- 
al states by paper-thin margins and thus can- 
celing out wider Republican margins in the 
South and West. As it turned out, Gore won 
large states such as California (54-41), New 
York (60-35), and Illinois (55-43) by sur- 
prisingly comfortable margins, thanks to his 
party’s increasing strength in major cities. 
Instead, it was Bush who worked the Elec- 
toral College to his advantage by narrowly 
winning small states such as Nevada (50-46) 
and New Hampshire (48-47). (A Gore win 
in either state would have made Florida irrel- 
evant.) The patterns in this year’s election 
suggest that the Democrats could widen their 
margin in the popular vote next time by 
pumping up turnout in Los Angeles, Chica- 
go, etc., but such efforts could mean nothing 
if the Electoral College is still in place. 

The obstacles to abolishing the Electoral 
College are imposing, if not insurmountable, 
given that it requires a constitutional amend- 
ment. Certainly, legislators in smaller states 
may feel that they have more clout under the 
current rules. (Though it’s hard to see how 

Rhode Island comes out ahead. Its

But 
being small and being allied 
with the wrong party 
means that the 
HI" Ocean State will be a 
double loser under 
Bush.) Even so, the 
issue will be highly use- 
ful to the Democrats. At 
the very least, it will be 
harder for the GOP to 
argue for controversial 
amendments involving school 
prayer, flag-burning, English as an 
official language, and limits on 
Congress’s ability to raise taxes while they’re 
blocking a proposal to count all votes for 
president. 

Almost all the various proposals for elec- 
tion reform would have the effect of increas- 
ing voter participation, which generally fa- 
vors the Democrats. So why haven’t they 
called for reform before now? One reason is 
that few Democratic members of Congress 
have a vested interest in boosting turnout. All 
incumbents won their seats under the current 
system, and new voters represent a threat to 
their security. Democrats in districts that are 
drawn to favor their party (which means 
about 90 percent of the Democratic Caucus) 
may not be worried about Republican oppo- 
nents, but they don’t want to make things 
easier for third-party candidates or primary- 
election challengers. So progressive activists 
are going to have to lobby Democrats in 
Congress as hard as they lobby moderate Re- 
publicans in order to pass election reform. 
One factor that may help is the Democratic 
Party’s inability to take back the House of 
Representatives after six years of Republican 
rule. Even veteran Democrats in the House 
may change their minds about a system that 
makes it nearly impossible to knock off in- 
cumbents, now that it’s repeatedly kept the 
GOP in power by only a few seats. 

On paper, Election 2000 was a clean 
sweep. The Republicans won the White 
House and both houses of Congress (count- 
ing Dick Cheney’s tie-breaking vote in the 
Senate). But they don’t seem exactly jubilant. 
And even without dipping into the eggnog, |

AIT UNTIL GEORGE W. Bush 
tries to unite a divided party, 
Congress, and nation. It’ll make 
getting elected look easy. 

Sure, the president-elect is putting a 
bang-up team in place to help him. He 
persuaded Colin Powell, the former chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs, to sign on as sec- 
retary of state — something President Bill 
Clinton couldn’t do. He’s got Condoleezza 
Rice, a protégée of Brent Scowcroft (and 
another African-American), on board as 
his nominee for national security adviser. 
And Vice-President Dick Cheney hovers 
above it all exuding confidence and com- 





petence. 

But selecting these people was the easy 
part. As Bush enters his second week as 
president-elect, he confronts a party divid- 
ed over who should get key administration 
positions. The neo-conservatives who live 
and breathe foreign policy are irate that 
their favorite candidates — former Rea- 
gan-administration hawks Richard Perle 
and Paul Wolfowitz — seem to have been 
tossed aside. Social conservatives feel 


snubbed; when Bush addressed the Chris-

many serious issues. To date, we’ve heard 
nothing more from him than poll-driven 
talking points. 

“Everywhere George Bush turns there’s a 
minefield he has to navigate that could blow 
up in his face,” says Democratic strategist 
Mary Anne Marsh.

Calm before the storm 

Right now it’s smooth sailing for Bush. 
Give him credit: without question, his ap- 
pointment of two powerful African-Ameri- 
cans to high office signals symbolic 
progress for America. He also named for- 
mer Bush-administration staffer and secre- 
tary of transportation Andrew Card (a for- 
mer state representative from Holbrook) 
as his chief of staff. As a former General 
Motors employee and auto-industry lobby- 
ist, Card cuts a very corporate figure. But 
Card — like Powell and Rice — has a rep- 
utation for professionalism that should 
serve the Bush White House well. 

But consider how Bush solved the first 
personnel conundrums of his administra- 
tion. Although everyone is enthusiastic

where both Cheney and Powell were physi- 
cally positioned to appear deferential to 
him. Cheney, in particular, was posed to 
stand off to the side in a way that indicated 
his subservience to Bush.) But this means 
that Bush himself will have to sort out dif- 
ferences between those directly below him. 
The stakes ate much higher now than they 
ever were in Texas — and he won't be able 
to solve the problems with a photo op. 
Already, Bush is struggling to manage 
the relationship between Cheney and Pow- 
ell, who were at odds during his father’s 
presidency. Many of the same people who 
favored Cheney for vice-president opposed 
the choice of Powell for secretary of state. 
While many conservatives approve of Ch- 
eney’s role during the Gulf War, they look 
more skeptically on Powell’s now-well-doc- 
umented caution. Back in July, Robert 
Kagan — a senior associate at the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace and an 
ally of William Kristol, founder of the 
Weekly Standard — wrote an op-ed piece 
in the Washington Post expressing doubt 
that Powell would make a strong secretary 
of state. Kagan focused on the former gen- 


opposed the Strategic Defense Initiative and 
most other new weapons systems. He never 
was a member of the House Armed Services 
Committee,” Novak wrote. The Weekly 
Standard and the National Review followed 
with anti-Ridge editorials. During the week- 
end, Gary Bauer took the campaign against 
Ridge one step further by calling him a 
“peacenik-type of congressman during the 
Reagan years,” according to the National 
Review online. 

By Tuesday, Republicans were putting 
out the cover story that Ridge had taken 
himself out of contention for the Defense 
Department weeks ago. That could be the 
case, but it seems more like a face-saving 
gesture for Powell, his ally. In either case, 
the Ridge affair bodes ill for Bush. 


Clashing conservatives 
Whereas the moderate Ridge appeared 
to have won Powell’s support, Cheney — 
himself a former defense secretary — 
backed Paul Wolfowitz, a protégé of his 
from the first Bush presidency. A staunch 
supporter of the missile-defense system 
dubbed Star Wars, Wolfowitz is the candi-

tian Coalition during the campaign, he did 
so in a taped address. Moreover, 
Democrats, many of whom consider Bush 
an illegitimate president, are hanging back 
and waiting to strike. Expect to see some 
Borking in the Senate if Bush tries to push 
through the nomination of someone like 
Marvin Olasky, the founder of compas- 
sionate conservatism. 

Ultimately, it will be up to Bush, and 
Bush alone, to deal with these challenges. 
During the presidential campaign, after 
Bush’s embarrassing failure of the now- 
infamous WHDH pop quiz on world 
leaders, his team felt it important to 
demonstrate that Bush would be qualified 
to handle complicated international prob- 
lems — so his defenders repeatedly 
stressed the number of highly competent 
advisers surrounding the candidate. But 
the transition phase shows the limits of 
what advisers can do for anyone. The 
New York Times reported Monday that 
Cheney and Powell were already clashing 
over who should be secretary of defense. 
Both subsequently denied any such dis- 
agreement. (If you believe that, well, 
there’s a bridge in New York ...) Repub- 
lican partisans are lining up behind either 
Cheney or Powell. What this means is 
that Bush the lightweight will have to ref- 
eree between two heavyweights. If Bush 
chooses wrong, he can expect trouble. 
Unlike Reagan, a former movie actor 
turned politician who also was initially 
perceived as a lightweight, Bush has yet 
to indicate what he really believes about 


about Card, he won’t be at the top of the 
West Wing, period.

As soon as Ridge’s name emerged as a 
serious candidate to go to the Pentagon, the 
conservative attack machine went into ac- 
tion. Syndicated columnist Robert Novak 
launched the first volley at Ridge in his 
usual Sunday items column on December 
10. “While a member of Congress, Ridge 


date of both the right in general and the 
neo-conservatives in particular. He is the 
only one in the Bush orbit whose nomina- 
tion would convince Weekly Standard 
founder Kristol — and his National 
Greatness school of followers — that 
Bush will follow a “neo-Reaganite foreign 
policy.” 

By now, Richard Perle seems to have 
dropped out of the picture completely, and 
the Bushies — aside from Cheney — are 
trying to get Wolfowitz to accept the direc- 
torship of the Central Intelligence Agency 
or a secondary position at th® Department 
of Defense. The position of director of 
central intelligence — or DCI, as the post 
is called in Washington parlance — is seen 
as a bit of an-exile. The White House visits 
of Clinton’s DCI, R. James Woolsey, were 
so infrequent that when a plane landed on 
the White House lawn in 1994, Washing- 
ton hands quipped that it was Woolsey try- 
ing to get a meeting with the president. At 
least a subcabinet position at the Pentagon 
would give Wolfowitz a foothold. Then, if 
Ridge or some other Defense Department 
head moved on, Wolfowitz might move in. 
But this is a far cry from the claims of 
Bush supporters early in the campaign that 
Perle and Wolfowitz were influential advis- 
ers and might get important jobs in the ad- 
ministration. - 

As of this writing, it is unclear whom 
Bush will select for secretary of defense. 
On December 19, however, the Washing- 
ton Post reported that Bush was leaning to- 
ward naming former Indiana senator Dan 
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Coats. Coats himself, however, has not es- 
caped criticism. The Center for the Study 
of Sexual Minorities in the Military is cir- 
culating the anti-gay-rights record that 
Coats compiled in the Senate. Unlike Pow- 
ell, who in his capacity as chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs was forced to address the issue 
of gays in the military, Coats was an active 
gay-rights opponent: he voted against a bill 
protecting gays and lesbians from discrimi- 
nation, and also against a hate-crimes- 
tracking bill. So by solving one conflict — 
that between foreign-policy hawks and 
doves — Coats’s selection would create an- 
other. Wolfowitz, incidentally, is known as 
a former hard-nosed anti-Soviet hawk and 
a Cheney protégé who, like his mentor, has 
no anti-gay baggage. 

Even though picking Wolfowitz would 
seem like the rational choice under these 
circumstances, some in the GOP are circu- 
lating an explanation as to why Bush 
won't: given the fact that Cheney’s health 
may not hold out, the Republicans need to 
groom somebody to take his place. That 
person may be Ridge. Bush, who clicks 
with Ridge, is desperate to credential the 
Pennsylvania governor so he can step in 
for Cheney as vice-president in 2004 — or 
before. Cheney has suffered a number of 
heart attacks; the most recent took place 
right before Thanksgiving. If he were to 
die in office, the 25th Amendment to the 
Constitution would kick in — just as it did 
after Spiro Agnew resigned in 1973 — 
and Bush would have to nominate a new 
vice-president, who would then require 
confirmation by the House and Senate. 
But of course, picking Ridge would alien- 
ate Cheney, both because the VP-elect 
backs Wolfowitz and because he can’t rel- 
ish the thought of Bush planning for the 
event of his untimely demise. 


More flack from 
the right — and left 


Quieter criticism is circulating regard- 
ing Rice’s nomination as national security 
adviser. Many in Washington’s conserva- 























tive foreign-policy circles blame her and

phlet explaining “why Jerusalem must not 
be relinquished” and would not welcome a 
high-profile role for Djerian.

the president-elect, Rice’s numerous posi- 


tives — her expertise, her charisma, her 
background — outweigh such negatives. 
Where Rice won’t have influence, howev- 
er, is in trying to get her own people into 
the administration. There is little chance, 
for example, that Middle East specialist 
Richard Haass, a former colleague of 
Rice’s on the National Security Council, 
will take a prominent role in the adminis- 
tration. Instead, Ed Djerian — another 
Middle East expert who is well regarded 
by Rice and former secretary of state 
James Baker — is emerging as the new 
foreign-policy guru. 

But picking Djerian — a former ambas- 
sador to Syria and a member of the classic 
State Department school favoring close 
ties to Arab states — as a special Middle 
East coordinator could cause Bush some 
trouble in Congress, where some repre- 
sentatives from the Christian religious 
right, such as Senator Sam Brownback of 
Kansas and Representative Matt Salmon 
of Arizona, are staunchly pro-Israel. Rev- 
erend Pat Robertson of the Christian 
Coalition, meanwhile, is pushing a pam- 
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Even if he chooses the latter course, 
such symbolism may not satisfy conserva- 
tives clamoring for the influence they’ve 
lacked for years. Majority Leader Richard 
Armey and Republican whip Tom DeLay 
— both of Texas — will try to bully Bush 
into taking a more conservative stance do- 
mestically. They are demanding a pro-life 
secretary of health and human services, a 
solid attorney general — “strong enough 
to fumigate the place” — and a secretary 
of labor “strong enough to tussle with the 
AFL-CIO,” according to one influential 
Washington conservative. Writes Jonathan 
Last of the Weekly Standard: “In some 
sectors of the GOP, there is a feeling that 
conservatives have delivered for President- 
Elect George W. Bush, and now he must 
deliver for them.” 

Yet the more Bush lurches to the right 
to appease the conservatives, the more he 
runs the risk of damaging Bork-like con- 
firmation battles with the Democrats. Any 
potential Bush foray into one of the 
Democratic strongholds — for example, 
an attempt to install a pro-life zealot at 
Health and Human Services or a union- 
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buster at the Department of Labor — 
could spark a conflagration. But, say 
Democrats, they’ll have to choose their 
battles carefully. 

A test for the Democrats will be a posi- 
tion such as secretary of education, where 
Bush might want to place Tommy Thomp- 
son, the governor of Wisconsin, or the Rev- 
erend Floyd Flake, a former New York 
Democratic congressman — both of 
whom advocate school vouchers. But the 
teachers’ unions — a core Democratic 
constituency — would go ballistic. Even if 
the Democrats want to avoid a fight, the 
teachers’ unions might not let them. 

Another possible fight is brewing over 
the selection of an attorney general, where 
the leading candidates appear to be a pair 
of Western governors — Marc Racicot of 
Montana and Frank Keating of Oklahoma. 
Although he’s actually somewhat moder- 
ate for a chief executive from a state 
known for its militia movement, Racicot 
drew the ire of Democratic loyalists for his 
role as a Bush hatchet man during the re- 
cent recount fight. Following a Texas 
meeting with Bush, Racicot described 
Vice-President Gore’s lawyers as having 
“gone to war against America’s service- 
men and women.” Likewise, liberals are 
suspicious of Keating — given his promi- 
nent standing as a Roman Catholic pro- 
life activist. 

The striking thing about all this is that 
for the first time, Bush must stand on his 
own. He cannot rely on his top-flight ad- 
visers because they will often disagree. 
Through the election of Bush and the 
post-election fight, Americans comforted 
themselves with the idea that at least Bush 
would have a good team in place. Given 
the mismatches in talent and energy be- 
tween Bush and some of his advisers, the 
Bush White House could be as conflict- 
riven as a Balkan mountain village. And 
there’s not much comfort in that. 6

But though the black vote was big 
enough to elect Nelson, it wasn’t quite big 
enough for Gore. Some 93 percent of black 
voters in Florida supported Gore, which 
means that only a slight increase in turnout 
would easily have overcome Bush’s lead. 
And turnout would have been higher if 
Florida officials had not erroneously la- 
beled some black voters as felons, or left 
them off the voting rolls, or saddled their 
precincts with equipment that rejected an 
unusually high proportion of ballots. 
Taken together, these developments add 
up to a major hurdle for Bush to overcome. 
As it is, he will enter office under the cloud of 
having lost the popular vote and having been 
awarded the Electoral College not through 
the will of Florida’s voters, but by a five-to- 
four margin of the Supreme Court. And it 
seems likely that the most visible, lingering 
symbol of his barely legitimate victory will be 
Florida’s black voters, who tried to elect Gore 
but were prevented from doing so. Bush will 
hardly be the first modern president to enter 
office a diminished figure (see “W. Has 
Company,” This Just In, page 7), but that 
makes his task no less difficult. 
Unsurprisingly, Bush’s supporters have 
chosen to sneer at the messengers of these 
unglad tidings and ignore the message. 
When the Reverend Jesse Jackson com- 
pared what had happened in Florida to the 
violent attacks on civil-rights demonstrators 
in Selma 35 years ago, he was denounced 
as a rabble-rouser. “Jesse Jackson will say 
anything to inflame passions,” proclaimed 
the editorial page of the Wall Street Journal. 
“Inflammatory charges,” wrote black con- 
servative columnist Thomas Sowell. 
To be sure, Jackson’s metaphor was fac- 
tually inaccurate. Emotionally, however, it 
held a great deal of truth. It was only a 


divide 
generation ago that African-Americans 
marched and fought and died for the right 
to vote. Politics is largely symbolic, and for 
Black America few symbols are more po- 
tent than the franchise. What happened in 


Florida may not have been deliberate. But it 
happened. Of that there is little doubt. 





OTING PROBLEMS in the past elec- 

tion were hardly unique to Florida. On 
Monday, the Los Angeles Times weighed in 
with a wide-ranging investigative piece that 
revealed such scandals as vote-buying in 
Texas, fraudulently signed mail-in ballots in 
Oregon, and payoffs from voting-machine 
companies in Louisiana. The Wall Street 
Journal found that some African-Americans 
were prevented from voting in — of all 
places — Selma. Boston, too, had its prob- 
lems (see “Florichusetts,” News and Fea- 
tures, December 8). 

In Florida, though, just about every 
problem you can name had a negative ef- 
fect on black voters. And, of course, the 
margin between Bush and Gore was so, 
unimaginably thin that even the smallest 
problems took on outsize significance. 

David Bositis, senior political analyst with 
the Joint Center for Political and Economic 
Studies, a Washington-based think tank that 
analyzes the black electorate, speaks of 
“three inescapable facts”: that it was clear, 
before the election, that Florida would be 
pivotal; that the race was extremely close; 
and that the outcome would be determined 
by black turnout. “Given those conditions, 
do I think there were some individual deci- 
sions made where people on the other side 
wanted to discourage blacks from voting? 
Yeah,” Bositis says. 

The NAACP has interviewed hundreds of 
Florida residents who say they were harassed,

intimidated, or otherwise improperly disen- 
franchised. Both the US Department of Jus- 
tice and the federal Commission on Civil 
Rights are investigating. We may learn more 
about exactly what happened in the months 
to come, provided Bush’s Justice Department 
sees these probes through to their conclu- 
sions. For the moment, though, three big 
problems stand out: 

* False criminal records. According to a 
piece published in the Internet magazine 
Salon, an effort overseen by Katherine Harris 
to wipe the names of felons off the voting rolls 
was fraught with mistakes. (Florida, like 
many states, does not allow most felons to 
vote, even after their sentences have been 
completed.) Early this year, the private com- 
pany Harris hired to do the work — many of 
whose executives had given large campaign 
donations to Republican officials — labeled 
8000 voters as felons even though they were 
guilty of nothing worse than a misdemeanor. 
(Like George Bush and Dick Cheney, for in- 
stance.) The company, ChoicePoint, then 
sent out a corrected list. But Salon reported 
wide variations in the use Florida’s counties 
made of the information; it appeared that 
though some ignored both the original and 
the corrected lists, others made zealous use of 
the data, but may have been less than vigor- 


ing? Probably, because a greater percentage 
were first voters, and it stands to reason that 
inexperienced voters of whatever race are 
more likely to miscast their ballots.” (Let’s 
see, I want to vote for Gore. That means | 
punch out the hole for Bush, right?) Nice try. 
In fact, what the widely differing rejection 
rates really show is how ludicrous it was for 
the Supreme Court to apply equal-protection 
standards to the recount, but not to the votes 
as they were originally cast. 


HE BUSH political dynasty has always 

had an uneasy relationship with African- 
Americans. On the one hand, they espouse 
inclusive rhetoric, starting with the “kinder, 
gentler” George H.W. Bush, who supported 
civil-rights legislation as a Texas congressman 
and who could never understand his inability 
to garner black votes. On the other hand, the 
Bushes have never hesitated to use race in 
order to get what they want. As the New Re- 
public’s Franklin Foer observed in a recent 
essay, “They’re so convinced of their personal 
decency that they expect it to trump the deep, 
long-standing ideological differences that sep- 
arate their party from black public opinion.” 

It was the old man, after all, who was the 
beneficiary of the infamous Willie Horton ad. 
And though he has always insisted his cam- 
paign had nothing to do with it, he never crit-

ous in making sure the corrections were en- 
tered properly. Worse, the author of the 
Salon piece, Gregory Palast, reported in 
Salon and in a follow-up in the London Ob- 
server (where he’s on staff) that at least 7000 
other people, and maybe considerably more, 
had also lost their voting rights through 
ChoicePoint’s mistakes. Now, consider that 
Florida’s felons are disproportionately African- 
American, and that an estimated 31 percent of 
the state’s black men are already disenfran- 
chised because of their felony records, and you 
can see how devastating these mistakes were. 
The Miami Herald reported that at least 445 
felons illegally cast Florida ballots. But Palast’s 
findings suggest that many times that number 
were wrongly identified as felons and thus pre- 
vented from voting. 

¢ Low technology. Florida officials devised 
a system for dealing with people whose 
names did not appear on voting rolls yet who 
insisted they had registered: poll workers 
were equipped with laptop computers so that 
instant checks could be made. Trouble is, few 
of those laptops made their way to predomi- 
nantly black precincts. In those places, poll 
workers were instructed to call county of- 
fices, and were invariably greeted with a busy 
signal. The result: prospective voters were 
told to go home. The Times found that in 
Miami-Dade County, which is 20 percent 
black, laptops were sent to 18 precincts that 
were mainly Hispanic (that is, Cuban-Ameri- 
can, and thus Republican), three that were 
mostly white, and just one that was largely 
black. In Hillsborough County, which in- 
cludes Tampa, none of the 10 laptops went 
to any of the majority-black districts. Demo- 
cratic congressman Alcee Hastings told the 
Times, “Is it a racial thing? I don’t think so. 
But is it something that had a cumulative ef- 
fect and had an impact on the African-Ameri- 
can vote? I think that’s the case.” 

¢ Those damn punch cards. Obviously 
there was no racist intent in the fact that 
some votes were cast on outmoded punch- 
card machines and some on more modern 
optical-scanning systems. There was, howev- 
er, a racially disproportionate result, owing to 
the fact that the punch-card machines were 
far more likely to be used in black and poor 
areas. In a statistical analysis of what a 
statewide hand count might have revealed, 
Slate’s Jacob Weisberg reported that 15 out 
of every 1000 punch-card ballots in those 
counties that used the very worst counting 
machines showed no presidential choice, and 
were thus rejected — yet only three out of 
every 1000 paper ballots were rejected by op- 
tical scanners. That’s pretty hard to explain 
away, though some have certainly tried. A 
particularly lame attempt was made on De- 
cember 18 by New York Times columnist 
William Safire, who wrote, presumably with a 
straight face: “Were more ballots of black 
voters set aside because of errors in mark- 


icized it, either. Florida governor Jeb Bush 
was elected in 1998 by reaching out to the 
black community, which he had spurned in 
his unsuccessful ’94 race. Yet when black 
legislators occupied his office to protest his 
anti-affirmative-action “One Florida” plan, 
Bush ordered aides to “throw their asses 
out.” (The governor later claimed he was re- 
ferring to reporters.) 

George W. has always talked a good talk 
when it comes to race, and his Philadelphia 
convention was a regular Potemkin Village 
of diversity. Yet when he needed to put John 
McCain away in South Carolina, he didn’t 
hesitate to appear at Bob Jones University, 
which had banned interracial dating. And he 
looked the other way as the ugly forces he 
had accepted as his allies made hateful calls, 
hinting that the McCains’ adopted 
Bangladeshi daughter was really the randy 
senator’s illegitimate black love child. 

The December 17 Sunday New York 
Times gave over most of its op-ed page to a 
symposium devoted to answering the ques- 
tion CAN BUSH MEND HIS PARTY’S RIFT WITH 
BLACK AMERICA? Maybe he can. But by win- 
ning through the disenfranchisement of 
hundreds or perhaps thousands of black 
Floridians, Bush has gotten off to the worst 
of all possible starts. 

“The question is, what do you do about 
your frustration?” asks Melanie Campbell, 
executive director of the National Coalition 
on Black Civic Participation, which has just 
formed a task force to look into electoral re- 
form. “I don’t think people are just going to 
walk away from this. They are going to want 
some redress.” 

For Campbell, whose bipartisan organiza- 
tion includes members of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican National Committees, 
such redress would take the form of a level 
playing field: getting rid of punch-card sys- 
tems and establishing uniform methods of 
voting and counting across the country. 

For many other African-Americans, 
though, redress isn’t going to come until they 
have a chance to vote Bush out. Partly by ac- 
cident, partly by his eagerness to benefit from 
an electoral meltdown that hurt black voters 
more than it did whites, George W. Bush has 
emerged as a potent symbol of black discon- 
tent. Already, Jesse Jackson and other black- 
community leaders are calling for demonstra- 
tions on Inauguration Day. That may be just 
the beginning. 

It may not be fair, but Bush, the self- 
styled healer and uniter, the man who cast 
himself as the antidote to divisive Republi- 
cans such as Newt Gingrich and Tom 
DeLay, may turn out to be the most divisive 
figure of all. And there’s not a thing Colin 
Powell or Condi Rice can do about it. i

Jimmy Kelly gears up for another run at the council 
presidency. Plus, councilors suck up to the unions, 
and Menino staffers suck up to the council.

HE BOSTON CITY Council held its 

final meeting of the year last Wednes- 

day, December 13, a marathon session 
that lasted nearly five hours and had coun- 
cilors chugging sodas and Dunkin’ Donuts 
coffee at their desks. But all eyes were on 

New Year’s Day, when the council will meet 

to elect a new leader. Current president 

Jimmy Kelly, a district councilor from South 

Boston, has held the post for an unprecedent- 

ed seven consecutive years and is eager to re- 
tain it. At the meeting, Kelly rallied his fellow 
councilors with a year-end speech. “We have 
every reason to feel very good about some of 
the things we’ve done this year,” he said. 
When he was finished, he gave each of his 
colleagues a commemorative plaque. 

Earlier this year, Kelly’s hold on the presi- 
dency seemed in doubt: his fellow councilors 
were angered when they learned the ex- 
tent of a lucrative benefits deal 
he had negotiated for his 
own neighborhood. Kelly 
refused to renegotiate 
and even launched a 
lawsuit against Mayor 
Tom Menino, who 
had backed out of 
the deal. His tough- 
minded advocacy 
scored eye-popping 
perks (including health- 
club memberships for 
neighborhood residents at a 
fancy new waterfront hotel), and 
won the area 51 percent of the “linkage” 
funds developers must pay toward afford- 
able housing, as compared to the standard 
10 to 20 percent traditionally awarded to 
“impacted communities.” 

The South Boston benefits deal “did hurt 
him this year among his colleagues,” says at- 
large councilor Stephen Murphy. “That’s 
why I went in to talk with him about the 
need to repair things, in fairness to the rest 
of the city, but also because it was impacting 
his ability to lead. I think it still may be on 
other councilors’ minds.” 

That may open the door for someone else 
to win the presidency. And nearly everyone 
on the council is interested. As Kelly says, 
“You could probably count on just a couple 
of fingers those councilors who wouldn’t be 
interested in being president.” But he re- 
mains the only one with an identifiable voting 
bloc. “I feel fairly confident that I’ve got five 
votes,” he says, “and my own would be six. 
I’ve got to go ahead and line up at least one 
more.” He declines to name his five support- 
ers, but they are almost certainly drawn from 
the pool that voted him in last year: his 
deputy, Maureen Feeney of Dorchester; at- 
large councilors Peggy Davis-Mullen, 
Michael Flaherty, Stephen Murphy, and 
Mickey Roache; Maura Hennigan of Jamaica 
Plain; Brian Honan of Allston-Brighton; and 
Paul Scapicchio of the North End. 

But scuttlebutt among the councilors has 
Scapicchio launching his own serious bid for 
the presidency. “I don’t know what my 
thoughts are yet,” Scapicchio demurs. “Every 
year I sit back and try to think about who to 
vote for and what is the proper thing for my 
district.” Though he compliments Kelly’s 
leadership, he also voices support for term 
limits. “I think it’s good every once in a while 
to have the presidency change hands,” he 
says. For his part, Kelly says the race is just 
“inside baseball” and that, aside from a larger 
office and one additional staffer, “being presi- 
dent is really a matter of perception.” 

“The council president doesn’t have any

more authority than any member of the 
council who isn’t president,” he adds. He 


may be right — but then again, Menino also 


was once “just” a council president. 
co 


The race for president isn’t the only election 


on councilors’ minds. They are all up for re- 
election next November, and — since labor 
unions are known to turn out the vote — it’s 
probably no coincidence that the body under- 
took a rash of pro-labor actions in recent 
weeks. One possible sign of labor’s influence 
came at a meeting three weeks ago, when op- 
ponents of the union-backed proposal for a 
new Red Sox ballpark in the Fenway came out 
in force, expecting to see the council take a 
symbolic vote against the plan. Seven coun- 
cilors — Davis-Mullen, Feeney, Hennigan, 
Kelly, Roache, Mike Ross of the Fenway, and 
Chuck Turner of Roxbury — have declared 
their opposition to the proposal, which 
would grant the Sox $212 million 
in city funds. (The Phoenix has 
editorialized against the pro- 
posal, which would displace 
its offices at 126 Brookline 
Avenue. See “Where We 
Stand,” this page.) 
But even though only five 
votes were required, the vote 
didn’t happen that day. It 
didn’t take place at last week’s 
meeting, either, when plan oppo- 
nents were irate at the Sox’ newly 
announced deal to pay slugger Manny 
Ramirez $160 million — which, they 
thought, shows the team has sufficient wealth 
to pay for a new stadium without public 
funds. Jimmy Kelly was one of many opposed 
to a vote, saying it would be meaningless until 
the mayor actually presents the coun- 
cil with a plan. “The reality 
was, it was a dumb politi- 
cal vote to take,” he 
says, “and that’s why 
I tried to persuade 
councilors not to 
[do it].” Indeed, 
Ross, who’s been a 
vocal opponent of 
the plan, says that 
only he, Turner, 
and Hennigan sup- 
ported taking a vote 
that day. He empha- 
sizes, however, that this eee 
does not mean opposition to j 
the Sox plan is wavering. Instead, he be- 
lieves many councilors are hoping the plan 
will die on its own. “If you’re a councilor that 
has a great number of labor members in your 
district and you know they don’t appreciate 
your position on Fenway,” Ross says, “why 
advertise it when you don’t have to?” 
Organized labor took home two other sig- 
nificant prizes last week. One came when the 
council passed a resolution sponsored by 
Turner calling for the state to delay making 
the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assess- 
ment System (MCAS), a controversial stan- 
dardized test, a high-school graduation re- 
quirement. The Boston Teachers Union 
won't take a position on MCAS until January, 
but the Massachusetts Teachers Association 
— the largest teachers’ union in the Com- 
monwealth — is vehemently opposed to it. 
Unions have also triumphed on the hous- 
ing front. In the past several weeks, Henni- 
gan has raised questions about Menino’s re- 
quest for the council to release $13 million 
for affordable housing. She hinted that she 
might block the appropriation until the

mayor addressed the housing needs of city 
workers, who are required to live in Boston 
and face its sky-high rents (this year, the av- 


erage apartment rented for nearly $1500 per 


month). Of course, many city workers are 
also members of such unions as the Service 
Employees International Union Local 285, 
the Boston Police Patrolmen’s Association, 


and the American Federation of State, Coun- 


ty, and Municipal Employees Council 93. 
Hennigan eventually voted in favor of releas- 
ing the funds, but not without a union-en- 
dorsed amendment (sponsored by Roache) 
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the mayor’s housing plan, focusing specifi- 
cally on his request that the council release 
$13 million in affordable-housing funds to 
the Boston Housing Authority (BHA) and 
the Department of Neighborhood Develop- 
ment (DND). The mayor has made afford- 
able housing a priority, and — with the ap- 
propriation request on the table — the coun- 
cilors had the ability to bolster, impair, or 
delay the mayor’s legacy going into next 
year’s election season. Menino’s representa- 
tives knew the score: “We desperately need 
the city council’s support to go forward with 
this strategy,” said DND head Charlotte 
Golar Richie at the hearing. She was warm 
and deferential where Rooney had been com- 
bative. Boston Redevelopment Authority 
head Mark Maloney continued the nice-guy 
routine: “I am here to be responsive and an- 
swer questions,” he said, “and we will con- 
tinue to be available to you in the city council 
on an ongoing basis.” The change in the ad- 
ministration’s tone may have been more a 
matter of personalities than a tactical shift, 
but getting the funds released was clearly im- 
portant to the mayor — and the administra- 
tion’s solicitousness seemed to pay off. 

The councilors in general were unusually 
happy with the proposal. “I do want to com- 
pliment the administration for putting togeth- 
er an easy-to-read and manageable docu- 
ment,” said Paul Scapicchio. Stephen Mur- 
phy was even more effusive: “I’m very much a 
fan of this plan,” he said. “I think it’s a fabu- 


‘You can tell how important the 
Boston firefighters are when Stephen 
Murphy and Peggy Davis-Mullen are 


working on the same issue.’ 
— At-large councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen 


calling for a working group to study the 
housing issues that city employees face. 

The council whipped through three less 
contentious nods to labor as well. Roache is- 
sued a resolution in support of 31 custodians 
in the United Food and Commercial Work- 
ers Local 1445, who are negotiating with the 
company that manages the upkeep of Faneuil 
Hall. Stephen Murphy made nice with 
Boston’s Finest, putting forth a union-en- 
dorsed bill preventing people over age 32 
from becoming firefighters or police officers 
(unions support this measure because older 
officers who get injured can collect hefty dis- 
ability pay, despite not having put in much 
time on the force). And Murphy teamed up 
with Peggy Davis-Mullen on a resolution en- 
couraging the Menino administration to re- 
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union. Relations between the two 
» councilors have otherwise been 
frosty since an e-mail harshly 
critical of Murphy, which 
supposedly came from an 
irate citizen, was found to 
have been sent from a com- 
puter in Davis-Mullen’s of- 
fice. Says Davis-Mullen of 
their rare alliance: “You can 
tell how important the 
Boston firefighters are when 
Stephen Murphy and Peggy 
Davis-Mullen are working on the 
same issue.” Not only do these public 
servants enter burning buildings, but — per- 
haps even more salient to the councilors — 
they go to the polls. 
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Three weeks ago, representatives of the 
Menino administration, including chief of 
staff James Rooney, went before the city 
council to hawk the new Red Sox stadium 
plan. Rooney’s snide tone (he responded to 
an excessively detailed question from Ross by 
saying, “I appreciate your keeping the ques- 
tions general, as you said you would”) in- 
spired a hostile back-and-forth with coun- 
cilors, who complained they were cut out of 
the information loop on the project. 

Times have changed, however. December 
12, councilors met for an evening hearing on 
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The offices of the Boston Phoenix at 126 Brookline Avenue will be 
allowed to build a new park in the Fenway neighborhood: The Phoenix has editorialized that piay- 
ers and fans deserve a new park, but that the project is too expensive to be built in the Fenway. To 
read our coverage of the issue, visit www.bostonphoenix.com/archive/eatures/fenway.htmi. 


lous plan.” But not all were satisfied. Jimmy 
Kelly charged that the administration in gen- 
eral and the BHA in particular were not pro- 
viding councilors with necessary information. 
He exploded when both BHA administrator 
Sandy Henriquez and Golar Richie left the 
meeting early for other engagements. “If this 
is important to the administration,” he said, 
“why didn’t representatives of the administra- 
tion set aside time to answer questions? We 
have schedules too.” But by the next morning 
the day a vote was to be taken — Hen- 
riquez and Golar Richie had soothed egos by 
providing detailed documentation, and the 
councilors were far more agreeable. 

The council ultimately voted 12 to one in 
favor of releasing the funds. Only Chuck 
Turner dissented, angered by councilors’ 
meddling to cut off funds to a community- 
opposed project in Daniel Conley’s vote-rich 
Hyde Park district. (Turner felt councilors 
had not made a similar effort to quash a pro- 
ject in Mattapan earlier this year that resi- 
dents did not want.) The vote was natural in 
some ways, since affordable housing is a con- 
cern of each councilor’s own constituents. 
But Menino also had them up against a wall 
with the Christmas-season timing. When 
councilors passed a ban on aggressive pan- 
handling in December 1997, the Boston Her- 
ald screamed SCROOGED! — even though the 
bill, which prohibits panhandlers from yelling 
at or grabbing passers-by, is hard to disagree 
with. This time around, the councilors were 
likely to face much harsher headlines if they 
refused the mayor’s proposal. 

Can we expect the onslaught of congenial- 
ity from the Menino administration to con- 
tinue? It’s a safe bet that it will, at least for 
the present, because the councilors — al- 
though they released the funds —kept the 
mayor’s power in check with an amendment 
requiring that they receive monthly written 
reports and bimonthly hearings on how the 
money is being spent. Not to mention that 
the mayor has to go through it all again next 
year, when he will try to extract $17 million 
more in housing funds from the council.

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ANATOMY OF DEFEAT 


Maine voters delivered a shocking defeat to a gay-rights ballot 
question this past November. But why were we surprised’? The 
campaign to pass it was disorganized, underfunded, and uninspired. 


Why Maine’s latest 
gay-rights measure failed

IKE NEARLY EVERYONE, Paul Volle 

was surprised by the outcome of Ques- 

tion 6, a ballot question that would have 
prohibited employment discrimination against 
gay men and lesbians in Maine. Volle, the ex- 
ecutive director of the Christian Coalition of 
Maine, headed the opposition to the civil- 
rights referendum, a measure that many of its 
supporters — and opponents — considered a 
sure thing. But the referendum lost by just 
under 5000 votes — leaving Maine the only 
New England state without a law protecting 
gays and lesbians from discrimination. 

Unlike many people, however, Volle wasn’t 
surprised by the referendum’s loss — he was 
surprised by the meagerness of his win. 

“We didn’t win by as much as | thought we 
would,” says the political activist. “I thought 
we'd have a more comfortable margin.” 

Volle surprised his opponents in 1997 
when his group, along with the Christian 
Civic League of Maine, gathered enough sig- 
natures to force a people’s veto of the civil- 
rights law granting protection from discrimi- 
nation to gay men and lesbians, which had 
only just been signed by the governor. He 
surprised gay-rights advocates further when, 
despite polls showing that the veto would be 
defeated, it succeeded in February 1998. 

Volle, it seems, has been underestimated 
once again. 

But although the Christian Coalition and 
its potent political machine were highly ef- 
fective, it would be wrong to give them full 
credit for defeating Question 6. Sure, Volle 
won; but the Yes on 6 campaign lost. 

The only thing more startling than the loss 
itself is how glaring the mistakes of the cam- 
paign now appear. Of course, hindsight is 
20/20, but there’s more to it than that: or- 
ganizers of the Yes on 6 campaign worked 
with blinders on. As opportunities were 
squandered, as fundraising deadlines were 
missed, Yes on 6’s own polls showed the 
measure winning by more than a 60 percent 
margin — and a false sense of security set 
in, just as it had in ’98: organizers of Yes on 
6 thought that there was simply no way the 
referendum could lose. 

And now, as the gay and lesbian commu- 
nity once again licks its wounds, Volle and 
his team are planning their offensive. 

“I don’t know of any military force or 
sports team that’s just been instructed in 
the art of defense that’s ever won,” says 
Volle. “There’s only so long you can go 
with this live-and-let-live and trying to ac- 
commodate people.” 

Volle is currently meeting with Maine 
legislators to lay plans for a variety of “pro- 
family” bills, including measures that would 
repeal Maine’s hate-crimes law, restrict 
adoption by gays and lesbians, and halt 
state funding of domestic-partner benefits 
(on this, he points specifically to the Uni- 
versity of Southern Maine). 

And as for the possibility that the legisla- 
ture will try to submit any civil-rights bills 
in the next session, “I hope they do,” says 
Volle. “It would help us tremendously. I 
mean, how arrogant are these people? 
What part of ‘no’ do you not understand?” 


HE SEEDS of the Yes on 6 campaign 

— and its defeat — were sown on 
February 10, 1998, when the people’s veto 
of the state’s new civil-rights law succeeded. 
Following. that special election,. various. gay- 


rights groups organized statewide meetings 
to discuss the loss and to begin planning the 
next step. The Maine Lesbian/Gay Political 
Alliance (MLGPA) organized a monthly 
meeting in Bangor; this series of meetings 
would ultimately lead to formation of the 
Maine Coalition for Equal Rights and the 
Yes on 6 campaign. 

Activists made a number of assumptions 
at that time about why the veto passed. 
Many ascribed it to the low voter turnout. 
Only about 300,000 people voted in the 
special election; if the vote had been held 
during a general election — or, better still, 
during a presidential election — civil 
rights for gays and lesbians would have 
been protected, supporters thought. 


Coalition for Equal Rights was formed. 


ARLY IN 1999, it became clear that the 
legislature and governor would not sup- 
port a gay-rights bill unless it went to refer- 
endum, which would require a campaign. 
Wanting to avoid the criticisms of “Port- 
land-centrism” that had hounded MWD — 
and the lack of support in rural areas that 
had sunk the 98 effort — the Maine Coali- 
tion for Equal Rights held planning sessions 
around the state throughout the year, hop- 
ing to give “ownership” of the campaign to 
as much of the gay and lesbian community 
as possible. Ultimately, the coalition hoped, 
this strategy would translate into a network 
of autonomous county campaigners who

Another explanation for the loss centered 
on Maine Won't Discriminate (MWD), the 
campaign organization leading the opposi- 
tion to the people’s veto. Critics argued that 
MWD had ignored the rural areas of the 
state; the organization had been too Port- 
land-centric and had lost the election be- 
cause of it. That was the most fundamental 
criticism of the organization, but it wasn’t the 
only one: MWD had started too late; it 
hadn’t raised enough cash; the cash it raised 
hadn’t been maximized; it never embraced 
the gay and lesbian community; it never at- 
tacked the opposition on its empty (but mad- 
deningly effective) “special rights” rhetoric. 
By the time its evisceration was completed, 
MWD had lost a great deal of credibility. 

But despite the general agreement on 
this explanation for the loss in 1998, there 
was no consensus about what to do next. 

“When those meetings were taking place 
in 1998, a number of us thought 2000 was 
too soon to try to pass legislation,” says 
Naomi Falcone, who was motivated by the 
98 loss to start the Maine Rural Network, a 
statewide outreach group dedicated to edu- 
cating Mainers about the need for civil rights. 
“Education is a long-term process,” she says. 

But with strong support from some legisla- 
tors who were anxious to see another civil- 
rights bill, and with the feeling that if the bill 
went to referendum it would have the greatest 
chance of passing during a presidential elec- 
tion, gay-rights advocates decided to move 
toward, 2000. In December. of 98, the Maine 


would carry out the kind of grassroots edu- 
cation effort that had been missing in 98. 

“We wanted something that had media, 
but was equally focused, financially and in 
terms of personnel resources, to do grass- 
roots and community organizing,” says 
David Garrity, a veteran of Maine’s equal- 
rights struggle who is president of MLGPA 
and co-chair of the executive committee of 
the Maine Coalition for Equal Rights. 

The blueprint for this grassroots network 
— as laid out in an MLGPA-sponsored train- 
ing session in January 2000 — called for up 
to three county coordinators in every county 
in the state. These coordinators would devel- 
op campaign plans specific to their locales 
and would develop a team of volunteers con- 
sisting of a “captain,” 10 “super-volunteers,” 
and 10 volunteers. All these county organiz- 
ers would be overseen by a field director. 

The effort began falling apart almost im- 
mediately, and its failure illustrates two 
fundamental problems in the Yes on 6 cam- 
paign: lack of support from the community 
and (despite a year of organizing) lack of 
time to do the job right. 

“The [planning session] instilled a sense 
of failure right from the start,” says Rick 
Gowen, a past board member of MLGPA 
and a long-time contributor to the Maine 
gay-rights struggle, who participated in the 
January meetings. “We were already behind 
on meeting deadlines [that were set in the 
planning session]. That’s where disparities 
startec_to, grow between what was.on. paper 


and what was actually happening.” Those 
disparities would become clearer during 
fundraising efforts. 

Garrity says the situation got worse be- 
cause campaigners were still trying to get 
the civil-rights bill through the legislature in 
January. “People had to stop and work on 
bill passage from February to April,” he 
says. “It held off the organizing.” 

Whatever the case, after a year of statewide 
planning, Yes on 6 found itself desperately 
short on time. As a result, most of the cam- 
paign’s key staffers were hired late. Philadel- 
phian Chris Morris, an alumnus of Maine’s 
’98 campaign, didn’t come on board as field 
director overseeing county efforts until July. 

So, during their seven months without a 
director’s guidance, volunteers in the field 
had to improvise. And they soon began to 
recognize that the presidential election, 
contrary to expectations, was working to 
their disadvantage: the pool of volunteers 
had been nearly emptied by the Gore cam- 
paign. Furthermore, early controversy over 
a religious exemption written into the bill 
— and the Maine Civil Liberties Union’s 
withdrawal of support because of it — 
dampened the enthusiasm of many in the 
gay and lesbian community. 

This lack of support in the field came as 
a surprise to many in the Yes on 6 camp, 
including campaign manager Jeanette 
Fruen. A veteran of 22 referendum cam- 
paigns nationwide (her most recent being 
the successful 1999 Maine pro-choice 
campaign), Fruen has only one defeat on 
her record: Question 6. 

“There is this belief that there are thou- 
sands of grassroots volunteers out there 
ready to work,” she says. “In most cases 
that’s not true. But I had made the assump- 
tion that there were volunteers in the field 
[for Yes on 6] because the executive com- 
mittee had been in touch with people 
around the state for a year.” 

But for those in the field, the truth was 
plain enough. “It was like pulling teeth try- 
ing to get people involved,” says Janice 
Campbell, the coordinator for Oxford 
County. “People were burned out. They 
didn’t want to volunteer.” 

Even so, the Yes on 6 campaign focused 
strongly on not duplicating the faults of 
MWD’s 98 campaign — and developing a 
touchy-feely, all-inclusive campaign that at- 
tempted to mirror the gay and lesbian com- 
munity itself. In doing so, however, the 
group lost sight of what MWD did right. 
MWD was criticized for going too far to- 
ward a top-down campaign in ’98, but Yes 
on 6, it seems, went too far toward a bot- 
tom-up model in 2000. And it left a num- 
ber of campaigners lost. ‘ 

“In hindsight, I think people wanted 
more direction,” says Campbell. “[The Yes 
on 6 executive committee] would just say, 
‘This much was raised by MWD at the 
county level,’ and that was it. We really 
needed a central organization.” 


ENTRAL ORGANIZATION wasn’t the 
only baby thrown out with the MWD 
bath water. In lambasting MWD over the loss 
in 98, the gay and lesbian activists — includ- 
ing key Yes on 6 organizers — were alienat- 

ing an experienced fundraising machine. 
By taking part in this sort of petty political 
infighting, Maine’s gay.and, lesbian commus, 





nity simply played out a script familiar to 
most marginalized groups: when the going 
gets tough, the tough start picking on each 
other. Witness the vicious fights in the gay 
community in the late ’80s over whether to 
close bathhouses in order to reduce the 
spread of HIV. Or, further back, the battles 
within the African-American community 
over how to achieve passage of civil-rights 
legislation. In the end, the Yes on 6 advo- 
cates just couldn’t get out of - 
their own way. —- 

One of the most devastating 
results of the fighting between 
Yes on 6 and MWD was that, 
according to Yes on 6, valu- 
able donor lists were withheld 
from the campaign (MWD 
leaders would not comment 
for this article). 

Jonathan Lee, a former 
MWD member who is now ex- 
ecutive director of a statewide 
outreach and education organi- 
zation called the Maine Speak- 
out Project, explains the situa- 
tion: “When I joined the execu- 
tive committee in May, there 
had already been a certain 
amount of back-and-forth be- 
tween the Yes on 6 executive 
committee and MWD, asking if 
they’d make the donor list avail- 
able. They said no, but they 
would agree to sending out their 
own letter on their own letter- 
head; they would commit to giv- 
ing $20,000 as a result of that 
mailing.” 

But, according to Lee, 
months passed, and the letter remained 
unsent. 

“Various people made various calls to 
MWD leaders,” says Lee. “What was being 
asked was ‘Can you give us the list? We 
could really use it,’ and ‘Has that letter 
gone out? We need the money.’” 

According to Lee the letter did not go 
out, but in September MWD made a 
$20,000 contribution all the same. 

“There were a lot of bad feelings,” says 
Lee. “There [were] real intra-community 
tensions and personal animosities, and bad 
things said about people in public. Whatev- 
er kind of healing there needed to be [after 
the 98 loss] didn’t really happen.” 

By contrast, Volle’s Christian Coalition 
has grown stronger over the years, because 
with each successive campaign it has been 
able to build on what was laid down before. 
This has resulted in a database holding con- 
tact information for around 140,000 sup- 
porters. “Probably 75 percent of the money 
we spent on this campaign can be used for 
the next campaign,” Volle says. 

For better or worse, MWD formed the 
foundation of Maine’s statewide gay-rights 
movement. That foundation was not built 
upon in 2000. 

But $20,000 does not make or break a 
campaign (or at least it shouldn’t), and it 
wasn’t just the absence of the MWD list 
that crippled Yes on 6’s fundraising. Like 
the field director, the campaign’s finance 
director, Gwin Wheatley, was hired late; 
she didn’t join until late July. Wheatley was 
brought in from Los Angeles, and with 
such a small amount of time to organize, 
she had little success in fundraising. 

After one particularly abysmal event in Ken- 
nebunk in October, Lee and his father, Shep 
(owner of Lee Auto Mall), took a more active 
role in the fundraising effort. A few days after 
the “Kennebunk fiasco,” as Jonathan puts it, 
the Lees hastily organized a fundraiser in New 
York City, with former senator George 
Mitchell as the featured speaker. The event 
raised $45,000 and funded the campaign’s 
sole week of TV advertising (it had planned 
on three weeks of advertising). 

“A couple held the event in their apart- 
ment,” says Lee. “During the introduction 
they said they were happy to be able to help 
the Maine effort, and they only wished 
they’d been asked to help six months earlier. 

“The people running the campaign — 
and starting in May I was one of those peo- 
ple — they were all good people that care a 
lot about the issue, but they didn’t have a 
lot of experience raising money. In a cam- 
paign like this you need people brought in 
who are very committed to asking their 
peers. for money;.you’re, not going.to win if 


you don’t have a strong core group.” 

Fruen agrees. “One thing that was a con- 
tinuing major problem was that there were 
some on the executive committee who had 
no ballot-measure campaign experience,” 
she says. “That says nothing about what 
kind of people they are; they just didn’t 
have the experience.” 

“That was true,” admits the executive com- 
mittee’s Garrity, but he says the difficulty in

raising money was more a result of having no 
fundraising director until late in the game: 
“Whatever the expertise of the executive com- 
mittee, what was really missing was someone 
with the fundraising experience to organize 
the executive committee in that fundraising 
effort. We looked around for people, but it 
took a long time to find anyone.” 

Fruen says the presidential election hurt 
fundraising as well; supporters of Question 
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ed ballot questions: Question | (physician- 
assisted suicide), Question 2 (restrictions 
on the forestry industry), and Question 3 
(video gambling). “There was no urgency to 
the Yes on 6 campaign,” he contends. 

“They couldn’t raise money because there 
was no urgency to their message.” 

Potholm adds his own take on the illusion 
of a presidential-election-year advantage: 
“There are more people, so you have to work 
harder,” he says. “There are more people 
voting who pay less attention [to the issues].” 
This makes a succinct message and a hard- 
hitting TV and print campaign all the more 
essential, says Potholm. These were in place, 
he says, in the successful 1995 statewide ref- 
erendum campaign run by MWD, which 
blocked a measure barring gay-rights laws in 
Maine. “This time, why wasn’t the governor 
used?” Potholm asks. “Where were the peo- 
ple with first-person stories of discrimina- 
tion? There was no strong message that it 
would be a bad thing for Maine if the status 
quo continued. Maine people are fair if pre- 
sented with a real-life situation. ... 1 wish 
[the Yes on 6 side] had won. But they ran a 
bad campaign. You can’t ignore strategy and 
expect to win. You can’t take anything for 


granted; you must pound away to the end.” 
Now Governor Angus King himself is also 
wondering why he didn’t get more involved. 
In an e-mail exchange with Jonathan Lee 
(which the Phoenix was given permission to 
quote), King reflected on his very public 
support of the “no” vote in the 98 special

6, bolstered by favorable polls, sent their 
money elsewhere. 

The Human Rights Campaign, the na- 
tion’s largest gay and lesbian political orga- 
nization, contributed funds and volunteers 
to all four gay-rights ballot fights around the 
country this year (the others were in Ne- 
braska, Nevada, and Oregon), supplying 
$37,500 and several staffers to the Maine ef- 
fort. HRC national field director Seth Kil- 
bourn says the organization budgeted its re- 
sources for Maine based on the favorable 
Question 6 polling data. “It indicated we'd 
win,” he says. “There was no opposition 
campaign, and Maine was a key state for 


Gore, so that’s where we put our resources.” 


The Yes on 6 campaign was budgeted to 
spend $1 million. The latest PAC statement 
shows the campaign raised only $435,000, 
of which $55,000 was a loan. 

“People can spend a lot of time analyzing 
this, but the simple fact is that if we’d had 
the money we would have won,” Fruen says. 


ES, MORE money would have helped, 
but to some, the campaign had more 
fundamental problems. 

“They ran a poor campaign,” says Chris 
Potholm, a professor of government at 
Bowdoin College and a pollster whose 
Command Research conducted polls for the 
victorious.“no”. sides.on three hotly.contest- 


election: “Sadly, our experience of overusing 
me in ’98 may have made us all gun-shy and 
led to my being under-used this time.” 

King, like Potholm, also lamented the 
lack of urgency in the Yes on 6 message. 
“Advocates didn’t make a convincing (or 
much of any) case that the legal protection 
sought was actually needed,” he wrote. 

“That was a failing of the campaign,” 
says Jonathan Lee. But, he says, it’s not as 
easy as it sounds to portray the kind of dis- 
crimination going on in the state. “When 
people say, ‘Show me who’s discriminated 
against,’ it ignores something that is very 
important: the experience of living in fear of 
discrimination happening to you and know- 
ing you don’t have that protection. There 
are many living in fear that if they show 
who they really are, they will pay a price.” 

To Lee, this is one of the best arguments 
for why a minority’s civil rights should not 
be voted on by the majority; the issue 
should simply be handled by the legislature. 

But the need to instill a sense of urgency in 
a campaign like Yes on 6 is even more cru- 
cial — and difficult — in this Queer as Folk 
age. Ina December 9 New York Times op-ed 
piece, Richard Goldstein, the executive editor 
of the Village Voice, reflected on the loss of 
Question 6, as well as the losses in Nebraska 
and Nevada: “The critical and commercial 
success.of shows like. Will & Grace.and .... 
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Friends, which feature gay characters, raises 
the question: Why are so many Americans 
willing to watch gay characters on TV but 
unwilling to support gay rights? This is a 
paradox we should confront before we settle 
down to enjoy the next gay-friendly sitcom.” 

Goldstein goes on to point out that the gay 
liberation of popular culture is, ironically, 
working against the gay-rights movement. 
Rural Mainers can watch young, upwardly 
mobile, urban gays and lesbians on TV, char- 
acters who certainly don’t appear to be mem- 
bers of an unfairly treated class. The reality, 
however, is that it is legal to fire someone 
from his or her job in Maine because that 
person is homosexual. Such discrimination is 
also legal in areas of housing and public ac- 
commodation. 

Fruen acknowledges that the campaign 
faced a difficult task. “A ‘yes’ campaign is 
twice as hard as a ‘no’ campaign,” she says, 
“because you have to make people under- 
stand first that there is a problem, and then 
convince them that your ballot question is the 
solution. Without money, that’s difficult.” 

With the campaign’s rural network failing 
to materialize and the originally planned 
three weeks of TV advertising condensed to 

one, the campaign could do little educat- 
ing. 

And the near-invisibility of the oppo- 
sition campaign didn’t help, either. As 
far as most Mainers were concerned, 
there was no enemy. There was no pub- 
lication like “The Gay Agenda,” the 
hatemongering 1998 flier that Volle 
distributed in opposition to a gay-rights 
ordinance in South Portland. 


w* THE opposition covert by de- 

sign or by circumstance? Volle 
and his co-campaigner, the Christian 
Civic League’s Michael Heath, have dif- 
ferent answers. 

“We didn’t want to stay undercover,” 
says Heath. “We would have been more 
out there if we’d had more money.” 

Volle, on the other hand, says it was 
strategic. “You don’t kick sleeping dogs,” 
he says. “You don’t go out and have a big 
public campaign and activate your opposi- 
tion. You have to use wisdom in this politi- 

cal strategy.” 

What is clear is that Volle doesn’t plan to 
be invisible any longer. He says that for the 
first time he’ll be registering as a lobbyist. 
He says the Christian Coalition is developing 
a service that will allow activists like him to 
perform key-word searches on bills. 

“We're going to look at every piece of leg- 
islation going through,” he says. “We’ll either 
testify for or against it. We’re going to hold 
legislators accountable for their actions.” 

What role Heath and his Christian Civic 
League will play in all this is not quite as 
clear. Volle says the Civic League was slow to 
get involved in the referendum battle and now 
shies away from Volle’s proposed legislation. 

“They’ve opted out,” he says. “They 
didn’t want to appear as the aggressors, | 
suppose. If you’re meek and lowly, you'll 
probably come out last.” 

On December 7, at a forum in Augusta 
organized by Jonathan Lee’s Speakout, 
Maine gay-rights advocates — including 
Governor King, Speaker of the House 
Mike Saxl, and former Speaker Steve Rowe 
— vowed to keep up the battle. But a lot of 
advocates are wondering, as they did after 
98, whether anyone has the energy to go 
back to the battlefield. 

“We lost more than a referendum,” says 
Gowen. “We really, really screwed up here.” 

As for the executive committee’s Garrity, 
he looks back to 98, as so many people did 
so often in planning this campaign. 

“It’s much easier for me today to under- 
stand how the leaders of the last campaign 
must have felt,” he says. “And I realize now 
it’s more important than ever that we unite 
all the talent, expertise, and leadership of 
this community.” 

Well, united or not — and ready or not 
— the community is going back into battle; 
Volle plans to make sure of that. 

“It’s time,” he says, “to preserve the pro- 
family agenda.” B

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PLAYING FAIR 


TITLE IX LEVELED THE FIELD FOR WOMEN’S COLLEGIATE SPORTS. HAVE MEN’S TEAMS HAD TO PAY THE PRICE?

FLINT BORN 


AN EVEN PLAYING FIELD? Since the inception of Title IX, female college 
students have gotten athletic opportunities their forerunners never imagined. But 
critics of the law say that the price paid is the cutting of men’s sports teams — 
football at Boston University, for example. 


IKE MANY FEMALE athletes, fencer 

Regina Lennox thinks she owes 

something to Title IX, but she also 
believes college sports owes something to 
women. Title IX, which prohibits sex dis- 
crimination at educational institutions re- 
ceiving federal funding, eased access to 
competitive sports for hordes of girls and 
women like her. Women’s fencing is rela- 
tively young in this country, and Lennox, a 
senior at Boston College, competes in a 
weapons class that has been open to 
women for less than a decade. Although 
she had never fenced before she tried out 
as a freshman, she’s done well and she 
loves it. “I am very grateful to Title [X for 
mandating equal opportunities,” she says. 
“It is justice.” 

Many people are equally appreciative: 
according to a phone survey conducted by 
ESPN and the Sports Authority, an athlet- 
ic-gear chain store, the 1972 adoption of 
Title IX was the single most significant 
moment in women’s sports history. “We’re 
a better society because of Title IX,” says 
Kimberly Schuld, manager of the gender 
equity and Title [X project for the Inde- 
pendent Women’s Forum (IWF), a non- 
profit organization based in Arlington, 
Virginia. 


But that’s about the extent of Schuld’s 
charity toward the law. The IWF is a 
women’s organization that opposes Title 
[X as it is now enforced. In Schuld’s view, 
“justice” should have nothing to do with 
why women have more opportunities in 
sports. Ability should. She’s not alone, 
though the [WF is the only women’s group 
on this side of the issue. Male athletes and 
alumni who have seen their teams cut also 
argue that Title IX is being enforced in 
ways that were never intended. 

In the past decade, college and universi- 
ty athletic departments across the country, 
including several in the Boston area, have 
cut or demoted men’s varsity sports while 
adding women’s teams. When this happens 
Title [X is often blamed, and almost always 
mentioned. Title [X guidelines do not re- 
quire schools to remove men’s teams; in 
fact, they recommend other solutions when 
a school is violating the rules. But the [WF 
and other groups argue that the elimina- 
tion of men’s teams is precisely how the 
law is being enforced. Title IX, they say, 
has become a policy of quotas — and this 
violates the good intentions of the original 
law, discriminates against men, and fails to 
account for the “natural” differences be- 
tween men’s and women’s interests and 
abilities. The upshot: they want the law 
changed. And with a Republican adminis- 
tration, Title [IX reformers believe they'll 
find a sympathetic ear. 


HEN TITLE IX of the Education 

Amendments of 1972 was signed into 
law by Richard Nixon, it wasn’t specifically 
intended to redress discrimination against 
women in sports. In fact, Title [IX didn’t 
originally mention athletics at all. The law 
read, “No person in the United States 
shall, on the basis of sex, be excluded from 
participation in, be denied the benefits of, 
or be subjected to discrimination under 
any education program or activity receiv- 
ing Federal financial assistance.” Boys, 
girls, men, women, employees, and em- 
ployers in most colleges, universities, and 
school districts are covered by the law, 
which grew out of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 and affirmative-action policies of the 
1960s. Athletics was just one of many pro- 
grams covered by the law, from admissions 
to financial aid. There was some initial 
grumbling that Title [IX would require edu- 
cational institutions to allow women to 
play football (the sacred cow of men’s col- 
lege sports), but since the bill did not 
specifically mention athletics, these fears 
were assuaged. 

By the late ’70s, however, the original 
statute was amended to include specific 
regulations regarding athletics. Affirma- 
tive-action measures were put in place, not 
only to ensure nondiscrimination for 
women interested in playing sports, but to 
mandate equivalent treatment for men’s 
and women’s teams. There was a lot at 
stake: college sports are big money. Every 
year, schools court top athletes, spending 
huge sums of money on recruiting and 
scholarships. Teams that succeed sell more 
tickets; in turn, alumni and the community 
reward them with financial support. About 
85 percent of media references to a univer- 
sity mention its athletic teams, according 
to the Women’s Sports Foundation, a 
group that promotes gender equity in ath- 
letics. It’s a daunting task to reshape any- 
thing as steeped in tradition as college 
sports. 

But it has paid off for women. Before 
Title IX, it was extremely rare for women 
to receive athletic scholarships to college; 
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even two years after the law passed, fewer 
than 50 women did, compared to about 
50,000 men. In 1997-98, however, female 
students received about 40 percent of all 
college scholarship dollars, according to a 
survey by the Chronicle of Higher Educa- 
tion. In 1971, one in 27 girls in high 
school participated in athletics; by 1998, 
the figure was one in three. Between 1999 
and 2000, the number of women’s teams 
per National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion (NCAA) school reached an all-time 
high. Meanwhile, a culture that had long 
thought of women as less athletic than 
men has grown more accustomed to fe- 
male athletes. [t would be impossible today 
to imagine police officers arresting a 
woman for revealing her bare legs as she 
took a dip in Boston Harbor, as they did in 
the 1940s, or officials trying to remove a 
woman from the Boston Marathon, as they 
did (unsuccessfully) in 1967. 

Such progress can benefit women long 
after college. Harvard public-health re- 
searchers confirmed this year what they 
had suspected for a decade and a half — 
women who exercise consistently during 
college face a significantly lower risk of de- 
veloping breast cancer than their sedentary 
peers. Girls and women who play sports 
are also arguably more confident, have 
lower levels of depression, and learn the 
valuable skill of teamwork. 

But as much good as Title [IX has done, 
complying with it can be complicated for 
colleges. For the past 20 years, the law has 
been enforced by the Department of Edu- 
cation through the Office of Civil Rights 
(OCR). To determine whether a school is 
obeying the law, the OCR examines three 
areas: athletic benefits and opportunities, 
financial assistance, and student interests 
and abilities. Athletic benefits and opportu- 
nities include such things as equipment, 
game and practice times, and publicity. 
For these “laundry list” items, the OCR 
doesn’t mandate equality of benefits, but 
rather equivalency. This means, for exam- 
ple, that men’s and women’s teams need 
not be publicized in exactly the same way, 
but the differences must be negligible. 
Complying with this aspect of Title IX is 
not particularly difficult, since there are no 
exact standards to uphold. Says Lynn 
Holleran, associate athletic director and 
senior women’s administrator at Boston 
College, “We don’t pay attention to count- 
ing press releases.” 

It’s the other aspects of Title IX — fi- 
nancial assistance and student interests 
and abilities — that concern most athletic 





directors. That’s mostly because, they say, these statistical 
aspects are the easiest for the OCR to measure, and there- 
fore the most important for schools to meet. “[Laundry- 
list compliance] is much more difficult to determine,” says 
Holleran. “Participation and finances are numbers, so it’s 
a numbers game.” 

Essentially, it’s easier to compare men’s and women’s 
scholarship dollars than their game and practice schedules. 
According to the OCR, Title [X rules state that the total 
amount of scholarship money awarded to men and women 
must be “substantially proportionate” to their participation 
rates in athletic programs. If the ratio of men to women 
athletes is 50/50, then scholarship dollars must be allocat- 
ed accordingly. Several schools in Boston have been 
caught with less-than-equivalent scholarship rates. In 
1997, the National Women’s Law Center filed complaints 
with the OCR against 25 schools nationwide, charging 
that their scholarship dollars were distributed dispropor- 
tionately. Boston University, Boston College, 
and Northeastern University were all named. 
All three have since increased women’s 
scholarships. 

But it’s the “student interests and abilities” 
aspect of Title [X athletics policy that inspires 
the most controversy. In theory, if an athletic 
department is lopsided in favor of men’s 
teams, it can remedy the situation in any one 
of three ways. But in practice, many people 
believe there are no real differences between 
the options — that despite the so-called 
three-prong test, Title IX compliance results 
in only one thing: quotas. 

Under the three-prong test, the first option 
is to make men’s and women’s participation 
rates in athletics “substantially proportion- 
ate” to undergraduate enrollment rates, just 
as scholarship money is supposed to be “sub- 
stantially proportionate” to the participation 
rates themselves. ‘Whis generally requires 
adding women’s teams. In the alternatives, 
the department can either prove that it has in 
the past been responsive to women’s interests 
by expanding their athletic opportunities 
(prong two), or prove that it already accom- 
modates the “interests and abilities” of 
women on campus, and therefore doesn’t 
need to add women’s teams or players 
(prong three). 

Here’s the problem: in practice, there’s no 
standard way to measure whether a school is 
complying with the demands of prongs two 
and three, although the OCR makes recom- 
mendations. As a result, everyone ends up 
trying to meet the first test. And the only way 
to do this is to add women’s teams or play- 
ers, which can force cutbacks in men’s pro- 
grams. “The ideal of compliance was that 
schools could just add women’s sports [if 
their athletic departments were inequitable],” 
says Gary Strickler, athletic director at 
Boston University. In the 1980s, many 
schools had little difficulty doing that. Now, 
says Strickler, “unfortunately, it’s not as 
easy.” Even if athletic-department budgets 
stay the same (and many directors claim 
their resources are shrinking), more women 
than ever before are enrolling in universities. 
Strickler points out that the percentage of a 
women in the general university population 
grows every year, and the BU athletic department must 
shift accordingly; it’s a “moving target,” he says. When 
schools are financially stretched and opt to cut teams, 
more often than not, they’re men’s. “In my observation, in 
the Division I world, [Title IX enforcement] has largely 
been at the expense of men’s opportunities,” says Bill 
Gehling, athletic director at Tufts University, which com- 
petes at the non-scholarship Division III level. “They’re in 
a difficult position. In Division I, the cost of running pro- 
grams is significantly higher than at our level. It tends to 
be men’s sports that are weaker in terms of lobbying 
strength. It really is a shame.” 

If schools don’t comply with Title IX, not only do they 
risk losing federal funding, but they can also be sued by 
students and employees. In the early 1990s, Brown Uni- 
versity lost a long and messy lawsuit brought by a group of 
women athletes who charged that the school had cut their 
sports teams and failed to comply with the participation 
requirements of Title IX. The lawsuit scared college athlet- 
ic departments in the Northeast and changed the way Title 
IX is enforced by the Boston branch of the OCR. 

“OCR does not enforce the standards uniformly across 
the country,” says Jody Mooradian, senior associate athlet- 
ic director and senior women’s administrator at North- 
eastern University. “Different districts will interpret Title 
IX differently and hold schools to different levels. The 
Boston office is very strict.” Several schools say the Boston 
OCR demands that the relative proportions of athletes and 
students be within a single percentage point of each other. 
That means if a school’s undergraduate population is 55 
percent women, the students in the athletic department 
must be at least 54 percent women. 

The Boston-area crackdown has forced local schools to 
take extra measures. Tufts, for example, saw the 1992 
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Brown lawsuit as an “incentive to take a good look at our 
commitment to gender equity,” says athletic director Bill 
Gehling. The result: Tufts added two women’s teams — 
lightweight crew and fencing — to its varsity roster, but 
opted not to promote men’s club teams such as fencing 
and volleyball to varsity status. (Club teams differ from 
varsity in that the bulk of their financial support comes 
from fundraising rather than the university.) “Given the 
mandates of Title IX, we would risk [compliance] status 
by increasing opportunities for men,” says Gehling. “We 
can’t afford to do it without increasing opportunities for 
women.” 

Other Boston schools have also shifted the make-up of 
their athletic departments to comply with Title [X, though 
administrators claim that any loss of men’s teams is unre- 
lated to the law. Boston University cut its football team in 
1997, and most news stories on the subject blame Title IX. 
In fact, football “was not dropped to achieve compliance,” 


says Gary Strickler. Rather, the team was cut because it 
was “a huge financial drain” and there was little interest in 
it. But Strickler’s protests may be just a matter of seman- 
tics. BU used some of the $3 million per year it cost to run 
football to add three women’s teams: soccer, lacrosse, and 
golf. “Admittedly,” says Strickler, “a lot of [those changes] 
were because of Title [X.” Similarly, when Boston College 
demoted three men’s teams from varsity to club status (a 
decision that will take effect in two years), Title IX was 
blamed in the newspapers but not by the administration. 
“We made a decision that for numerous reasons we had to 
scale back,” says Lynn Holleran. But, she admits, “In 
doing so, we took into account gender equity.” 

“Athletic directors are in tough positions,” says Kimber- 
ly Schuld of the Independent Women’s Forum. “They’re 
saying what they need to say to be protective of them- 
selves, and they’re repeating OCR. But OCR’s policy in 
practice leads to quotas.” And quotas, say Title IX reform- 
ers, don’t belong in sports. 


HE CONTENTION that Title IX compliance demands 
quotas is the reformers’ most compelling argument. 
They are not necessarily against Title IX and the opportu- 
nities it offers, but they are against its enforcement by the 
three-prong test. Take prong one, the “substantial propor- 

tionality” option. Title [IX reformers say that this involves 
simply manipulating the numbers, when school athletics 
would be better served by allowing for the genuine differ- 
ences between men and women. Men, they claim, are sim- 
ply more interested than women in playing sports, so it’s 
natural that varsity programs will be unbalanced. 

Title [IX reformers have other arguments. They say that 
the other two compliance options — expanding athletic 
opportunities (prong two) and accommodating student in- 


es available to college women’s sports 
teams, women are getting the opportunity to compete in more unusual sports like fencing. 
At least three Boston-area colleges have added women’s teams in the last five years. 
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terests and abilities (prong three) — merely provide 
“holding patterns” behind which schools can shield them- 
selves until they comply with the first option — a quota. 
Reformers also claim that prongs two and three are am- 
biguous because the OCR doesn’t provide schools with a 
standard objective test to determine whether their teams 
meet women’s interests. Without such a test, proving 
equivalence via numbers becomes the least complicated 
method of compliance, and many schools choose it. “[Title 
IX reformers] say there should be ways to comply with the 
law other than with numbers,” says Holleran. “The OCR 
would say there are other ways. But if you can’t meet the 
requirements by other factors, you’re left with numbers.” 

Some of the most vocal reformers are current or former 
wrestlers whose sport has been hard hit, and they say it’s 
because of Title IX. (Others argue that wrestling just isn’t 
as popular as it once was.) Groups of wrestlers and others 
have formed Americans Against Quotas and Simply Com- 

apwide worco mon Sense, both of which have a strong 

=) presence on the Internet, though it’s not 

clear where else. Many of their argu- 
ments against Title LIX are more knee- 
jerk, emotional reactions than thought- 
ful analyses. Their articles have titles 
such as “Title [IX from Outer Space” 
and “Title IX: Defying Moral Values?” 
in which the author argues that the 
OCR violates the moral obligation of 
honesty by refusing to admit that Title 
IX is at fault for the “destruction” of 
men’s programs. Another article’s subti- 
tle reads: “Don’t credit Title LX for the 
boom in women’s sports: women would 
have inevitably taken to athletics with 
the same fervor with which they have 
taken to other fields.” 

These arguments do little to persuade 
Title IX’s defenders, though many of 
them admit there are problems with its 
enforcement. In the first place, the De- 
partment of Education argues that ath- 
letics require numerical comparisons 
because men and women must be segre- 
gated in sports. Because schools have 
the right to control] the number of teams 
and sports they offer, and because Title 
IX policy requires nondiscrimination, it 
follows that the numbers must be com- 
pared — but the comparison doesn’t 
amount to quotas. And Donna Lopiano, 
executive director of the Women’s 
Sports Foundation, says it’s schools’ 
own fault if they feel obligated to use 
the “quick and dirty mathematical as- 
sessment” known as proportionality. 
“The reason schools are crying about 
the proportionality requirement is that 
for 20 years, they were too lazy or dis- 
regarding of the law to add sports,” says 
Lopiano. “They painted themselves into 
a corner by not taking advantage of the 
most liberal ways to comply [prongs 
two and three] and are now arguing 
that the most difficult way to comply is 
too onerous.” BC, BU, Northeastern, 
and Tufts opted not to use these meth- 
ods, choosing instead to focus on pro- 
portionality. 


ITLE IX reformers like Schuld predict that a “signifi- 

cant portion” of the policy will change in 12 months 
with a Republican in office. “[They’ve] already indicated 
interest in seeking changes, in giving opportunities for all 
according to interests,” she says. Because the guidelines 
that address athletic programs were developed by the Of- 
fice of Civil Rights, rather than having been written into 
the original legislation, whoever directs the OCR can 
change them. Ideally, the IWF would like to see the gov- 
ernment stop penalizing schools that don’t meet propor- 
tionality, and instead start offering financial incentives to 
schools that find creative ways to fund both men’s and 
women’s teams. But some women’s groups say we’re far 
from ready for any easing of regulations. “While progress 
has been made, the majority of schools are not in compli- 
ance with Title IX,” says Lopiano. “A system has to be put 
in place where OCR is more aggressively enforcing the 
law and providing a remedy for our daughters.” 

“If you take away protections, you could lose equality, 
especially in an area that has been so male-dominated,” 
says Ann Sanders, executive director of the New England 
Women’s Fund, a group that advocates increased oppor- 
tunities for women in sports. “We can’t afford not to keep 
teeth in the legislation. People would scream if I say 
women are oppressed, but [sports for women] hasn’t 
been around [that] long.” 

Maybe, then, all it will take is a few generations of 
women athletes making headlines and appearing in pro- 
fessional sports matches on daily TV before a new “great- 
est moment in women’s sports history” will finally eclipse 
the law that made it all happen. a

It’s just another December Saturday on the Red Line: holiday 
shoppers sauntering out to the stores, holiday shoppers staggering 
back from the stores, Ariadne out looking for Theseus. And you 
thought all that Greek stuff was just a myth. This regal masked 
lady, in sea-blue/sea-green velvet and brocade, with fabulous snaky 
black hair, a shell-encrusted girdle, and a fishing reel with golden 
thread, reaches into my shopping bag and pulls out a bottle of 
Tuscan vin santo; “Oh, I can see you’re an Athenian gentleman of 
real refinement,” she remarks, then calls out to her companion 
(who’s in an identical costume and also appears to be named 
Ariadne), “Hey, I could go for this Theseus.” 

Well, I always did like old-fashioned girls — and Ariadne’s been 
around for almost 3000 years. Experimental-theater artists Mari 
Novotny-Jones and Diane Edgecomb, on the other hand, are 
considerably younger. Still, they've been spending December 
presenting Millennium LabyrinTh: Ariadne’s Thread in the modern 
maze of the MBTA, interacting with commuters and shoppers as 
they look for deadbeat hubby Theseus, hope to avoid their dreaded 
brother the Minotaur, and invoke the protection of the goddess 
Athena. It’ll all culminate at Back Bay Station on First Night, when 
the Minotaur is expected to appear. 

For those who skipped Greek Myth 101, here’s the set-up: King 
Minos of Crete has this beautiful white bull that he’s supposed to 
sacrifice to Poseidon, only he doesn’t — whereupon the bummed- 
out god makes Minos’s wife, Pasiphae, fall for the bull. Result, after 
what must have been a difficult childbirth: the Minotaur, half-man, 
half-bull (which half is which we’ll leave to your imagination). 
Daidalos built the labyrinth that contained him; the Athenian hero 
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Theseus slew him and, with the help of a golden thread given to 
him by Minos’s daughter Ariadne, found his way out of the 
labyrinth, but then he ditched Ariadne on the way back to Athens, 
only to find that his despairing dad had committed suicide because 
Theseus somehow forgot to run up the white sail (they didn’t have 
Sprint wireless back then). 

Food for thought, not to mention the therapist’s couch: the bull 
that a woman prefers to her husband; the horror at the heart of 
life’s maze; the Freudian slip whereby the child replaces his parent. 
And here in Boston (which is, after all, called the “Athens of 
America”) there’s the conundrum of twin Ariadnes, both beautiful 
— maybe Theseus just didn’t know which one to choose. Or maybe 
the mirror-and-maze subtext is that we’re all divided creatures. 
Whatever, for the remainder of the year this duo — one wise, one 
whoopy, both brimming with attitude — will be roaming the MBTA 
labyrinths wishing “Safe journey, noble Athenians” to weary 
commuters and protecting us all from the negativity of their bull- 
headed brother. To that end, the wise Ariadne ties a piece of golden 
thread around my finger and admonishes me to think of when I 
first realized what it means to be human; and looking down at my 
finger, I reflect that this simple act of kindness is one you cannot 
perform for yourself.

Fis Night looks great on paper, but unless you’ve got 
the kind of deep-freeze-resistant gear the climbers 
take to Everest — not to mention the steel nerves re- 
quired to navigate First Night’s logistical catacombs — 
you may want to take refuge in the dark, overpriced, 
overcrowded confines of a Bar. If you’re lucky, the Bar 
will have a Stage — and thus a Band, whose playing 
you'll spend all night ignoring and attempting to talk 
over. A brief guide follows. 
There’s nothing like a liquor- 
fueled crosstown rivalry on New 
Year’s Eve, and we’ve got one 
thanks to punkabillies the 
Amazing Crowns and 
drunkabillies Darkbuster. 
Darkbuster’s Rumble-winning 
set this year included a song 
recounting how, a few years 
previously, the bassist had lost 
his girlfriend to the singer from 
the Crowns during that band’s 
Rumble-winning gig. A certain 
poetic justice has linked the two 
ever since. The Crowns hold 
court at Lilli’s (608 Somerville 
Avenue in Somerville; 591-1661; 
$15) with the Kings of Nuthin’, 
an old-fashioned rock-and-roll 
band who can also carry off 
rockabilly, blues, and C&W 
thanks to a line-up that includes 
stand-up bass, piano, and 
washboard. Darkbuster are at the Middle East upstairs 
(472 Mass Ave in Central Square; 864-EAST; $10) with 
the Speed Devils, the Skels, and the Lost City Angels. 
More fireworks can be seen and heard at the Linwood 
Grille (69 Kilmarnock Street in Boston; 267-8644; 
$20), where Sinners and Saints, a rock-and-roll quartet 
recruited from the ranks of the local hardcore circuit, 
hold forth; they’ve got a firm grounding in Social 
Distortion’s sick-boy punk and the Scandinavian glam- 
stoked hard rock of Backyard Babies. Local metal dudes 
C60 headline; Gargantua Soul and Ego are along as 
well. And if garage pop is your thing, then T.T. the Bear’s 
Place (10 Brookline Street in Central Square; 492- 
BEAR; $20) is your home. On this night, it’s also home 
to the Figgs and the Gravel Pit, as well as to the 
supergroup formed when those two bands merge, the 
Gentlemen. 
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There aren’t many free offerings on the last night of 
the year, but Toad (1912 Mass Ave in Porter Square; 
497-4950) refuses to alter its no-cover policy. It’s got 
great raunchy tunes, if you can squeeze in, courtesy of 
Flor Fina, the Kox, and the Black Eggs, plus something 
approaching family entertainment: opening sets by ace 
roots journeyman Dennis Brennan and by his son Jake’s 
new hard-charged honky-tonk outfit the Confidence 


Men. Further family foibles are on offer at the Somerville 


Theatre (55 Davis Square; 625- 
5700; $25), where brothers 
Brad and Andrew Barr anchor 
the jazz-groove jam band the 
Slip. The group celebrate with 
tunes from their latest, Does, on 
Allman dude Derek Trucks’s 
Flying Frog label. For further 
jam-band jubilation, check out 
the Miracle Orchestra, a local 
jazzy ensemble with a funky 
streak that’ll be holding court at 
the Lizard Lounge (1667 Mass 
Ave in Cambridge; 547-0759).

ave a weekend you'll never forget 
or one you'll never remember, 
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Peach Farm 


A Chinatown seafood restaurant ripe for the picking 


BY ROBERT NADEAU | thought I knew China- 


town well, but I had missed Peach Farm, one of the 


later openings in the mid-’90s wave of Hong Kong 


seafood restaurants. Its menu and 
live-tank seafood selection are not 
unlike those at Jumbo Seafood, East 
Ocean City, or Chau Chow City. But 
Peach Farm has a clear identity, and a 
culinary theme: food gets to the table 
fast. The importance of this cannot be 
overstated. Quite a lot of Cantonese 
cooking is at its peak right out of the 
wok, and begins to lose flavor and 
texture within minutes. Peach Farm 
may not have the most elaborate 
sauces in Chinatown, but the premi- 
um on team speed more than makes 
up for the difference, and keeps this 
basement restaurant jammed with 
Asians and other knowledgeable cus- 
tomers. 

Although the fans were there for 
the seafood, one of the most amazing 
things I tasted at Peach Farm was a 
modest “braised chicken w/bone” hot 
pot ($7.95). Actually, I had it without 
bone, as the waiter offered me a con- 
fusing choice and took my answer as

tic bucket, and then rushed back to 
the kitchen. (By the way, the sick- 
looking fish in the live tank are 
healthy tautog — they naturally 
swim diagonally or even on their 
sides, although they are symmetrical, 


unlike true flatfish.) 

The speed system also works well 
with Hong Kong fried foods. A cur- 
rent on-the-wall special of spicy 
stuffed eggplant with black-bean 
sauce ($11.95) was slightly stuffed 
with a wisp of pork-shrimp paste, 
and had some garlicky black-bean 











with walnuts ($10.95) — Boston 
Phoenix reviews are thorough; we do 
not under-research the news here — 
were also immaculately fried. The 
shrimp were big enough to merit the 
adjective, and the fried walnuts were 
sweetened and delicious. The may- 
onnaise that has somehow become 
attached to this dish was here served 
on the side. 

Stir-fried pea-pod stems ($11.95) 
also benefited from kitchen speed 
and high server morale. If you 
haven’t had these yet, they are a but- 
tery-rich green vegetable, sort of like 
broccoli without the bitterness, and 
well worth the premium over other 
vegetables. Ours were slightly oily, 
but you won’t notice if you eat them 
quickly, and if you taste them right 
away, well, you’ll eat them quickly. 

Although there’s a list of appetiz- 
ers on the long menu, | don’t think 
the restaurant’s really committed to 
them, and therefore I would recom- 
mend ordering soup or splitting a 
quick platter of fried squid or clams 
in black-bean sauce. The “special 


scallop” soup (on the regular menu it 


was $8.95, $11.95, $18.95 — the 
small serves four amply) is a tea-like 
essay on the contrasting flavors of

“no bone.” Even without bone, this 
was the chicken of the year: its rich 
flavor radiated out from each scallop 
of breast meat, enveloping even the 
garlicky sauce and the slices of bam- 
boo shoots added to the sand pot for 
texture. I have to suspect that the 
live-fish tank has a poultry-based 
cousin out back. 

In the realm of live seafood, the 
one to have right now is the 
“steamed black fish” (“seasonal,” 
which actually means based on 
weight; ours for four people was 
$26.95). This is the New England 
blackfish, or tautog, an exquisite fish 
that at Peach Farm is.served in a 
simple, steaming Cantonese sauce of 
shredded ginger and scallion. It is 
both meatier and a little bonier than 
the more familiar sea bass, but easy 
2nough to spoon off the bones. Ac- 
cording to the serving etiquette, your 
fish is netted, shown to you in a plas- 


sauce on the platter. But the focus 
was on the melting, buttery flavor of 
freshly fried eggplant, and that was 
matchless. Spicy dry-fried salted 
squid ($8.50) was another dish that 
wouldn’t have been nearly as good 
after 10 minutes, but when it came 
out — large pieces of biggish squid, 
batter-fried with some salt, drizzled 
with red-pepper flakes in oil — it 
was almost matchless too. (A word 
of warning: if you find a ring of fresh 
green chili, check your hot-stuff li- 
cense before eating.) 

One match turned out to be “spicy 
salted shrimp with head” ($10.95), 
because the shrimp were even sweet- 
er and fresher-tasting than the squid. 
The shrimp skins were thin enough 
to eat, and the frying was so good 
you could eat the heads. (We asked: 
the waiter said he eats the heads. I 
ate the heads. They were good, if not 
so good as the tails.) Jumbo shrimp 


dried scallop shreds and bamboo 
shoots. The Peking ravioli ($5.50) 
are the Chinatown kind — inauthen- 
tically thick-skinned. The tea is 
earthy pu-erh; white rice ($1) is not 
special, but you get a lot. 

Lines form at Peach Farm, but 
move quickly. There is a high pro- 
portion oi large tables in the two 
rooms, and both extended families 
and office parties use them. One Fri- 
day night a party of about 20 had a 
birthday cake for about 40. They 
played a recorded Chinese version of 
“Happy Birthday to You” and ended 
up handing out cake to most of the 
room. Service is quite good. The em- 
phasis on speed gives the whole 
room a high spirit, and one never 
feels rushed or neglected. The food 
is at its best, and people are happy.

Plas- 
tic containers of pork satay, plump 
meatballs, and sweet corn with co- 
conut milk are piled like bananas at 
a market. Such a helter-skelter wel-

Rod Dee Il (along with its older 
sibling in Brookline) is one of the few 
places offering a glimpse of the 
yummy cacophony that surrounds 
Thai food in homeland towns like 
Chiang Mai, Lampang, and Kan- 
chanaburi.

he new four-CD Guided by Voices box set, 
Suitcase: Failed Experiments and Trashed 
Aircraft (Fading Captain Series/Rockathon/ 
recordhead), is more than just a mammoth col- 
lection of demos, outtakes, and aborted ideas 
culled from the bowels of a certain long-ru- 
mored piece of luggage belonging to song- 
writer Robert Pollard. It’s the most vivid exam- 
ple yet of the fan fetishism that’s surrounded 
Pollard for most of the past decade.

George Orwell revisited 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG 


W: are 16 years past 1984, the year that 
served as the title of George Orwell’s 
darkest, most warlike book. And even though 
1984 is still a staple of high-school reading 
lists, and essays like “Politics and the English 
Language” and “Shooting an Elephant” are 
essential texts in 
any undergraduate 
rhetoric course, 
it’s easy to forget 
that it was Orwell 
who created the 
terms “newspeak” 
and “double- 
think,” or the line 
“all animals are 
created equal, but 
some are more 
equal than others” 
the summa- 
tion, almost, of his 
equally chilling 
Animal Farm. 

In Jeffrey Mey- 
ers’s new biography, Orwell emerges as a war- 
rior against a tyranny that has nearly faded 
from view — that of Hitlerian Fascism and 
Stalinist Communism. You could almost call 
him the General Patton of 20th-century litera- 
ture. 

George Orwell was tall and handsome, at- 
tractive to women and a lover of many (but 
scornful of them). Educated at Eton, he was 
supremely well-read, but also immersed in the 
down-and-out life, a reportorial presence and a 
despiser of intellectual fraud wherever it could 
be found. A democratic socialist, he attacked 
socialist intellectuals — many of whom had 
been his friends — root and branch. Satire and 
overstatement were his chosen weapons, Swift 
and Rabelais his models. But he was equally af-

Thornton, Damon break All the Pretty Horses 


BY PETER KEOUGH Cormac McCarthy’s All the Pretty Horses en- 
joys a reputation that eludes me; I find it a turgid, pretentious, self-in- 
dulgent imitation of Hemingway and Faulkner, an adolescent fantasy 


about cowboys and courage and a 
man doing what a man’s gotta do. 
Billy Bob Thornton is a different 
story. He co-wrote one of the last 
decade’s great underrated 
movies, One False Move. He di- 
rected one of that decade’s more 
overrated independent movies, 
Sling Blade. And he’s always en- 
tertaining, if over the top, when 
on screen, sometimes approach- 
ing genius, as in 1998’s A Simple 
Plan. Put the two together and I’d 
expect something operatic, per- 
haps embarrassing, maybe inven- 
tive. But not dull. 

All the Pretty Horse is pretty 
dull indeed, with gorgeous cine- 
matography from Barry 
Markovitz dressing up a litany of 
macho clichés. Were it not for the 
flashes of Thornton’s inspiration, 
or at least idiosyncrasy, and the 
integrity of the cast, this would 
have been a movie Robert Red- 
ford could be proud of, a beauti- 
ful but empty canvas marked with 
gestures at great themes and tow- 
ering emotions. 

Adapted by Ted Tally, whose 
fortunes have ranged from an 
Oscar for The Silence of the 
Lambs to ostracism for Mission to

Mars, the story is simple — par- 
don me, primeval. In postwar 
southern Texas, cowpoke John 
Grady Cole (Matt Damon) finds 
himself sold down the river by his 
mom, who stole the ranch from 
her ex-husband (Robert Patrick, 
who grimaces briefly) and now is 
selling it to the oil company so 
she can pursue her vain ambition 


as a stage actress (in the world of 


Cormac McCarthy, it seems, the 
world is divided into whores and 
horses), 

Disinherited, Grady joins up 
with his buddy Lacey Rawlins 
(Henry Thomas) and heads to 
Mexico, the last frontier, in 
search of work (this is clearly 
pre-NAFTA) and adventure. 
Eventually they sign up at the 
ranch of Don Hector Rocha y 
Villareal (Rubén Blades), where 
Grady demonstrates his exper- 
tise in breaking horses (a brief 
but splendid montage) and falls 
in love (another brief montage, 
this one banal) with Alejandra 
(Penélope Cruz), Don Hector’s 
haughty and highstrung daugh- 
ter (we know this because she 
rides stallions bareback). It 
won't do to have the help fall in 
love with the boss’s daughter, 
even superficially, and so with 
Alejandra’s draconian aunt 
(Miriam Colon) pulling the 
strings, Grady and Lacey find 
themselves dragged out of the 
bunkhouse one morning by Fed- 
erales on what looks like a one- 
way trip to the penitentiary.

Horse of a different color 


NEW YORK — Intrigue has surrounded 
Billy Bob Thornton and Matt Damon, 
and not just about their love lives and 
diets. It seems to have taken forever for 
Thornton's third film, an adaptation of 
Cormac McCarthy’s Ail the Pretty Hors- 
es, to get released. And his second film, 
Daddy and Them, has also gone un- 
seen, though it’s long been finished (as 
has his relationship with that film’s star, 
Laura Dern, whom he dumped for Char- 
lize Theron, his co-star in Pushing Tin 
and now his latest wife). All in all, a lot 
more has been going behind the 
scenes than does in the movie itself, 
and in the meantime he has shown little 
to fulfill the promise of his Oscar-win- 
ning (Best Adapted Screenplay) Sling 


Blade back in 1996.

A penultimate 
episode in the desert with a po- 
lice captain taken hostage, a gun- 
shot wound, and a grateful old 
man is strangely moving, though 
in retrospect it seems gratuitous. 
It might call to mind The Wild 
Bunch, but not for long. 

For in the end, despite Horses’ 
pretense of primality and purity, 
self-congratulatory platitudes, 
delivered by no less than Bruce 
Dern as an honest country 
judge, prevail. The most com- 
pelling moment in the movie’s 
love story comes when a com- 
plete stranger does a tap dance 
— which suggests that though 
Thornton and McCarthy may be

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BEAUTIFUL SUNDAY 


Tetsuya Nakashima (Happy-Go-Lucky) has entered the fray of Japan’s Beat Cinema 
artists with this dour, quirky tale of urban life. Unfolding from dawn to dusk in a bland 
apartment complex in an unnamed city, the plot takes in a young couple who exor- 
cise their marital tensions and escape their cluttered flat by playing catch in the play- 
ground; the self-righteous mothers who ostracize them for this dangerous sport; the 
mysterious landlady with a passion for painting; the well-dressed baddie (a yakuza, 
perhaps) with a tiny revolver; and the woman who sits and screams while clad in tra- 
ditional robes amid her tea paraphernalia. A fine cast, including Masatoshi Nagase 
(Mystery Train, Cold Fever), light a spark under this cold, slow-moving film; the 
soundtrack is clever and evocative, often offering more narrative insight than the 
sparse dialogue or the inscrutable acts of the characters; and Nakashima’s photo- 
graphic hand is sure, even if his ultra-hip screenplay could use some of the humor of 
Burroughs or the passion of Kerouac.

Earlier, Chuck’s plane crashed in one of the most harrow- 
ing such sequences since Fearless, and his reckless rescue of the pocket watch 
his fiancée, Kelly (Helen Hunt), had given him as a Christmas present may have 
been what saved his life. For the next four years, he will eke out a life on a tiny rock 
in the middle of the South Pacific. Sounds like a New Yorker cartoon, or Daniel 
Defoe’s Robinson Crusoe, especially in the brilliant Luis Bufuel adaptation. 

Hanks, though, is brilliant himself, bringing reserves of irony, wit, and pathos to his 
ordeal and showing a Chaplinesque knack for physical comedy — which comes in 
handy since his only interlocutor is a volleyball named Wilson. Zemeckis, too, shows 
cinematic subtlety in outlining Chuck’s progress from time-obsessed workaholic to 
bereft primitive to discoverer of such milestones in civilization as edged tools, fire, 
and religious fetishism. Indeed, Chuck couldn't have picked a better place to cast 
away — insect- and bacteria-free and tropically serene, the island hones him into a 
slim, tanned-and-toned demi-god who looks 10 years younger than when he left. By 
contrast, the civilization he leaves behind seems phony, like a mediocre movie. 
That's the film’s major failing; none of Chuck’s mooning over Kelly matches his an- 
guish when he's parted from his true friend, Wilson the volleyball. At the Copley

CHOCOLAT 


The enduring appeal of chocolate is that it’s not too sweet; there’s always a trace of 
its essential bitterness. Not so in Chocolat Lasse Hallstr6m’s adaptation of the 
Joanne Harris novel is all confection. A north wind and a fairy-tale narrator whisk 
Vianne (Juliette Binoche, here a Gallic Betty Crocker) and her young daughter Anouk 
(a coltish Victoire Thivisol) into the chilly village of Lansquenet. Vianne is a candymak- 
er and a bit of a witch, so the chocolaterie she opens sorely tempts the uptight inhabi- 
tants, especially since Lent is just beginning. As in a number of other recent movies 
— What Lies Beneath, Malena, The Gift— she’s the exceptional female who uncov- 
ers the community's buried fears and desires and so must be destroyed. The agent of 
that punishment is the stern Comte de Reynaud (a cartoonish Alfred Molina), who 
tries to unite the rest of the town against the seductive interloper. But you know he’s 
just dying to bite into her chocolate-covered “nipples of Venus,” and who wouldn't be? 
Although Johnny Depp shows up midway as a Irish-brogued “river rat” to stir up other 
appetites, the most Chocolat will inspire is a trip to the concession stand. At the Fen-

DUDE, WHERE’S MY CAR? 


Yep, it’s even worse than Meet the Deedies. Every few years, a new suburban slacker 
comedy tries to reproduce the success of Bill and Ted’s Excellent Adventure with 
bong-watered-down results. The impetus behind such flicks seems to be some untal- 
ented and desperate screenwriter’s desire to share the stoned conversations and an- 
tics of himself (these flicks are always male pipe dreams) and his buddies. The plot is 
the same as ever: two indistinguishable perpetual adolescent wastoids overcome in- 
credible odds only because they're too brain-dead to let anything bother them. Here 
it's Jesse (Ashton Kutcher) and Chester (Seann William Scott), who wake up one 
morning with no car, no memory of the night before, and two sets of aliens demand- 
ing from them some sort of gizmo.

AN EVERLASTING PIECE 


In a Belfast torn by sectarian violence in the mid 1980s, two barbers, one a Protes- 
tant (Brian F. O’Byrne), the other a Catholic (Barry McEvoy), team up to corner the 
toupee market in Northern Ireland. They have until midnight on Christmas Eve to 
conduct more hairpiece transactions than their rivals, Toupee or Not Toupee. If they 
win, they'll be awarded the franchised monopoly that the previous proprietor (Billy 
Connolly) vacated when he went insane and scalped a few customers. 

if the concept of a film about hairpiece salesmen sifting for bald clientele amid a 
bloody conflict strikes you as odd, so did the idea that a president might start a war 
to cover up a scandal before Barry Levinson gave us Wag the Dog a few years 
back. His An Everlasting Piece might not be so prescient, but like fellow pond hop- 
pers Billy Elliot and Brassed Off, it unfurls with working-class aplomb: gritty, bitter- 
sweet, and intermittently uproarious. The interplay between McEvoy’s hotheaded 
reactionary and O’Byrne’s amiable lunk also goes a long way, but the story line, 














penned by McEvoy, wears thin as it ping-pongs coif- 
feurs between the IRA and the British Army.

Action speaks loudest in Crouching Tiger 
BY GARY SUSMAN You've never seen anything quite like Crouching 


Tiger, Hidden Dragon before. If you’re a lover of art-house and foreign 
films, you’ve never seen a film of such delicacy and decorousness that also 


offers such heart-stopping action 
sequences. And if you’re a Hong 
Kong—movie cultist, even one ac- 
customed to female-driven action 
seen these

As Cannes 2000 split furiously last May, Gore-Bush fashion, over the 
worth of Dancer in the Dark, practically everyone found common ground 
in appreciating Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, which was having its 


out-of-competition world premiere. 
From special-effects geeks to the 
snobbiest of high-art critics, all 
were captivated by Ang Lee’s grand 
entertainment, with its sliding into 
the spiritual and philosophical amid 
the most gloriously inventive sky- 
hopping, sword-and-sorcery battle 
scenes — not to mention the two 
great iconic presences of Hong 
Kong cinema, Chow Yun Fat and 
Michelle Yeoh. “Cannes is both the 
most artistic and the. most gaudy 
place I’ve been to,” the Taiwan- 
born, NYU-trained Lee explained. 
“My screenings here of Eat Drink 
Man Woman and Ice Storm were 
great ones. It’s important to come 
to Cannes and face the world.” 

Ang is famous for reinventing 
himself with each film — he’s 
moved with consummate agility 
from Jane Austen’s England (his 
masterly Sense and Sensibility) to 
suburban Connecticut (The Ice 
Storm) to the Civil War-era West 
(Ride with the Devil). “It was 
time to make a change to another 
genre. Martial arts is like dancing. 
It has nothing to do with how to 
beat someone up. It’s pure cine- 
ma, about the best place to posi- 
tion the camera. 


“From my years of practicing 
tai chi, | wanted something simi- 
lar, a softer style than in most 
martial-arts movies. But my 
choreographer told me that it can 
get boring without some hitting.” 
The very soft-spoken Ang smiled 
while describing Crouching Tiger 
as “a kick-butt movie.” 

And a high-tech one. “Four hun- 
dred shots are computerized, which 
allows speed variations and wire re- 
movals.” Translated: Ang’s actors 





could be flown high through the air 
on harnesses hitched to thick, visi- 
ble wires that later, because he had 
the budget to afford the lab work, 
were digitally edited out.

“Green Destiny”; when it’s 
stolen, Mu Bai comes out of re- 
tirement to join his friend Shu 
Lien in recovering it from the 


row Never Dies), talked about the 
special schooling for Crouching 
Tiger: “Ang brought in the best tai 
chi masters. We were in a boot 
camp, and I trained like a newcom- 
er. | knew how to use my right 
hand, but never before my left one!

Good Machine, explained, “I’m 
along for the ride. My job with Ang 
is to keep his feet on the ground. 
There’s a mixture of incredible 
modesty and insane hubris which 
he brings to every set. 

“Writing this script was like 
going into another world, like 
translating from Portuguese to 
Spanish, from Saturn to Mars. My 


likely thief, Mu Bai’s old nemesis 
Jade Fox (Cheng Pei Pei).

first draft was all about plot, and 
what was not important yet was 
the aroma of Chinese culture. The 
Chinese crew who read it were 
very polite, but the script to them 
was insane!

Crouching Tiger’s most fanciful 
action episode was conceived by

A Touch of Zen. “The original was 


very avant-garde, pre-wire work, 
using a trampoline! Ang said, “Yes, 
a homage, let’s do it, but let’s do it 
on top of a bamboo forest.’ It took 
us three weeks, and Chow was 
such a trooper, 80 feet up where 
he sails down. There were four 
wire crews working at once, or 
else he would have sailed into a 
tree and had his back broken.” 

The movie is based on the fourth 
part of a five-part Chinese novel 
(same title) by Wang Du Lu. “I 
was a fan of this novelist growing 
up in Taiwan,” said Ang. “It was in 
forbidden Chinese, a male fantasy 
genre with its heart in pulp fiction, 
kind of like James Bond but with a 
righteous moral code, and the hero 
wins the girls. My version is differ- 
ent: women carry the movie, which 
gives it an emotional, psychological 
reality. And Chow has to deal with 
things in a midlife-crisis kind of 
way. I think that’s new. 

“Young Jen, played by Zhang 
Ziyi, is the crouching tiger: a hid- 
den, potent force. Even. though 
we have sexy, racy scenes, the 
characters are very repressed. 
They can kick ass all they want, 
but when they come to desire, it’s 
a mystery.

Happy hunting 


Finding Forrester extends good will 
BY PETER KEOUGH Despite the hostile response to his 


near frame-by-frame re-creation of Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Psycho, Gus Van Sant doesn’t seem to have shaken off his

repetition compulsion. At first glance his 
Finding Forrester seems like another version 
of Good Will Hunting with a few minor 
changes. There’s the volatile inner-city 
prodigy, the crusty mentor, the lovingly de- 
tailed funky neighborhood, the circle of 
homeboy friends. There’s even Matt 
Damon, sort of. As opposed to what hap- 
pened with Psycho, however, here Van Sant 
improves on the original — just the absence 
of Robin Williams, bad Boston accent and 


seems to be filling a more important niche, 
making mainstream movies that are cannily 
crafted and at times even subversive — feel- 
good movies that also make you feel uneasy.

Yi, by the Taiwanese writer/director Edward 


Yang, is a series of vignettes about the lives of 


members of a Taipei family who all reach indi- 


vidual points of crisis during the same brief 


period of time — after the wedding of A-Di 
(Chen Xisheng) and his pregnant bride, Xiao 
Yan (Xiao Shushen). A-Di’s mother (Tang 
Ruyun) falls ill the day of the wedding and 
lapses into a coma.

perform. Ting-Ting feels her life can’t be set 
right until she knows that her grandmother 
has forgiven her.

Yang presents these stories (and those of ad- 
juncts to the family, like Sherry, Ting-Ting’s 
friend Lili, and Fatty, the mournful boy both 
girls are attracted to) with an extreme restraint 
that we’re not used to.

more accurate to say that Yang is a lyrical natu- 
ralist who’s shed any remnants of formalism, 
so his lyricism is sensed rather than seen.

The sad-sack A-Di, in refuge from his 
marriage, lying on his ex-girlfriend’s bed in his 
boxers, and the way Fatty (Yupang Chang) — 
who is actually a slender youth — hands Ting- 
Ting a letter for her friend, his head bowed. 
The awkward body language of the two girls in 
the hall of the apartment building where they 
both live when Lili (Adrian Lin) demands to 
know whether Ting-Ting has been seeing Fatty, 
and the different ways the family members hold 
themselves when they pour out their hearts to 
the comatose grandmother. Her condition be- 
comes a catalyst for their confessionals, rather 
like the way the strangeness of the eclipse in 
Judy Berlin — the other movie this year that 


catalogues the responses of a group of inter- 
connected characters to an unfathomable 
glitch in the progression of their lives — per- 
mits normally repressed feelings to flow freely. 
Yi Yi literally translates as “one-one,” which 
means “individuality” — a reference to both 








the movie’s multiple subjects and its form. 
(Yang chose the English title, A One and a 
To, because he liked its link to jazz, the im- 
provisational art.) 

I fell in love with many of the characters in 
Yi Yi, but perhaps two in particular. NJ’s com- 
pany considers going into partnership with a 
Japanese firm, and in the course of these nego- 
tiations he discovers a kindred spirit, the firm’s 
director, Mr. Ota (Issey Ogata). Ota’s gentle- 
ness is like a gift from the gods; when Da-Da 
phones NJ in Tokyo to tell him they’ve found 
another partner, you understand why NJ slams 
down the receiver as if he’d been betrayed. And 
NJ’s eight-year-old, Yang-Yang (Jonathan 
Chang), experiences his own self-discovery in 
the course of the movie. He asks his father how 
we can ever know the truth when each of us 
sees through different eyes. Then he arrives at 
his own answer. He takes a series of photos of 
the backs of his relatives’ heads. His teacher, 
an insensitive petty tyrant, mocks the boy’s ef- 
forts, but there’s something compelling about 
these snapshots. Finally he presents one to his 
uncle, explaining that it catches a perspective 
A-Di doesn’t have: “You can’t see, so I help 
you.”

The ART stages a Chekhov circus 


BY CAROLYN CLAY Chekhov dies at the end of Three Farces and a 
Funeral, but he gets buried earlier on — by an arty circus of a production 
that is not, however, without its rewards. American Repertory Theatre 


artistic director Robert Brustein 
has knitted together three of the 
Russian writer’s early “vaude- 
villes”: one-act farces, all centered 
on the grotesqueries of courtship 
and marriage (in Chekhov's repre- 
sentation, two parts combat and 
one part hard-nosed negotiation). 
The yarn Brustein uses is excerpts 
from the writer’s later-in-life cor- 
respondence with his actress wife- 
to-be, Olga Knipper, some of it 
about the farces themselves, some 


of it relating to their subject, all of 
it underlined by the yearning of 


two strong individuals struggling 
to unite. And the adapter ties up 
the enterprise with a short play of 
his own, Chekhov on Ice, that de- 
picts the writer’s death — which, 
like his work, occurred at a cross- 
roads of elegance and absurdity. 

If the ART production doesn’t 
seem particularly Chekhovian, you 
certainly can’t argue that it isn’t 
Russian. Yuri Yeremin, its director, 
is a former head of the Moscow 
Pushkin Theatre. (He staged ART’s 
exquisitely impressionistic Ivanov 
last year.) Its topsy-turvy design de- 
rives from Russian Constructivism, 
taking as its focal point the slow 
creation of something much like

Revels comes home to Appalachia 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ “There’s no place like home for the holidays,” 
Judy Garland told us — or was it Bing Crosby? Certainly there’s no 
place like America for the Revels folks. Their annual Christmas Revels 


production has spanned the globe, 
from England to Scandinavia to 
Russia to Italy, but for the millenni- 
um edition, and their 30th anniver- 
sary, they’re exploring . . . Ap- 
palachia. And they prove there’s 
nothing like home cooking. Their 
secret ingredient is something you 
don’t see much of on Boston 
stages: black people. In this case, 
singer Janice Allen (power and 
sweetness for “Go Tell It on the 
Mountain”), “hambone” Cyrus 
Brooks (loose and confident, with 
the kind of talent that’s also the 
product of hard work), and Rox- 
bury’s own Silver Leaf Gospel 
singers, whose authenticity and 
artistry produced, at last Sunday’s 
matinee, something I have never 
seen at any Revels production: a 
spontaneous encore, “Shadrach, 
Meshach, Abednego.” Five guys 
with old bodies and young hearts 
who put the Gospel back into 
gospel. I would say God bless them, 
except that God doesn’t need any 
prompting from me. 

There’s a lot of color-blind 
smarts in this production too. The 
simple set reflects the usual Revels 
intelligence: a front porch with a 
quilt-covered rocker and a small 


Christmas tree, clothes lines 
with a flannel shirt, calico 
aprons, a red union suit, and 
patchwork quilts, and a 
naked tree (birch? willow?) 
just outside the Christmas fir, 
the two setting each other off 
and making their own theo- 
logical statement. Stage right 
you'll find the Cambridge 
Symphonic Brass Ensemble, 
possessed of gorgeous into- 
nation but also deft imagina- 
tion (Billy Rose’s “The Strip- 
per” infiltrating Sookey Sue’s 
appearance in the Appalachi- 
an mummers’ play). Stage 
left, the Stony Point String 
Band (hammered dulcimer, 
fiddle, stand-up bass, tin whistle, 
guitar, banjo), who throw in old- 
timy piano for “Go Tell It on the 
Mountain” and hints of Grofé’s 
Grand Canyon suite for the mum- 
mers’ play. During the verses of 
“Brightest and Best,” the women 
take the washing off the line, 
demonstrating that you can’t really 
fold a quilt by yourself, you have to 
work with someone else. Later, 
we're told what each quilt repre- 
sents and reminded that quilts are 
“pieces of old stuff” — just like us,

in a way. The show’s children 
sprawl on the floor next to their 
Revels “parents” to become part of 
the audience. It’s an America that 
never was but should have been. 
The program is the usual blend 
of singing, dancing, and story- 
telling. Sheila Kay Adams, who’s 
from the mountains of North Car- 
olina, regales us with tales of wit- 
nessing a “Christmas Miracle” with 
her “Bread Daddy” and playing 
with her 72 first cousins.

center of which is Kissel’s very 
human suitor, in tails as long as a 
bridal train, and Jokovic’s loping, 
bobbing bumpkin in triangular 
farmwear. (Catherine Zuber’s cos- 
tumes are tremendously inventive.) 

In The Proposal, the large Three 
Farces cast functions as a sort of au- 
dience/sound-effects-supplying 
chorus. And as fisticuffs ensue on 
the stage floor, a deathly figure in a 
top hat makes his somber way 
across a catwalk overhead, only to 
appear on stage and start brushing 
black paint into a corner of a large, 
upended frame. But the artiness 
doesn’t overwhelm the farce the 
way it does in The Bear and The 
Wedding, where, despite the prat- 
falls and brawling, there’s so much 
stylized overlay that the plays can’t 
move. Like The Proposal, The Bear 
portrays courtship as combat (in 
this case, armed). And The Wed- 
ding centers on a provincial nuptials 
in which almost everyone is drunk, 
bullying, toadying, or all three. Here 
The Bear becomes a frantic but la- 
boriously protracted battle of the 
sexes in which the entire cast (ex- 
cept for Remo Airaldi’s servant) al- 
ternates as the male and female 
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combatants so that Chekhov's bat- 
tle of the sexes becomes a thing for 
brigades rather than individuals 
(with a very hirsute male side). And 
The Wedding is a Fellini-esque af- 
fair featuring, like the other two 
plays, oom-pah dirge music and the 
black-clad artist who would seem to 
be painting the writer into the cor- 
ner of Chekhov on Ice 

To judge from Ivanov, | would 
call Yeremin a gifted director. But 
he overburdens this slight material, 
despite some very funny turns by 
the actors, particularly Will 
LeBow’s as the sliding-drunk father 
of the bride in The Wedding (which 
features some non-sequitur worthy 
of Beyond the Fringe). Alvin Ep- 
stein, as an old sailor duped into 
posing as a general, comes closest 
to capturing Chekhovian inflection. 
And Kissel’s performance as the 
writer is both wise and wrenching 
(with a cough that pains you to lis- 
ten to). In the brief but tender 
Chekhov on Ice, he remarks, “All 
my plays are funny — except when 
Stanislavsky directs them.” If 
Chekhov had lived long enough, he 
might also have mentioned 
Yeremin. Ed

Baitz had mined from Ibsen’s script 
and the compulsion of the central 
character. In Burton’s reading, 
Hedda is less a frustrated Scandi- 
navian bitch than a woman who 
just can’t help herself. “You got it,” 


agrees the actress. “So much of 


what she does is just totally reac- 
tionary. She doesn’t think about 
what she does; she just does it, 
which is very unusual for a 


woman of that time. Women of 


that time didn’t move a muscle 
without thinking about it.” 
Hedda Gabler is, of course, 
very much a woman of her time, 
an ambitious, even masculine 
female trapped in a cultural vise 
that allows very little wiggle 
room for her sex. “To me,” says 
Burton, “what makes her so 
compelling is that the issues she 
deals with are issues today’s 


woman would not have much of 


a problem with. This is a 
woman who grew up in a very 
dysfunctional circumstance. 
Her mother died when she was 
very young. She was brought up 


primarily by her dad, who was 
very authoritarian, didn’t give her 
any kind of latitude. She’s really 
almost been brought up as a boy, 
which was something we thought 
about a lot. That was her MO — 
her way of approaching things. 

“The thing about the play is that 
when I was in drama school at 
Yale, I didn’t appreciate Ibsen very 
much. I gravitated toward 
Chekhov because his humanity is 
so overwhelming and so appealing 
to young actors. But I have to say 
that, as I get older, Ibsen is so fas- 
cinating to me. We were all very 
lucky to have seen Janet McTeer 
do A Doll’s House on Broadway, 
having done it all over Britain. It 
was such a refreshing experience 
to see Ibsen kind of rediscovered. 
And | feel a little bit that’s what 
we've done, because people come 
to see this show thinking, ‘Oh, 
dear God, I’ve got to see Hedda 
Gabler,’ and they’re riveted. 

“The thing that really helped me 
was this wonderful talk that Janet 
Suzman, the great English actress, 
had given about Hedda Gabler. 
What she did was, she humanized 
her for me. ! had thought, ‘Oh my 
God, this dark character, everybody 
hates her.’ And she helped me un- 
derstand where she’s coming from. 
It’s just this woman who has so 
much to offer in a lot of ways but 
can’t figure out a venue, an outlet. 

“I think what we tried to do, and 
it kind of happened effortlessly, 
was rather than saying, ‘Here we 
are on our mahogany set with 
everybody dressed in black,’ we 
tried to tell the story in a fresh way. 
Which is, ‘Here’s a woman who’s 
kind of got everything going for 
her. She’s married. It’s not, per- 
haps, the love of her life, but he’s a 


lovely man. She’s got this amazing, 
beautiful house, and she’s got a 
fantastic wardrobe. She’s just been 
on a five-month honeymoon. And 
the intent, for me, was to say, ‘I’m 
going to make a go of this.’ 
There’s a sense not so much of 
hope — that’s too strong a word 
— as of, ‘This might work.’ 
“Then, what happens to her by a 
confluence of events, people com- 
ing back into her life, people enter- 
ing her life, is that it becomes inex- 
orable that it all skews and goes 
down within 36 hours. What Janet 
Suzman kept saying was, ‘You 
have to know she’s going to die 
within 36 hours, but you can’t play 
that. She doesn’t know she’s going 
to die in 36 hours.’ In truth, her 
decision to kill herself is the only 
premeditated thing she does. The 
minute Judge Brack makes it very 
clear that to maintain her ‘free- 
dom,’ Hedda’s going to have to 
succumb to him in some way — 
whether it’s sexually, emotionally, 
philosophically, whatever it is — it 
frees her, funnily enough. You’re 
watching a strong, vibrant charac- 
ter go through this journey where 
she has no choice but to do what 
she does. You get to know her and 
to know what’s important to her 
— the need to control someone’s 
destiny, the need to have power 
over people, the need to make a 
difference on some level. And you 
know there’s really nowhere else 
for her to go. Probably if she were 
alive today, she’d be running for 
the Senate from New York.” ca

fected by the passionate detail of Charles Dick- 
ens, the working-class sensuality of D.H. 
Lawrence, the brutal masculinity of Wyndham 


Lewis and T.E. Lawrence: Contradictory, per-. 


haps. But, as Meyers writes, “Orwell never 
could — perhaps never wanted to — resolve 
the contradictions in his elusive character: 
Etonian prole, anti-colonial policeman, bour- 
geois bum, Tory Anarchist, Leftist critic of the 
Left, puritanical lecher, kindly autocrat.” 

This Orwell does not sound like “the first 
saint of Our Age,” as one contemporary de- 
scribed him, but perhaps the lives of saints defy 
the attributes of sainthood. It is too bad that 
nowhere in Meyers’s exhaustively factual biog- 
raphy is reference made to St. Augustine. For 
surely it is Augustine whose mind, conscience, 
and historical position the life of “George Or- 
well” — his real name was Eric Blair — close- 
ly resembles. As Augustine was almost the last 
significant writer of classical 
Latin, so Orwell was the 
most significant English au- 
thor in the last generation in 
which writing mattered, the 
three decades during which 
movies, television, and the 
telephone gradually reduced 
the written word to a side ef- 
fect. Augustine was the most 
developed conscience in his turbulent century 
of barbarian invasion; Orwell was the most ac- 
tive conscience in the age in which the bar- 
barism of modern, industrial totalitarianism 
waged war on fairness and “decency,” as he 
termed it. Augustine was a defender of the 
common man with all his faults — he made his 
mark by opposing those who would limit the 
universal (Catholic) church to only the saints; 
Orwell, too, though aristocratically schooled, 
defended and identified himself with the “op- 
pressed classes,” wrote them as heroes and 
heroines into his books, sought their liberation 
both political and spiritual. Lastly, both Augus- 
tine and Orwell were driven by deep personal 
guilt, a swallowing force that tore Augustine 
away from every civic attachment and forced 
him to his confessions, and that pushed Orwell 
into physical hardship, deprivation, and illness. 
As Meyers sums up, “the writing of his books 
literally killed him.” 

The great ethical question that Augustine 
wrestled with was the problem of evil: why do 
men do wrong? His answer was that man 


knows what is right but does wrong because he | 


wants to do it. Orwell, who, writes Meyers, was 
a violent man with a “warrior cast of mind,” 
did not ask why evil existed: he observed it, 
pointed to it, described it, and combatted it in 
some of the ugliest, most violent writing ever 
published. He was also a dramatic essayist, one 
whose books and short pieces reward a re-read 
as much as if not more than a first read. 

War memoirs move from crisis to crisis, 
drama to drama. So it is with Meyers’s narra- 
tive. He takes the reader on an unembellished 
(sometimes too much so) ride where the de- 
tails of his subject’s life link to the personal 
recollections of those who knew him, as the 
reader encounters the writer’s painful 
progress from boy Blair to man Orwell. We 
feel the hunger of Eric Blair’s emotionally 
starved childhood; we endure the cruelty 
inflicted on his body and soul at St. Cyprian’s, 
his first boarding school; we welcome, at last, 
the bit of freedom (and the intellectual chal- 
lenges) he found at Eton. Having graduated 
from Eton, Blair went out into the world “ugly 
and certain he could never be anything but 
ugly.” Yet there was clear purpose to Blair/ 
Orwell’s Progress. He made himself suffer, 
and by suffering he earned the right to speak 
for the oppressed people who were the sub- 
jects of his books. From the imperially policed 
Burmese whom he knew as a, yes, Imperial 
Burma policeman to the tramps and proles he 
wrote about in Down and Out in Paris and 


London and The Road to Wigan Pier, Blair — 


now calling himself Orwell — lived in and of 


the appalling oppressions he wrote of and ex- 
coriated. 

But these books were prose in search of a 
voice, a voice in search of a theme, and that’s 
what he found during his ill-fated months 
fighting in the Spanish Civil War as a soldier 
in the ILS/POUM (Anarchist) regiment. 
There, in May 1937, on leave in Barcelona 
after being wounded at the front, Orwell wit- 
nessed first hand the betrayal, torture, and 
murder of the Anarchists by the orthodox 
Communists. Indeed, as a member of the 
Anarchist militia, he was lucky not to have 
been murdered himself. He considered 
Homage to Catalonia his finest book, says 
Meyers, and for good reason: he had seen 
the inhuman consequences of blind totalitar- 
ianism, the poison that was Stalinism, and 
he had to tell of it. It was his personal revela-

tion, his conversion, his Confessions, if you 
will. From that moment on, just as Augustine 
became the apostle of democratic Catholi- 
cism, so Orwell wrote as a prophet of doom. 
The “wintry conscience of a generation” 
knew his soul now. If Communism would 
mislead, betray, and murder ordinary work- 
ing people, he would satirize, vilify, and ex- 
pose it, its fatuity and dishonesty — and his 
work would be all the more deadly because 
he was writing not as a “conservative” but 
from a democratic socialist (“non-Commu- 
nist Marxist,” Meyers calls it) point of view. 

But each book he wrote cost him more of 
his health. Tuberculosis took hold, and by 
stages, as he progressed from Homage to 
Catalonia to his magnificent British essays to 
Animal Farm to 1984, the disease ate him 
up. The writing of 1984 killed him: it is im- 
possible to not be gripped by Meyers’s nar- 
rative, as Orwell, bedridden and wasting, 
fights to finish the book before the bacillus 
finishes him. And he does finish it, barely six 
months before his death day. 

Augustine had died at age 80, with the 
Vandals besieging and sacking his beloved 
Utica; Orwell died in 1950, with Stalinism 
still on the move in both Europe and Asia. 
Cruelty, disappointment, and abysmal can- 
dor move dangerously through the writings 
of men who choose — and know they are 
choosing — a saint’s hard fate. &

In the tradition 


The Ken Burns Jazz CDs 
BY JON GARELICK The airing of Ken Burns’s 


10-part documentary Jazz is still a couple of weeks 
away (it begins January 8 on local PBS outlets 


Channel 2 and 44), but the advance 
word has long been out. Interviews with 
the director began appearing last sum- 
mer, and the stores already have the ac- 


companying book, Jazz: A History of 


America’s Music, by Burns and Geof- 
frey C. Ward (Knopf), and the five-CD 
Ken Burns Jazz: The Story of America’s 
Music (Columbia/Legacy). Not to men- 
tion the display racks that are popping 
up in stores for the 22 individual 
“definitive artist” CDs that are also part 
of the “Ken Burns Jazz” juggernaut. 

Let’s leave a more complete discus- 
sion of the book and film until closer to 
air date and confine ourselves to the 
CDs. For the consumer, the questions 
are: is the Burns a good history, 
and is it a good listen? Colum- 
bia/Legacy has tried to counter- 
act early.-negative reviews by in- 
sisting, as one spokesperson for 
the label put it, that “this is not 
the history of jazz” but rather a 
CD accompaniment to the film. 
That’s one way to avoid the in- 
evitable gripes of the always- 
contentious jazz audience about 
what’s been left out, but the set 
is a history (The Story of Ameri- 
ca’s Music), and like any sound- 
track it hastto stand on its own. 

But before I gripe, let’s take a 
look at what is here. For the first 
three discs, and maybe the 
fourth, this set is just about flaw- 
less. Because of the recent 
record-industry mega-mergers, 
Burns and his producers had un- 
precedented scope in their choice 
of music. What he couldn* get 
from the co-production efforts of 
Columbia/Legacy (read: Sony) 
and the Verve Music Group (the 
jazz wing of the giant Universal 
Music Group) he coaxed from 
other labels — thus, the Savoy/ 
Denon—owned Charlie Parker 
sides are part of the deal. 

The set begins with Louis 
Armstrong’s 1931 recording of 
Hoagy Carmichael’s “Star 
Dust”; that’s followed by Mississippi 
Fred McDowell’s 1959 “Soon One 
Mornin’ (Death Come a-Creepin’ in 
My Room).” The coupling establishes 
not only the importance of the blues 
and popular song in the making of jazz 
but also the primacy of Louis Arm- 
strong. Which is not a bad argument to 
start with. Burns and his collaborators 
use central figures to trace the history 
of jazz, so rather than being lumped 
into.single “chapters,” progenitors like 
Armstrong and Ellington thread their 
way through most of the five-CD set. 
Armstrong dominates the first disc, but 
we also get the wild orchestral ragtime 
of James Reese Europe’s WWI Army 
band, plus Bessie Smith and Jelly Roll 
Morton. (One inexplicable omission is 
ragtime king Scott Joplin, whose work 
as pianist and composer would seem 
easily as integral as that of Delta blues 
artists like McDowell.) 

For many novices, early jazz is not 
only chronologically but musically the 
most distant. The Burns set’s flash-card 
narrative makes sense of it, with one re- 
freshing surprise after another, present- 
ing all manner of Armstrong (from the 
Hot Five to his work with Clarence 
Williams and Fletcher Henderson) to 
the first generation of his progeny: 
Henry “Red” Allen (also with Hender- 
son), Ellingtonians Bubber Miley, Rex 
Stewart, and Cootie Williams, and the 
“first truly great white jazz musician,” 


Bix Beiderbecke. In fact, the first blissful 
segue in the set comes when we jump 
from Armstrong’s epochal “West End 
Blues” to Ellington’s “The Mooche” 
(recorded a bare three months later) and 
then three more contemporary Ellington 
tracks of mixed sources. This is one of 
several revelatory juxtapositions unique 
to this set — two geniuses creating their 
first masterworks almost simultaneous- 
ly. Armstrong had already made his 
influential trip to New York for his stint 
with the Henderson band (the set’s 
Henderson/Armstrong “Sugar Foot 
Stomp” is from 1925), and listening to 
early Ellington you can recall Duke’s im- 
precation to his men that they should all 
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PROGENITOR: the Burns five-CD set establishes 
not only the importance of the blues and popular 
song as key ingredients in the making of jazz but also 
the primacy of Louis Armstrong. 


try to play like Armstrong: from trum- 
pets to saxophones to piano, bass, and 
drums — the virtuoso instrumental 
prowess, the vocal-like expressiveness, 
but above all that essential swing. 

The clearly organized and notated 
CD booklet is another plus. Dates, 
personnel, and sources are easy to 
track, and the commentary (by anno- 
tators Loren Schoenberg and Michael 
Cuscuna) provides erudite, incisive 
context, pointing out, for instance, 
that “virtually every aspiring jazz play- 
er knew Beiderbecke and [saxophonist 
Frankie] Trumbauer’s solos by heart,” 
or suggesting that we listen to the bass 
of Pops Foster behind Armstrong on 
“St. Louis Blues.” Ward’s accompany- 
ing essay overview suggests the schol- 
arly sweep and anecdotal vividness of 
the book, citing sources as varied as 
Bing Crosby, Gunther Schuller, Miles 
Davis, and trumpeter/historian Max 
Kaminsky in a single fluid passage on 
Louis Armstrong. (It’s this same kind 
of care and scope that informs the 22 
“definitive” CDs and makes them a 
solid bet for anyone looking to get a 
good introduction to a single artist.) 

The set also chronicles jazz’s various 
revolutions in a way that you can hear 
— not to mention the split in jazz’s 
identity between dancehall pop and 
concert-hall art. Moving from the 
rough-and-tumble polyphony of early 
jazz through Jelly Roll Morton and 
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Louis Armstrong, you can understand 
why there was a reaction by jazz tradi- 
tionalists (even as early as the mid 
’30s!) against the smooth synchroniza- 
tion of big-band swing. In that light, the 
set makes absolutely clear the shock of 
the bebop revolution — jumping from 
Gene Krupa’s 1941 dance-floor anthem 
“Drum Boogie” to the 1945 Dizzy 
Gillespie/Charlie Parker performance of 
“Salt Peanuts.” Both pieces are built on 
short three-note rhythmic motives that 
spell the syllables of the tunes’ titles, but 
the conception of rhythm and harmony 
has been overturned, from smooth 
swing riffing to bebop abstraction. 

It’s only on the final disc that the 
Burns crew stumbles. This one begins 
with Louis Armstrong’s “Hello, 
Dolly!”, and from there on it’s as if jazz 
were having a rock-and-roll-induced 
nervous breakdown. Which, in effect, 
it did. Yes, there’s some wonderful ’60s 
Ellington (including a track 
with Coltrane and a magnificent 
segment from Duke’s 1966 
“Far East Suite”). There’s Miles 
Davis at his most daring and 
accomplished (“E.S.P.”, from 
1965), but soon everyone is try- 
ing to reclaim the mass audi- 
ence that had been with jazz in 
one form or another since the 
early recorded hits of the Origi- 
nal Dixieland Jazz Band and 
Armstrong’s “Heebie Jeebies.” 
Every shift in the jazz climate 
throughout the box demands a 
readjustment of perspective, but 
by the time we get to Grover 
Washington Jr.’s pop instru- 
mental “Mr. Magic” (1974), it’s 
difficult to argue that something 
hasn’t been lost. It doesn’t mat- 
ter that Washington is improvis- 
ing chorus after chorus of R&B 
tenor sax — he’s merely back- 
ground to the irresistible funk 
chugging of guitarist Eric Gale, 
bassist Gary King, and drum- 
mer Ralph MacDonald. 

From Armstrong on, the box 
argues for the centrality of jazz 
to American life, so it feels duty- 
bound to include Glenn Miller’s 
“In the Mood” as “the theme 
song for an entire era” even as it 
acknowledges that it was an 
“above-average but by no means excep- 
tional instrumental.” But by that token, 
why not include in the 40-year span of 
the fifth disc commercially marginal 
work of high artistic achievement? Why 
include Dexter Gordon’s fine but hardly 
representative 1978 “Tanya” and not 
one of the other players of the ’70s and 
80s who were exploring the music’s 
roots just as deeply as Wynton Marsalis 
while experimenting with form, pushing 
at its outer edges — the former Fletcher 
Henderson band member Sun Ra, 
Henry Threadgill (whose trio Air devot- 
ed an entire LP to the music of Jelly Roll 
Morton and Scott Joplin), David Mur- 
ray (whose compositions include a 
piece called “Bechet’s Bounce”), An- 
thony Braxton, Steve Lacy, the World 
Saxophone Quartet, and, later, Steve 
Coleman, Greg Osby, Don Byron. The 
set didn’t need to include all these 
artists, but one or two would have 
helped a great deal. Yes, there’s Cassan- 
dra Wilson’s radical reworking of Son 
House’s “Death Letter.” But instead of 
closing with, say, one of Julius 
Hemphill’s classic blues-and-roots big- 
band numbers, Burns gives us Marsalis 
and the Lincoln Center Jazz Orchestra 
and their reverent re-creation of Elling- 
ton’s Billy Strayhorn—penned “Take the 
‘A Train.” Jazz comes full circle. Or, in a 
line attributed to Threadgill: “It’s the 
first time I’ve heard the music go back- 
wards.” ®

Two or three years ago, the gods of marketing decided that it was rock’s 
“year of the woman.” The hype sounded silly then, and would sound silli- 
er if we revived it now. Nonetheless, the past year has been a good one in 
town for female singer-songwriters — if you’re looking for inventive 
melodies and emotional daring, they’ve been the best place to find them. 
The local list would include Merrie Amsterburg, Jess Klein, Amy Correia, 


Melissa Ferrick, Juliana Hatfield, 
Catie Curtis, Erin McKeown, and 
soon-to-be Bostonian Rose Polen- 
zani. Most of these singers re- 
leased impressive albums this year; 
all are perched somewhere be- 
tween folk and rock. And they’ve 
done the double service of putting 
some heart into the local rock 
scene while rescuing the folk cir- 
cuit from the novelty songs and 
James Taylor homages that have 
characterized it for too long. 

A late addition to the A-list is 
Meghan Toohey, whose Romantic 
Blunder #4 confirms the buzz 
she’s built up over the past year. 
She rocks harder than most of the 
singers named above but like 
them writes grabbing, emotional- 
ly brave songs. The title doesn’t 
refer to the lyric content (she says 


it’s a sentimental nod to her first 
band, who had a song called “Ro- 
mantic Blunder #3”), but it fits. 


Most of the songs come trom the 
downside of love, but there 
isn’t a lot of self-pity or 
bitterness: she comes off 
as a bruised, scrappy sur- 
vivor. She softens only on 
the finale, “Even the 
Rain,” a song of outright 
adoration (the chorus is 
“Even the rain would fall 
for you”) that sports a 
soaring chorus hook. 

Things are happening 
fast for Toohey, who spent 
last week in the UK, where 
she’s been opening 300- 
seater shows for the Saw 
Doctors. This month she 
continues a Wednesday- 
night residency at the 
Lizard Lounge, after which 
she’ll be at Club Passim on 
January 11. These will like- 
ly be her last shows for a 
while in that kind of small 
venue. February 10 will 
find her taking part in a 
songwriters’ festival at the 
Somerville Theatre. She’s 
playing the UK shows 
semi-acoustic, accompa- 
nied only by her bassist 
Dimitri Fane (late of 
Slide), but she joins the 
Saw Doctors for an encore 
of the Pretenders’ “Brass in 
Pocket,” which has appar- 
ently been bringing down 
the houses. “Last night in 
Glasgow the floor was lit- 
erally shaking,” she reports 
on her cell phone from 
Manchester. “It is a little scary, 
but I’m a ham when I get in front 
of a microphone, so it’s no prob- 
lem being in front of all those peo- 
ple. It’s an inspirational thing to 
be around the Saw Doctors and 
see how human they are, but 
when they get in front of the 
crowd they become superstars. 
We’re having a real Spinal Tap 
year, and we've even gotten lost 
backstage a couple of times.” 

It’s telling that she brings up 
Spinal Tap, and that she’s chosen 
a Pretenders song (and, in recent 


local gig “Til Tuesday’s “Voices 
Carry”) to cover. Although Toohey 
came out of the local folk circuit, 
she now identifies as a rocker. 
That’s borne out by the full-band 
sound of Romantic Blunder #4, 
on which she plays everything but 
drums; she also produced, and she 
does the layered vocal harmonies. 
One obvious sonic role model is 
Jon Brion’s production work for 
Aimee Mann, with its mix of tape 
loops and twang. “I do think Jon 
Brion is a genius. But I also come 
from the classic-rock school, with 
Bonnie Raitt and the Pretenders,

so I’m trying to mix those [ap- 
proaches] together without going 
too far over the top. 

“I guess I was always known as 
a rocker within the folk world. I 
definitely did my share of being a 
folk groupie when | was in high 
school. I was really into the Story, 
so that’s where some of the har- 
mony comes from.” Another 
influence was her older brother 
Sean, a confirmed pop freak who 
plays in the Red Telephone and 
guests on her album. “Our father 
is a music teacher and our moth- 


er’s an English teacher, so I'd al- 
ways pick up things they brought 
home and start playing ‘Smoke on 
the Water.’ Then my brother got 
into pop music and | thought he 
was the coolest guy in the world.” 

Toohey’s UK tour has also 
helped break a songwriting slump 
that she’s been dealing with for a 
while. The songs on Romantic 
Blunder #4 are all a year old or 
more — but no, they didn’t all 
come from the same relationship. 
“No, it’s been pretty varied, thank 
God. But hey, that makes it easier 
to write songs.” 

When she returns to Boston 
this week, she’ll likely have a pile 
of songs that she didn’t have at 
the outset. “I’ve been picking up a 


_ lot of conversations in the pub, 


trying to connect with the land- 
scape, things I wouldn’t see at 
home. There’s a lot of time to 
think on tour, so the songs just 
start to fester. Now it’s reaching 
the point of nausea, where 
they pour out like crazy.” 


BACK WHEN he fronted 
the Del Fuegos, Dan 
Zanes played to packed 
clubs and shared national 
stages with Los Lobos and 
Tom Petty. Now he’s hit- 
ting elementary schools 
with his acoustic guitar, 
playing morning shows for 
first- and second-graders. 
Some musicians wouldn’t 
consider that a very desir- 
able career move. But as 
far as Zanes is concerned, 
the kids are all right. 

“I was just playing ‘Rock 
Island Line’ for some kids 
at 10 a.m.,” he notes over 
coffee at Cambridge’s 
1369 Coffeehouse. “The 
whole experience feels like 
1981 for me — just load- 
ing up my van with pieces 
of my PA and an accor- 
dion. My gear is the same, 
the clothes are maybe a lit- 
tle nicer. I’ve always tried 
to learn as many cool cover 
songs as possible — that’s 
still happening. The audi- 
ences are five- and six- 
year-olds,.and for them it’s 
a dance party, so the shows 
are controlled chaos. And 
it’s such a change from the 
rock world, where all you 
think about is me, me, and 
more of me.” 

Zanes’ disenchantment with 
pop life has been well document- 
ed. Although the Del Fuegos were 
a well-liked band to the end, they 
succumbed to some of the in- 
fighting that went with the territo- 
ry. When the last line-up folded, 
six years ago, Zanes kicked a long- 
time drinking problem, moved to 
suburban New York, and made a 
confessional solo album (Cool 
Down Time) that got good reviews 
but didn’t sell. It wasn’t until he 
started trying to find a hip, fun 
children’s record to play for his

daughter, Anna, that he found his 
new occupation, making those 
that kind of record himself. 

His first effort, Rocket Ship 
Beach, was released this month on 
his own Festival Five label. And it 
ranks with recent entries by Los 
Lobos (Papa’s Dream) andéd NRBQ 
(You're Nice People You Are) on 
the short list of kids’ albums that 
won't make adults cringe. The 
music has a friendly, folksy tinge, 
with Zanes doing acoustic ver- 
sions of long-time faves like “Erie 
Canal” and “Over the Rainbow.” 
The disc opens with a rockabilly 
version of “Polly Wolly Doodle” 
(with Sheryl Crow on harmonies) 
that sounds just like the Fuegos, 
with Zanes’s voice as raspy and 
Tom Waits—ish as ever. 

“I wanted to do something like 
[Jonathan Richman’s] Rock’n’Roll 
with the Modern Lovers — that to 
me is a perfect children’s record. I 
know that kids like to rock, and 
they like to dance — if I thought 
it ali had to bessongs about brush- 
ing your teeth, I’d go back to pop 
music. I think music is most pow- 
erful as a shared experience, so 
why can’t there be kids’ music 
that grown-ups can like? In my 
neighborhood, people can’t find 
any music they'd like to play for 
their kids, so they just wind up 
putting on the Beatles and the 
kids lose out.” 

It didn’t hurt that Zanes had 
made some famous friends in his 
rock-and-roll years. He met 
Sheryl Crow through Fuegos’ 
producer Mitchell Froom — it 
was Zanes who introduced her to 
the converted warehouse that be- 
came Globe Studios, where she 
made her last album, The Globe 
Sessions. Also guesting on the 
current album are Suzanne Vega, 
former Boston songwriter Bar- 


bara Brousal, and Bad Company 
drummer Simon Kirke, who 
wrote a jolly, English-style kids’ 
song. “I can’t picture"him on the 
road with Bad Company working 
on that tune, but I know he’s had 
it in his head for a while.” 
Getting to rum his own label 
(which is now getting distributed 
through Rounder) is another 
plus from the rock days. “I’m 
using recycled paper and soy- 
based inks, and there’s nobody 
around to tell me I can’t do that. 
I made five records for other 
companies, and the question is, 
what do you hold in your hands 
at the end of the day? I mean, 
Slash [the Fuegos’ label] doesn’t 
even send out any statements. I 
figure that if | go down in 
flames, I'll still do it the way it 
should be done, and the good 
news is, it’s not that unrealistic.” 
Another Del Filegos gig or two 
isn’t out of the ‘question, since 
the original lineé-up played a 
benefit show (for a soup kitchen 
that Zanes’s mother runs) at the 
Middle East last year and may 
make that a semi-annual tradi- 
tion. But that’s as close to his old 
life as Zanes plans to get. “This is 
not a temporary vacation from 
pop music — it’s a total depar- 
ture, and I’m not going back. I 
feel I’m more useful in this world 
than I ever was in pop — what I 
didn’t like there was the whole 
idea of a wall between yourself 
and the audience, and I was as 
guilty as anybody of perpetuating 
that.” Still, at least some of the 
old habits die hard. “I was doing 
a show for the kids and dancing 
around, and a friénd of my wife 
said, ‘Dan is such a performer, 
he ought to be in a rock band.’ 
And she had to tell her that I al- 
ready was.” bs 
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earlier recordings from the Fat Pos- 
sum catalogue by T-Model Ford, 
Johnny Farmer, Asie Payton, Junior 
Kimbrough, and CeDell Davis, hip- 
hoppers from Atlanta and Memphis 
sculpt new works, adding lyrics, 
beats, and a contemporary view. 
Sometimes it’s the usual crap about 
‘ho’s and cash money. But most of it 
has power, the voices and licks of 
the bluesmen putting the gravel and 
dust of the backroads into this urban 
sound. The best tracks are to-the- 
bone — and also happen to be by 
rappers Organized Noise. In partic- 
ular they update Farmer’s take on 
Son House’s Delta standard “Death 
Letter” in a poignant, bloody tale of 
gangsta retribution that feels more 
like righteous vengeance than the 
usual clichés that make most hard- 
core rap into parody and pap.

guitars gliding through the mix like 
wraiths, scratch ’n’ break beats, 
funk drive, and psychedelic sonics, 
R.L. Burnside’s latest, Wish I Was 
in Heaven Sitting Down (Fat Pos- 
sum), should satisfy dancers, blunt 
puffers, and stone blues nuts. 

It’s the latest of a pile from Missis- 
sippi’s innovative Fat Possum blues 
label, which includes the hip-hop ex- 
cursion New Beats from the Delta, 
King Ernest’s Blues Got Soul, and a 
reissue of the late Scott Dunbar’s 
Blues from Lake Mary. All are good, 
but the new Burnside is extraordi- 
nary. It’s the first fusion of blues and 
trip-hop that remains faithful to the 
soul and spirit of the former and the 
form of the latter — at least for most 
of its tracks. There are also a few 
compelling straight North Mississip- 
pi hill-country blues tunes, including 
the gospel title track, which is distin- 


guished by Burnside’s Fred McDow- 
ell howl and his sidekick Kenny 
Brown’s slash ’n’ drone guitar, and a 
jug-band arrangement of “My Eyes 
Keep Me in Trouble” that’s dubious- 
ly attributed to Burnside. 

But the action is in the grooves. 
Burnside has traveled this route be- 
fore, with the beat-and-sample col- 
lages of 1998’s Come On In. That 
album got mainstream airplay and 
became the label’s biggest. But this 
one gets it right. Come On In fea- 
tured remixes of previously record- 
ed material. Wish I Was in Heaven 
Sitting Down is organic — Burn- 
side recorded these songs with a 
band in the studio. 

The CD was cut in LA, far from 
Fat Possum’s rather low-tech house 
studio. So Burnside’s vocals print to 
tape beautifully, and the relaxed tem- 
pos plus the fact that he’s not also 


playing guitar here allowed him to 
deliver some marvelous vocal perfor- 
mances. He even pushes up to his 
sweet, mud-flecked falsetto on a 
cover of “Chain of Fools” and a few 


others. He gets to display his sense of 


humor more richly too. The one- 
chord stomp “Miss Maybelle” (as in, 
“Oh Miss Maybelle/Let me be your 
hoppin’ frog/Drink muddy water/ 
Sleep in a hollow log”), the free- 
ranging groover “Too Many Ups,” 
and the social satire “Nothin’ Man” 
are as entertaining as “Hard Time 
Killing Floor,” “I Got Messed Up,” 
and “R.L.’s Story” are heavy. This 
last, in particular, gets at the pain 
that’s part of the blues legacy. R.L. 
speaks of the murders of his father, 
his uncles, and his brothers all during 
two years of living in Chicago. His 
narrative is made more chilling by 
those wraith-like slide guitars and the

occasional scratch from D.J. Swamp. 
It’s about as heart-wrenching a lis- 
tening experience as can be had: sim- 
ple, direct, tear-inducing. 

Although Burnside is a giant of a 
guitarist, the supporting musicians 
are so sympathetic and informed 
that his playing isn’t missed. 
Smokey Hormel, D.J. Swamp, and 
producer Andy Kaulkin from the 
Beck camp, abetted by L.A. blues- 
guitar talent Rick Holmstrom, are 
the core band. They play with the 
spare sense of necessity essential to 
both blues and trip-hop. 

I expect Wish I Was in Heaven Sit- 
ting Down will make many critics’ 
lists this year, and so may New Beats 
from the Delta: The Fat Possum Hip- 
Hop Album. It proves that not all

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and Scott Dunbar. Ernest Baker died 
in a car wreck shortly after recording 
his Fat Possum debut, Blues Got 
Soul. Sad, but he left behind a won- 
derful example of the urban chitlin- 
circuit juke-joint sound. This disc is 
all smooth loverman vocals, the 
music a fantasia in sweat and semen. 
Surely this would have put King 
Ernest on the soul-blues map. As for 
Dunbar, he’s the answer to where Fat 
Possum’s most puzzling artist, 
Robert Cage, got his outsider fusion 
of blues, country, folk, and acoustic 
rock and roll. About 500 copies of 
this album were pressed when it was 
first recorded, on Dunbar’s back 
porch, in 1970. And Dunbar, singing 
as he picks and frails guitar, comes 
across just like his inheritor: a talent- 
ed and distinctly Southern American 
eccentric, capable of being very funny 
or deeply moving.

In 1973, hundreds of thousands of British kids bought a very strange LP 
called The Faust Tapes, the third album by a German experimental band 
called Faust and one of the first releases on the new Virgin Records label

his various partners in crime 
could scarcely have imagined a 
decade ago. 

“I was afraid of putting that 
out, you know,” admits Pollard 
by phone from his Dayton 
home, where he’s just returned 
after spending a month in New 
York City recording tracks with 
producer Rob Schnapf (Beck, 
Elliott Smith) for GBV’s new 
Broadcaster House, which is due 
out in March on TVT (a bonus 
disc of live material from a 
CBGB show a few months ago is 
slated to be included). “It [Suit- 
case] is getting really good re- 
views and I’m super surprised. 
Some people probably like the 
fact that it’s the old stuff, it’s the 
four-track stuff, and there’s a 
certain amount of charm in that. 
But it’s throwaway shit, you 
know? It’s kinda frustrating — 
you spend $125,000 on a record 
and it gets kinda lukewarm re- 
views and you fuckin’ grab this 
shit out of the suitcase that was 
in the basement forever and it 
gets good reviews.” 

Suitcase finds Pollard and 
GBV’s revolving-door member- 
ship in various stages of fidelity, 
inspiration, and — I’m only 
guessing here, but it’s an edu- 
cated guess — sobriety. Despite 
its four-hour-plus playing time, 
the moments flash by like a se- 
ries of aural snapshots, captur- 
ing a songwriter at his most can- 
did. Pollard seems feverish as he 
hatches would-be hits in the 
company of friends one. minute, 
wistful and alone as he conjures 
tuneful daydreams the next. 
Boozy rec-room jams and 
wacked garage trash give way to 
skeletal experiments and 
sparkling pop revelations-in- 
progress, with a few live cuts 
sprinkled in between. In other 
words, it’s not so different from 
listening to the material on the 
solo albums Pollard releases on 
his own Fading Captain Series 
imprint — or from a lot of 
GBV’s earlier work. 

Reviewing the band’s ninth 
album, Under the Bushes Under 
the Stars (Matador), when it 
came out in 1996, I wrote that 
GBV’s songs sounded as though 
they'd “always existed, suspend- 
ed in space and time,” that they 
were just “waiting to be discov-

ered.” What Suitcase makes 
clear is that indie rock’s most 
prolific songwriter has spent a 
fair amount of time searching 
for them as well. 

Pollard has talked about car- 
rying around a suitcase full of 
tapes — he once estimated he 
had 5000 songs in there — for 
years. But the impetus to release 
some of the stuff came after 
Matt Davis (who with Todd 
Robinson helps distribute Fad- 
ing Captain) and Kevin Poindex- 
ter, a friend of Davis’s, dropped 
by Pollard’s house with the idea 
of cataloguing the songs and 
preserving them on CD. Pollard 
warily gave them the okay; even- 
tually he concluded that sifting 
through hundreds of tapes, 
some of them more than a 
decade old, was too “over- 
whelming” and suggested they 
abandon the task, but by then it 
was too late to turn back. Word 
had spread among fans that the 
fabled suitcase had been cracked 
open. “I don’t think people even 
believed that it existed. They 
thought that it was some kind of 
mythological thing.” 

Robinson, whose Indianapo- 
lis-based Luna Music distributes 
Pollard’s solo-records (as well as 
those of ex-GBV guitarist/song- 
writer Tobin Sprout, who quit 
the band when he moved his 
family to Michigan in 1996), 
first met the singer nearly. 15 
years ago when he worked at a 
Dayton record store where Pol- 
lard was a regular customer with 
a penchant for special-ordering 
obscure releases. He claims the 
100 songs on Suitcase only 
scratch the surface of what has 
yet to be catalogued and trans- 
ferred to DAT. “I’m always 
amazed at the stuff he doesn’t 
think is good enough to go on 
his regular albums. The guy 
writes melodies that you could 
get the genius of on a ukulele. 
But Bob had to be convinced 
that people wanted to hear Suit- 
case. I said to him, ‘Bob you’re 
the kind of guy who would love 
this,’ and he says “Yeah, but I’m 
only one person.’ So I said, 
‘Bob, you’re a lot of people.’” 

Still, if ever a band were guilty 
of thwarting their own commer- 
cial potential, Guided by Voices 
were, and are, that band. Here 
was a loosely knit collective of 


aging rock-and-roll lifers from 
Midwestern suburbia whose cre- 

ative lifeblood revolved around a 
thirtysomething elementary- 

school teacher and prolific song- 

writer who, even as he contin- 
ued to churn out more hook- 
filled pop songs than anyone 
knew what to do with, was para- 
lyzed by the prospect of showing 
his tuneful little creations to the 
warld. Back in 1992, having 
been met with indifference in the 
band’s own back yard, Pollard 
was finally ready to throw in the 
towel. GBV had just recorded 
Propeller (Rockathon), and even 





though he joked that the album 
would be the one to “propel” the 
band to fame, Pollard believed it 
would also be their last. After 
seven years, five albums, and 
zero recognition, they just 
couldn’t afford to continue. 

In Watch Me Jumpstart, film- 
maker Banks Tarver’s superb 
1998 documentary about the 
band, former Spin magazine 
writer and one-time GBV bassist 
Jim Greer recalled how the band 
pressed 500 copies of Propeller 
on vinyl — each featuring a dif- 
ferent handmade cover — only 
to have the records languish, un- 
heard, in Pollard’s basement. 
“He was afraid,” Greer ex- 
plained. “He always says if he 
ever got a bad review, it woulda 
killed him. . . . People had to 
mail ’em out, kind of like with- 
out telling him, to magazines 
and things like that.” 

“I had been burned by my ex- 
perience here in Dayton,” says 
Pollard. “We tried to play out a 
little bit and let people check us

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out. They weren’t throwing eggs 
at us or anything, but Dayton’s 
rough. So I just had this total 
lack of confidence.” He admits 
that even after GBV began 
building pockets of rabid fans 
across the country, “people 
would light their lighters and | 
thought they were making fun of 
us.” Soon after Propeller had 
been smuggled out to critics, 
GBV were invited to play a 
showcase at the CMJ New Music 
Seminar in New York City. Pol- 
lard was petrified. 

“We came to New York, and it 
was the first show that we played 
in six years, and people kind of 
went nuts. We played the show 
and we did it really fast. We only 
had 45 minutes, but we did like 
20 songs bam-bam-bam-bam, 
Ramones style, out of nervous- 
ness. I didn’t say anything be- 
tween songs. Afterward I went 
off the stage and I went back in 
this little dressing room and was 
sweating and all of a sudden | 
got mobbed’ by people from 
Pavement and the Beastie Boys 
and shit and I was freakin’ out a 
little bit. I was going, really? Are 
you shittin’ me? You actually 
think we’re good?” 

Even at their peak of mid-’90s 
popularity, GBV seemed to be 
speaking a secret language. The 
band, like their fans, were an ob- 
sessive clique — a society of 
pop worshippers, record-collec- 
tor geeks, and flag-waving 
diehards who believed that the 
arcane could be universal. “The 
club is open,” Pollard sang on “A 
Salty Salute,” the opening track 
on Alien Lanes (Matador, 
1995), and, yes, it was, but only 
to those willing to embrace the 
band on their own terms: limit- 
ed-edition vinyl pressings; lo-fi 
static airplane jive and hiss as 
esthetic statement; melodies in 
miniature; arena-rock aspira- 
tions subverted in cryptic pop- 
art esoterica; big gestures 
wrapped in small packages; 
songs with names like “Buzzards 
and Dreadful Crows” and 
“Burning Flag Birthday Suit.” 
That was the Guided by Voices 
lexicon, a specialized world 
whose topography consisted of 
endless coded allusions and hid- 
den meanings. 

At the center of this universe 
was Pollard and his stubborn de- 
sire to construct for real the 
kingdom that had always resided 
in his head. It was a world that 
had nothing to do with prevail- 
ing pop fashion or industry 
trends. “In the lo-fi phase, I 
wanted songs to sound like out- 
takes from Beatles albums, like 
really bad copies. I wanted it to 
sound like you had this Beatles 
bootleg, like all those White 
Album outtakes that you found 
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on some fourth-generation cassette. But 
as the ever-expanding entity of Guided by 
Voices — which is kind of like my cosmic 
extension — I want the sound to become 
bigger and bigger and spread out to more 
people. I think every band wants that.” 
Although GBV eventually moved from 
the four- and eight-track recording for- 
mat of their early days to the realm of 24- 
and even 48-track studios, the die had 
been cast. It isn’t about fidelity. It’s about 
philosophy. And how can GBV ever hope 
to succeed in conventional commercial 
terms when that means winning at a 
game where chart position and units 
moved are the only yardsticks? GBV sim- 
ply aren’t a conventional band. Besides, 
for Pollard, making pop songs isn’t a

band built upon a self-made myth sprung 
from a semi-imagined history and a base- 
ment full of rock dreams — all of which 
lends itself more to underground cult 
fame than to mainstream conquest. 
Almost all the tracks on Suitcase, for 
instance, are credited to different groups 
with names like Champion Hairpuller, 
Hazzard Hotrods, Artrock Unicorns, 
and, on the earliest recording, from 
1974, Little Bobby Pop (that’s a 17-year- 
old Bob singing “Little Jimmy the 
Giant”). “I did that with most of the 
songs I wrote for Bee Thousand [Scat/ 
Matador, 1994] — I cut out pictures of 
little groups of guys from my mid-1970s 
yearbook and gave them band names and 
song titles and put it together as a fake

game. It’s his life. “I have to always be 
working on a record, continually, or I’m 
not happy.” He’s not kidding: next 
month he’ll begin recording another solo 
album. GBV’s old label, Matador, is even 
said to have complained that Pollard was 
writing too many songs, saturating the 
market with too many side projects — 
not to mention too often living up to his 
reputation for knocking back almost as 
many beers as there were songs in the set 
list. 

But the task of marketing GBV has 
never boiled down to something as simple 
as airbrushing the band’s persona or 
streamlining their output. All the great 
reviews in the world — and GBV got 
their fair share in the mid 90s — weren’t 
going to make Pollard’s hyper-con- 
densed, Beatles-by-way-of-the-Who es- 
thetic any more appealing to the mass 
record-buying public. And it would have 
taken a lot more than just one or two 
radio-friendly, higher-fidelity remixes to 
get GBV into heavy rotation even when 
alternative rock was king at commercial 
stations. By the time Pollard decided to 
shake up the band’s line-up, go for bigger 
riffs, and enlist proven hitmaker and for- 
mer Cars frontman Ric Ocasek to pro- 
duce GBV’s 12th album, Do the Collapse 
(TVT, 1999), it was probably too late 
anyway. GBV failed to conquer the world 
— assuming that was ever a goal — be- 
cause their music has always turned in- 
ward rather than outward. They remain a 


compilation album. The titles at the time 
were ‘Am a Scientist’ and ‘Gold Star for 
Robot Boy’ and ‘My Valuable Hunting 
Knife,’ and stuff like that. And so, by 
looking at the picture of the band names 
and titles, it kind of inspired me to want 
to write songs for them. As if I were that 
band. As if I’d assumed their identity.” 
For Pollard, those imaginary names 
took the place of something that was 
missing. GBV were the embodiment of 
everything pop was not, or had ceased to 
be. Pollard has always claimed that he 
began composing the songs he did be- 
cause no one else was writing what he 
wanted to hear. The internal voice guid- 
ing him was his desire to make the kind of 
classic records that gave people the same 
rush he got when, as a kid, he’d dash 
home with the latest Beatles album tucked 
under his arm. He didn’t just want to 
make great rock. He wanted to save it. 
“We’ve always been threatening to do 
that,” he says with a laugh. “I think that 
keeps the major labels interested in us.” 
It’s also what continues to drive Robert 
Pollard, who’s now 43. “I’ve tried at dif- 
ferent points in the last 20 years or what- 
ever, to kill Guided by Voices, to create a 
different name, or to go solo. And I’ve al- 
ways found myself going back to it as 
something I can’t get away from. It’s al- 
most like Anthony Hopkins in Magic, 
where he can’t make the dummy shut up. 
I can’t seem to make the dummy shut up, 
man.” ae

The Posies get boxed 


BY BRETT MILANO If Posies leaders Jon Auer and Ken Stringfellow 
had shot themselves after making it, their band’s last major-label album, 
1996’s Amazing Disgrace (Geffen), just might have been recognized as 


the milestone it was. It rivals Nir- 
vana’s In Utero as the most salient 
statement of the disillusion and be- 
trayal that went with the waning 
and the co-opting of alternative 
rock in the 90s. And it was a minor 
shock that this harsh, bruised- 
sounding album came from what 
seemed a harmless pop group. 
About the time it came out, I recall 
seeing Auer and Stringfellow per- 
form its “Everybody Is a Fucking 
Liar” at a South by Southwest show 
filled with industry types who 
seemed blissfully unaware that their 
number was being called. 

After Disgrace flopped, there was 
nothing left for the Posies to do but 
release a dispirited final album — 
titled, with characteristic irony, 
Success (Pop Llama) — and call it 
a day. I’d like to be able to report 
that the band have gotten some 
payback, but that hasn’t really hap- 
pened. Interscope did release a 
greatest-hits set (Dream All Day) 
earlier this year, but the label has 
also sent the three original Geffen 
albums (Amazing Disgrace, Dear 


23, and Frosting on the Beater) to 
the cutout bins. And though the 
Posies have been honored with a 
four-CD box set — At Least, At 
Last, on the pop-obsessed Not 
Lame label — the liner notes make 
it clear that the set was bankrolled 
by a single, enthused fan. 
Comprising demos, live record- 
ings, and outtakes, At Least, At Last 
has the feel of an epic concession 
speech. It may be the most self-de- 
preciating box set ever released — 
along with the somewhat apologetic 
title, there are photos of a sewer and 
a toilet on the front and back cov- 
ers. The first thing you hear on disc 
one is a blown cue and an “oh shit” 
preceding an early live track. And 
the liner notes are more self-critical 
than one might consider healthy. A 
typical Stringfellow comment on 
one of his own songs: “Do the 
words ‘inconsequential fluff’ have 
any place here?” “I Don’t Want To 
Talk to You,” easily the most grab- 
bing of the early demos (the Posies 
emerged from Seattle around the 
same time as Nirvana) that fill the 


first disc, is derided by composer 
Auer as “proof that a catchy tune 
doesn’t always equal a good song.” 

It’s telling that Auer doesn’t like 
“I Don’t Want To Talk to You,” 
which obviously was written 
around its chorus hook. Once they 
found their groove, the Posies 
wrote subtler songs that didn’t re- 
veal themselves up front. This ap- 
proach makes for some dodgy 
numbers among the early demos, 
but it bore fruit by the time they hit 
the studio. “Trace My Falls,” one of 
the few top-quality leftovers here, 
has a bare-bones arrangement — 
one vocal, acoustic guitar, droning 
organ — and is haunting despite 
its lack of a real hook. “Diary of an 
Insecure Girl” introduces the mys- 
terious type who figures in most of 
the Posies’ love songs, and it in- 
cludes a quotable lyric from the 
cutting-room floor: “I don’t know 
her name/She doesn’t know her 
identity.” In the future they’d find 
less blatant ways to say the same 
thing, but that line’s wide-eyed 
naiveté has its charm. 


There aren’t a lot of lost trea- 
sures in this retrospective. The 
treasures were all on the Geffen al- 
bums, and the demo versions of the 
various Geffen tracks (including 
more than half of Amazing Dis- 
grace) are clearly rough drafts. Es- 
pecially in the early days, the Posies 
were a studio-driven band who 
knew exactly what they were doing 
when they were given a major-label 





and Devo) made for never-realized 
tribute albums. And the finale, 
which features muzak versions of 
two Posies semi-hits rendered 
Kenny G-—style, is a hoot. Typical of 
this band to wrap up their career 
with a joke at their own expense. 
Except that the Posies never really 
quite ended. True, the band are no 
longer together, but the Auer/ 
Stringfellow partnership soldiers on.

production budget. In particular, 
John Leckie’s production on Dear 
23 brought into play an ornate 
sonic zsthetic that you won’t hear 
in Auer’s rough acoustic take of 
that album’s best song, “Suddenly 
Mary.” As with most projects of 
this nature, the best moments are 
the ones that catch the band with 
their guard down: there are enjoy- 
ably scrappy live tracks from early 
on in the group’s career and a 
stunning Hiisker Dii—ish “Solar 
Sister” from the end, plus some fun 
covers (of Cheap Trick, Blondie 


In fact, those two are back to doing 
it the way it all started, as two guys 
playing their songs on acoustic gui- 
tars — which is how they appeared 
at the Middle East last summer. The 
highlight of that show came when 
the duo played two of their most up- 
lifting songs back to back: the Posies 
original “Coming Right Along” and

***1/2 Xzibit, RESTLESS 
(Loud). Like a cunning double 
agent, Xzibit has cultivated friend- 
ships on all sides of the hip-hop 
nation. Having come up as a 
member of California’s Likwit 
Crew (the Alkaholiks, King Tee), 
the Los Angeles native holds it 
down for Westside gangstas and 
gets props from underground 
heads, and recently he rocked sta- 
diums with Dr. Dre, Eminem, and 
Limp Bizkit. So his third, album, 
Restless, boasts guest spots from 
Mr. Shady; KRS One, Snoop 
Dogg, Erick Sermon, and DJ Quik 
— a seriously diverse crew. 

But the cameos don't dilute his 
séund — indeed, this star-stud- 
ded album.is the most consistent 
of Xzibit’s career. Dr. Dre snags 
executive-producer credits, and 
his presence focuses the general 
sound — a slight mutation of the 
glacial g-funk and baroque beat- 

wns of Dre’s 2001 CD. And 
that’s despite the involvement of 
nine different beatmakers. Xzibit’s 
main appeal is his rock-solid flow 
— sternly delivered like a gruff- 
voiced bulldog or a blunt-smoking 
drill sergeant — and his no-frills 
mastery of gangsta topics that 
continue to amuse and offend. But 
he’s not without his soft side: he 
expresses fatherly regret on 
“Sorry I'm Away So Much” and 
bares a utopian sensibility on the 
hard-hitting “Get Your Walk On,” 
dryly boasting, “When | get 
through, the world will be a better 
place, a little Jesus Christ mixed 
with some leatherface.” 


***1/2 Rage Against the Ma- 
chine, RENEGADES (Epic). 
Rage Against the Machine have 
always had a taste for radically re- 
vamped cover songs, from their 
oft-bootlegged metal version of 
N.W.A’s “Fuck tha Police” to their 
hit overhaul of Bruce Spring- 
steen’s “The Ghost of Tom Joad.” 
On singer Zack de la Rocha’s final 
studio recordings with the band, 
everything from hip-hop to hard- 
core to classic rock gets the Rage 
treatment. Relieved of his grand- 
stand on hip-hop party anthems 
“Pistol Grip Pump” and “Rene- 
gades of Funk,” de la Rocha for 
once seems to be enjoying him- 
self as much on the mike as his 
bandmates are on their instru- 
ments. Rage do punk at least as 
well as Slayer on “Kick Out the 
Jams,” “Down on the Street,” and 
especially the Minor Threat hate- 
edge anthem “In My Eyes,” where 
de la Rocha goes completely off 
the hook in a valiant effort to relive 
his hardcore days. They get more 
experimental with the straight- 
ahead rock stuff, and that yields 
an inconsequential rap-metal ver- 
sion of “Street Fighting Man.” De 
la Rocha’s rumored replacement, 
Cypress Hill's B-Real, even 
makes an appearance on a 
stomping live version of “How | 
Could Just Kill a Man.” About the 
only thing missing is P.O.D.’s 
cover of U2's “Bullet the Blue Sky.”

cover of Add N to (X)’s debut, On 
the Wires of Our Nerves, showed 
member Ann Shenton being im- 
paled by a keyboard, gruesomely 
evoking the British art-techno 
act’s cross-breeding. The CD it- 
self recalled the lost “robopunk” 
genre that, as expressed by Sui- 
cide and Silver Apples, laces 
synth-driven futurism with punk’s 
dystopic élan. Put against the 
Standard set by these progenitors, 
Add N to (X)’s first two albums 
were lifeless, but not so their third 
release, on which they finally get 
their cyber-ya-yas out, their newly 
invigorated vibe owing consider- 
ably to the introduction of actual 
live rock instrumentation. “Adding 
N to X” sounds like a psycho 
beach party inside a biker bar; 
complete with a slurred soccer- 
hooligan chorus, “Monster Bobby” 
is a delicious Slade-esque foot 
stomper that verges on techno- 
boogie. The album's spirit lags too 
soon, but robopunk aficionados 
and Trans Am fans will appreciate 
its revival of the synth/bass/ 
drums/vocal-processing set-up.

It's the latter 
Liebert who shows up on Christ- 
mas + Santa Fe. And though the 
disc often comes uncomfortably 
close to sounding like a Gipsy 
Kings—lite version of department- 
store music, Liebert is inventive 
enough in his gentle makeovers 
of traditional carols to keep things 
interesting. With the help of his 
Luna Negra band, who contribute 
a soft bed of bass, keys, horns, 
percussion, and slide guitar, he 
blends familiar homy melodies 
and syncopated rhythms into 
broad new arrangements: “Faroli- 
tos on Garcia/It Came upon a 
Midnight Clear” and “The 3rd 
Man/O Christmas Tree” are trans- 
formed into parlor waltzes; 
“Canyon Road on Christmas Eve/ 
Hark the Herald Angels Sing” is a 
Gypsy shuffle and “Peace/| Saw 
Three Ships” an easy-rolling sail 
outfitted with a beautiful mournful 
bridge. But the CD's best track is 
its only start-to-finish original, the 
edge-of-melancholy “Winter Sol- 
stice,” which gives a shadowed 
chill to this warm crackle of 
rethought holiday themes.

After that hipster’s nod to tradi- 
tion, the folks on Stony Plain’s 
blues and folk roster pretty much 
create their own holiday legends. 
Growler and howler Sonny 
Rhodes, who aiso plays the one- 
of-a-kind Hawaiian lap steel gui- 
tar, updates Dickens with a fine 
poor-children’s urban fable, 
“Christmas 9-1-1.” The late legend 
Jimmy Witherspoon, backed by 
Robillard’s band, is caught deliv- 
ering one of his infinitely sad slow 
blues with a holiday twist. Famed 
Chicago harmonica man Billy Boy 
Arnold’s voice may have less 
range than a remote-control race 
car, but he sounds pretty tough on 
his “Christmas Time Part 1.” Other 
performers include Jay McShann, 
the Kansas City pianist and band- 
leader who gave Witherspoon 
(and Charlie Parker) his start; 
Rosco Gordon, who has recently 
returned to recording decades | 
after his hits for the likes of Sun | 
and Duke rode the R&B charts; 
Lucinda Williams sound-alike 
Kristi Johnston; Maria Muldaur; 
and Edmonton's Rockin’ Highlin- 
ers, whose wishes include that 
their bass player get a clue.

(Epic). Christmas time may be 
about remembering, but this 
shameless Yuletide shuffle asks 
us to forget how awful everything 
Cyndi Lauper’s done since 1984 
has been, how Gloria Estefan suf- 
fers in the absence of a good 
rhythm track, and how objection- 
able those ubiquitous brats Char- 
lotte Church and Billy Gilman are 
any time.

Celine Dion gets a 
smoky uptown lounge arrange- 
ment on “The Christmas Song” in- 
stead of the usual schlocky bom- 
bast. Donna Summer sings her 
own “(i Long To Feel the) Christ- 
mas Spirit” as if she were still hop- 
ing to find the recipe for that 
“MacArthur Park” cake. And top- 
ping them all is Luther Vandross’s 
heartbreaking, self-penned 
“Every Year, Every Christmas.” 
The song is about his lover, but he 
spins the tale so generically that it 
might also be that rare Christmas 
song driven by the painful impera- 
tive of having to spend time with 
estranged families. It deserves to | 
be a standard.

(2000). This updating of the late- 
70s TV show should really be 
called Charlie's Angels: The Next 
Generation, with the same unseen 
boss (still John Forsythe, still using 
that old speaker phone) supervising 
a new trio of high-tech-sawvy, Ma- 
trix-fu-practicing Jane Bonds 
(Cameron Diaz, Lucy Liu, and pro- 
ducer Drew Barrymore) and a new 
guy playing that eunuch Bosley (Bill 
Murray, riffing so hard on his own 
irrelevance that he too transcends 
irony). The rookie director, an ad- 
vertising and MTV vet (of course) 
who calls himself McG, scores 
every key moment with a memory- 
jogging tune from a decade or two 
ago, turning the movie into a com- 
mercial for itself. Now that’s enter- 
tainment.

It's a secret lost 
on the film, which seldom emerges 
from the drear of half-baked ideas 
Fowl by no means, Chicken Run is 
no feather in the cap, either.

**xCHILDREN OF THE MARSH- 
LAND (2000). A bucolic backwater 
in the Loire Valley in the 1930s, the 
marshland of Jacques Becker's film 
is a refuge for Garris (Jacques 
Gamblin), a World War | vet who 
happens by and stays for a dozen 
years, getting entangled in the life 
of his neighbor Rotin (Jacques 
Villeret), a bibulous halfwit with 
three kids and a wife who's bitter 
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ecause he still thinks about th 
oman who got away. So life is not 
perfect on the marshland, only sim 





ple-minded, and the alternative is 
the fate of Monsieur Richard 
(Michel Serrault), who became rich 
with his metalworks but longs for 
the “freedom” he's lost.

***xDANCER IN THE DARK 
(2000). Lars von Trier is a director 
with a flair for the sublime and the 
ridiculous, and this musical, the 
Palme d’Or ‘winner at Cannes, is 
both. Trier shoots with handheld 
digital cameras in a washed-out 
parody of Dogma 95 purity, an in- 
your-face assault of wobbly close- 
ups invoking more vertigo than 
verisimilitude. And the reality he 
records owes more to the corniest 
conventions of Hollywood tearjerk- 
ers than to any slice of life. Czech 
immigrant and single mother Selma 
(former Sugarcube and deserving 
Cannes Best Actress Bjork, who's 
also responsible for the six produc- 
tion numbers) works in a sheet- 
metal factory in 1964 Washington 
state; she’s going blind from a con- 
genital disorder, and if she can't 
save up the money for his opera- 
tion, her son, Gene, will suffer the 
same fate. When her financially 
strapped landlord (David Morse) 
who's also the local sheriff, “bor- 
rows” her nest egg, tragedy en- 
sues. This is the gritty real world 
from which the musical imagination 
f Selma creates solipsistic song- 
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and-dance numbers. With each 
downward step in her decline, an- 
other uncanny musical number 
emerges, as she turns her oppres- 
sive surroundings into liberating 
music. Trier stacks the legal deck 
(he seems to have been inspired by 
Grace Kelly's ordeal in Dial M for 
Murder, but before it’s over Dancer 
does illuminate Selma's halting 
steps in the darkness with glints of 
genius and joy.

Made 
for Polish TV, the 10 one-hour-long 
episodes of Krzysztof Kieslowski's 
The Decalogue, following charac- 
ters who reside in a monolithic War- 
saw apartment block, reveal the 
ambiguities, perversities, and twist- 
ed ironies underlying the seeming 
simplicity of those 10 directives en- 
graved in stone, the Ten Com- 
mandments. Given its small-screen 
origins, The Decalogue is less cine- 
matically spectacular than Kies- 
lowski’s famous features, but in 
some ways it’s even more profound 
than those works, its philosophical 
scope more comprehensive. In 
form it’s like Melrose Place as writ- 
ten by Kafka and Dostoyevsky and 
puckishly directed by Robert Alt- 
man. That frail veneer of hubris that 
keeps individuals from a freezing 
douse of reality preoccupies Kies- 
lowski in each episode. It also alien- 
ates the inhabitants of the apart- 
ment block from themselves and 
one another as effectively as the Al- 
bert Speerish architecture.

His Oscar winner for Best Foreign 
Picture finds Luis Bufuel in a mel- 
low mood, mocking and indulging 
his inane bourgeois characters as 
they try to walk to a dinner date, 
steering them into various surrealist 
worlds, some hilarious, some scary, 
some dreams-within-dreams that'll 
leave you exhilarated by your own 
susceptibility.

GRINCH STOLE CHRISTMAS 
(2000). The liberties Ron Howard's 
$100 million adaptation takes with 
the sacrosanct 1957 text and the 
songs from the perennial TV fa- 
vorite will offend only the most or- 
thodox of Geisel devotees. And Jim 
Carey — dolled up in a costume so 
excruciating that he needed to learn 
pain-deferment techniques to bear 
it — delivers: the twitches of his 
synthetic eyebrows speak volumes, 
and his voice is a peculiar blend of 
Shakespearean thespian and 
Bond-era Connery. First-timer Tay- 
lor Momsen’s Cindy Lou Who is 
cute but not cloying.

Take all the fun out of the 
fantasy role-playing game Dun- 
geons & Dragons — the use of 
one’s imagination, the colorful 
many-sided dice, the hygienic 
habits of your fellow gamers — and 
you've got this stinker. Whereas the 
film adaptation of the board game 
Clue had three possible endings, 
this one has an infinite number, de- 
pending on when you decide to 
slash up the screen with your 
sword. Will it be five minutes in, 
when Jeremy Irons, playing Christo- 
pher Lloyd, reveals his plan to ob- 
tain the Rod of Savrille so he can 
control the red dragons — and thus 
the empire? How about moments 
later, when we meet our scrappy 
white male hero, Ridley (Justin 
Whalin), and his silly-dilly black pal, 
Snails (Marlon Wayans or Stepin 
Fetchit).

This 
early, erudite Shakespeare comedy has a simple plot — 
the king of Navarre and his three lords swear to three 
years of study and no women, then immediately fall for 
the visiting Princess of France and her three ladies 

but a lot of knotty byplay among the minor characters 
that'll never fly in a film without subtitles. Kenneth 
Branagh's solution: ditch 70 percent of the text, set the 
play in Oxbridge in 1939, with Europe on the verge of 
war, and turn it into a romantic musical, incorporating 


songs by George Gershwin, Cole Porter, Jerome Kern 


and Irving Berlin plus production-number salutes to Esther Williams and Fred & Ginger, and ad 
vancing the story through the ingenious use of B&W Movietone News parodies. With the death 


of John Gielgud, Kenneth Branagh must be the finest Shakespearean actor alive, and his 


influence has rubbed off on his fellow actors, who treat the Bard's verse as if it were the script 


of Friends and not an embalmed episode of Masterpiece Theatre. The octet of lovers 
Branagh, Natascha McEihone, Alessandro Nivola, Alicia Silverstone, Matthew Lillard, Carmen

* *& * CHUCK & BUCK (Artisan). Miguel Arteta's character study has childhood pals Buck 
(Mike White, who also wrote the script) and Chuck (Chris Weitz) getting together again after 


Buck's mother dies. Chuck is now Charlie Sitter, a deal-making music-biz executive with a Hol 


lywood address and an attractive fiancée (Beth Colt). Buck, on the other hand, is 27 going on 
seven, still camped out in his childhood bedroom, surrounded by Stratego and other board 

games and a styrofoam globe bursting with lollipops. Buck wants the old Chuck, not the new 
Charlie, so he moves to LA, stakes out Chuck's office, visits Chuck's home unannounced, and 


eventually lures him into bed. In the end sex limits the drama instead of opening it up; and like 


Buck's Tootsie Pops, the film goes a little soft at the core. Yet it leaves you plenty to chew on 


afterward 


* *& *& SMALL TIME CROOKS (DreamWorks). Woody Allen returns to the vein of his earliest 
films, especially Take The Money and Run, with this lighthearted affair in which lowlife loser 
and ex-convict Ray (Allen) comes up with a plan to rent the vacant storefront two doors down 


from a bank and tunnel from the basement into the bank vault. He persuades his dubious wife 
the tart-tongued former stripper Frenchy (Tracey Uliman), her clueless cousin May (Elaine May) 


and several of his shady pals (Michael Rapaport, Tony Darrow, and Jon Lovitz, all priceless) to 
help out, and despite the crooks’ sidesplitting ineptitude, they do stumble into an improbable 
fortune. But then the movie abruptly shifts into a satire about the taste of our nouveau riche 
heroes. Allen gives his most inventive performance in years, Ullman makes the most of 
Frenchy's self-improvement kick, and May's Gracie Allen—like sweet 'n' dim act is worth the 


price of admission, but the film suffers from the near-complete disappearance of Rapaport and

* * THE VIRGIN SUICIDES (Paramount). Sofia Coppola takes on a challenging book for her 
feature debut: Jeffrey Eugenides’s The Virgin Suicide, with its first-person plural narrator. She 
does have the engaging off-screen voice of Giovanni Ribisi to intone the Greek chorus of boys 


who are bequiled and bewildered by the five Lisbon sisters, tow-headed teenagers growing up 
in a Michigan suburb in the '70s who decide to end it all. But the enigmatic girls (Kirsten Dunst 


is the most memorable, as the slut) turn out to be ciphers, and neither is much light shed on 
the collective male psyche trying to come to grips with them. (Multiplying the elusive girls and 
the voyeuristic boys only underscores their vapidity.) Kathleen Turner brings some feeling to 
the girls’ mother, a Bible-thumping, repressive stereotype, but James Woods steals the show 
as the befuddied and increasingly balmy dad. As for Coppola, she shows a lot of her father's 


audacity but as yet not much of his talent 


% 1/2 THE CELL (New Line). This serial-killer entry has Vincent D'Onofrio (in a genuinely 
creepy performance) as a bogeyman named Cari Stargher who slowly drowns his victims as a 
prelude to even more-perverse treatment. When agent Peter Novak (Vince Vaughn) captures 


him, Carl falls into a coma before he can reveal where he's trapped his last victim. Peter enlists 


Catherine Deane (Jennifer Lopez), a psychologist whose virtual-reality device allows her to 


enter the minds of comatose patients, to probe Carl's brain for the tank's location while there's 


Still time to save the woman. Once inside his mind, Catherine finds a vivid, baroque world of 
images, memories, and horrors from which she herself may not be able to escape. The movie 


has no actual interest in Carl's psychology, and thanks to the plot holes in the sketchy script by 


rookie screenwriter Mark Protosevich, the trip into Carl's mind is superfluous, since Peter un- 


covers through ordinary detective work all the clues he needs to find the hidden victim. Neither 


does the script bother to give Peter and Catherine any personality traits. And though first-time 
feature director Tarsem Singh, whose lush parade of images inspired by religious and folk art 
will be familiar to viewers of his commercials and music videos, has innovative style to spare 
what kind of achievement is it to come up with glorious lighting and arresting composition in 
order to photograph a naked, blood-soaked corpse? This one’s Kiss the Girls as directed by 


Peter Greenaway for MTV. 


GROOVE (2000). This fast-paced 
Disney animation directed by Mark 
Dindal recounts the adventures of 
the young, self-serving emperor 
Kuzco (David Spade) after his am- 
bitious top adviser, Yzma (Eartha 
Kitt), botches an assassination at- 
tempt and instead turns him into a 
llama. Kuzco had planned on razing 
the home of lowly llama herder 
Pacha (John Goodman) to make 
way for his summer residence; now, 
having been set loose in the jungle, 
he needs Pacha’s help to get back 
into his human body and deal with 
Yzma. Along the way, the poor 
llama herder teaches the egoist em- 
peror the value of humanity and, ta- 
dah, Kuzco comes to the not-so- 
surprising decision to relocate his 
summer home and spare Pacha’s.

(1946). Frank Capra’s classic gets 
a little sentimental at the beginning 
(God talking from a spiral galaxy) 
and the end (angel Clarence getting 
his wings).

Not 
many directors would let their hero 
— Jimmy Stewart, yet — behave as 
abominably as It’s a Wonderful Life 
does (Stewart's George Bailey to 
Donna Reed’s Mary: “Why do we 
have to have all these kids?”).

This 
Taylor Hackford effort started out as 
a movie based on a magazine arti- 
cle about a true story and subse 
quently evolved into tabloid stories 
about the romance between stars 
Meg Ryan and Russell Crowe that 
began during the shooting. The 
story itself is pretty standard, and 
the cast members’ extracurricular 
activities don’t spark it much. South 
American revolutionaries capture 
Peter (David Morse), an idealistic 
engineer whose shifty company 
waffles on the ransom demands 
Peter's semi-estranged wife, Alice 
(Ryan), talks hostage negotiator 
Terry (Crowe) into working her hus-

Like 
his meal-ticket movie, The Sixth 
Sense, M. Night Shyamaian’s fol- 
low-up reduces itself to a one-sen- 
tence pitch — here it’s a guy who's 
the sole survivor of a train crash 
and wonders whether there 
mightn’t be a mysterious reason. 
And like The Sixth Sense, Un- 
breakable stars Bruce Willis as its 
troubled hero and promises a twist 
ending. What's different is that the 
gimmicks here break down. After 
the wreck, Willis's David Dunn 
meets up with Elijah Price (Samuel 
L. Jackson), a comic-book fan who 
suffers from a rare disorder that 
causes his bones to shatter and 
who figures that since he is so emi- 
nently breakable, there must be, as 
in any good comic book, someone 
who is his opposite.

NOVAK INTERVIEW, continued from page 3 
because we're too blatant. We don't carry books and 
videos; | think that turns the corner. Occasionally, some- 
one will ask, "What's in the back room?" When | was 
pregnant, | would come out and say, "Just me!" 


Did you get hassled by your neighbors when you 
first opened in town? 

It's funny. Location is difficult. It's like a prison: everyone 
wants them, but not in their neighborhood. We try to be 
discreet about the window display. Another thing is that 
you don't want people wandering in and not knowing 
what they're getting into. It's like selling auto parts, 
penises and boobs, after a while you forget this is 
unusual. 


Best part of the job? 

Most of all, it's fun and | get to work with great people. 
We get a lot of art students working here; they have a 
good sense of humor. And we get groups of women 
organizing a bachelorette party coming in and they just 
laugh and laugh and laugh. After a while, you think this 
isn't funny anymore, but people still have great reac- 
tions. | like that. If there's nothing that's funny in here, 
there's something wrong with you. 


What's the worst part? 

Probably the business end. | like the cake-decorating 
and chocolate-making, the creative part, but when you 
have a business that's busy, you have to do the paper- 
work and inventory. | don't know how many penis pops 
we have... 


How quick can you turn around a special order? 
We like 24-hour notice but we can do them in less. 


Most popular shaped item: boobs or penises? 

I'd say the cream-filled penis pops. I've noticed women 
will plan, get in a group, pool money, and shop ahead of 
time. A guy comes in — he has no idea what he's look- 
ing for. 


Any feminist flak? 

I've had women come in and, this is a sore point for me, 
say, "This insults women." Well, this is a woman-owned 
and -run business. Not only that, we insult everyone! 
That's what we do. Everyone's fair game. 


Comment you hear quite often? 

We hear laughing. | hear women say, "This is gross!," 
but they buy it. | also hear, "Why is this so inexpensive?"
